Right  Hon.  Sir, 

THE  enormous  Size  of  the  public  Debt,  makes  it  ap- 
pear to  be  the  Duty  of  every  one  whof^  Situation 
and  Capacity  puts  it  in  his  Power  to  properly  confider  of 
fome  effe6tual  Means  of  reducing  it,  and  of  thereby  more 
effeftually  reftoring  public  Credit ;  and  alfo  thereby  con- 
vincing our  natural  Enemies,  that  if  provoked  this  Nation 
will  have  fufBcient  Refourfes  to  maintain  any  other  War 
that  may  become  needful ;  and  thus  our  Enemies  may  be 
the  more  effectually  confined  to  a  pacifick  Difpofition, 
from  a  Confcioufnefs  of  their  own  Wcaknefs,  and  of  our 
growing  Strength ;  To  bring  about  this  defirable  Event,  I 
know  of  no  Method  of  more  confiderable  Confequence  and 
more  promifing  of  the  End  propofed,  than  by  A61  of  Par- 
liament to  make  a  new  general  impartial  or  equal  Valua- 
tion, and  AfTclTment  of  the  Land-Tax,  which  befides  tlie 
fjilaiary  EtTed  to  the  State,  would  be  no  more  or  lefs  than

iidmlniftring  common  Juft Ice  to  the  Subjeft  of  real  Property, 
in  as  much  as  the  Lands  and  Tenements  in  the  City  of 
London  and  elfewhere,  which  have  been  rated  at  their  full 
Rents,   and  paid  4  s,  in  the  Pound  thereon  for  fo  many 
Years  to  fupport  the  War,  befides  an  additional  Tax  on 
the  Stock  of  the  Tenant,   equal  in  many  Cafes  to  half  as 
much  befides,  ought  now  in  Point  of  Juftice  to  be  eafed  of 
fome  Part  of  that  heavy  Tax,  and  at  the  fame  Time  thefe 
Places,  &c .  who  have  been  rated  at  only  a  half,  a  third, 
a  quarter  Part,  or  much  lefs,  as  is  the  Cafe  in  many  Parts, 
Ihould  have  it  augmented,  for  the  reafonable  Good  of  the 
State,    and  in  order  that  Juftice   may   be   extended   by 
obliging  thofe  who  have  fo  heavily  and  fo  long  bore  the 
Burthen  ;  and  as  fuch  general  new  Affeffment,  can  never 
be  fo  fuitably  and  happily  carried  into  Execution,  as  when 
it  fuits    the    Government  to  lower  th^   L^nd-Tax  from 
4  J.  to  3  s.  or  2s.  in  the  Pound.    I  cannot  help  thinking  it 
a  Matter  of  the  higheft  Importance  for  the  LcTrds  of  ihe 
Treafury  to  have  it  under  their  moft  ferlous  Confideratlon, 
as  it  may  very  probably  be  found  that  2j.  in  the  Pound 
vinder  fuch  juft  Re-valuation,  would  bring  in  much  more 
•  than  4^.  does  now,  and  would  make  an  excellent  Refourfe  for 
further  Aid  to  Government  hereafter,  if  need  Ihould  be;  and 
if  any  Ihould  objed:  to  it  on  Account  of  its  tending  to  dif" 
courage  Improvements,  that  Objeftion  may  be  happily  re- 
moved by  a  Chufe  in  the  A£^,  to  exempt  all  new  Buildings 
from  the  Tax  for  fome  Years,  from  the  Time  of  being 
built  or  cover'd  in  :    It  is  further  humbly  fuggefted,  that 
this  falutary  Scheme  would  do  more  towards  promoting 
Confidence  and  Security  in  the   public  Funds  (as  their 
Safety  has  Relation  to  the  future  Abilities  of  the  State  to 
do  the  Nation  Juftice  in  fupport  of  any  future   ne(:efrary 
War)  than  any  other.  Scheme  whatever.

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The  Author  of  thefe  Lines  has  no  Intereft  in  View,  fc- 
parate  from  the  common  Good  propofed  to  the  State  and 
the  Publick  heieby,  being  hlmfelf  a  Landholder,  whofe 
whole  real  Eftate  is  now,  and  has  long  been  in  common 
with  all  other  Eftates  in  the  Neighbourhood  thereof,  rated 
at  lefs  than  one  fourth  Part  of  the  real  Rents  thereof.

May  it  pleafe  the  Lords  of  Trade, 

Right  Hon.  Sir, 

TJAVING  been  inform'd  that  it  has  been  lately,  or  is, 
under  Confideration  how  far  a  Benefit  might  accrue 
to  the  Mother  Country,  and  confident  with  or  promoting 
the  Interefl:  of  the  Colonies,  by  allowing  a  Bounty  on  Bar 
Iron ;  and  it  having  occured  to  me  in  confidering  the  Mat- 
ter, that  if  a  Duty  was  laid  on  Bar  Iron,  at  the  Forge  in 
America,  of  about  4  /.  per  Ton,  and  to  be  drawn  back  on 
Fxportation  thereof  from  the  Colonies  to  the  Mother 
Country  ;  and  further  if  ;he  Duties  fo  raifed  on  what  is 
comfumed  there,  or  not  exported,  or  the  chief  Fart  there- 
of (referving  a  Share  quite  equal  to  the  Expence  attending) 
was  to  be  apply'd  in  paying  a  Bounty  alfo  on  all  fo  export- 
ed from  thence  to  the  Mother  Country.  This  Scheme 
I  apprehend  would  be  the  moft  proper  and  efi^ecatious 
Method  of  difcouraging  the  Manufadurers  there  interfering 
with  the  Mother  Country  ;  and  alfo  would  moft  elTedua^ly 
and  properly  encourage  the  Iron  Matters  and  the  Mer- 
chants in  America,  to  raife  and  export  Bar  Iron  in  much 

greater 
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greater  Quantities  than  has  been  hitherto  done.  I  therefore 
as  a  WcU-vvillier  to  the  mutual  Interell  of  the  Mother 
Country  and  the  Colonies,  have  been  led  to  think  it  not 
inconfiftent  with  my  Duty  to  communicate  thefe  well 
meant  Hints,  in  order  to  your  fcrious  Confideration  there- 
of, as  a  Matter  of  fome  Importance  and  Confequence.

^HE  vaft  Numbers  of  working  People  now  out  of  em- 
ploy, and  complaining  of  the  Decay  of  Trade,  though 
they  do  not  properly  diftinguifh  the  Caufes  from  whence 
it  arifes,  yet  fo  far  merit  the  Regard  of  thofe  who,  as  Guar- 
dians to  their  Country,  having  ever  at  Heart  more  or  lefs 
the  Welfare  of  her  Trade,  and  of  employing  her  Poor,  in 
a  Manner  the  mod  conducive  to  the  general  Good,  that 
I  doubt  not  any  falutary  Hint,  honeftly  intended  to  obviate 
a  Meafure,  which  from  a  Multiplicity  of  great  Concerns, 
might  otherwife  efcape  the  Confideration  of  Government, 
will  be  well  received,  when  it  appears  to  arife  from  no 
finifter  Views ;  without  further  Apology,  it  has  occured  to 
the  Author  of  thefe  Lines,  that  a  Canal  from  Lechlade  to 
Gloucefter,  whereby  to  join  the  Navigation  of  the  River- 
Thames  and  Severn,     would   confiderably    promote    the 

Trade 
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Trade  between  London  and  Briflol,  Gloucefter  and  many- 
Places,  where  heavy  Iron  and  other  Manufadures  are 
carried  on,  upon  and  near  the  Banks  of  the  Severn,  an  J 
would  in  many  Refpe6is  prove  of  great  UtiUty  to  thofe 
Manufadlures,  and  to  the  Trade  of  London  •,  and  if  ever 
fuch  a  Scheme  be  put  in  Pradice  it  fhould  be  at  fuch  a 
Time  as  this,  when  fuch  Numbers  of  poor  Manufadurers 
want  employ,  which  temporary  Expedient  until  Trade  re- 
vives, may  prevent  many  from  feeking  employ  in  Foreign 
Countries,  and  being  thereby  lofl  to  their  Country. 

I  am  not  infenfible  that  it  might  have  confequently  fome 
Tendency  in  a  fmall  Meafure  to  leflen  the  Commerce  by- 
Sea,  between  the  fame  Places,  and  in  fome  fmall  Proportion 
thereby  leflen  the  Nurfery  for  Seamen  ;  but,  the  Meafure 
thereof  would  probably  be  fo  inconfiderable,  as  not  to 
preponderate  againfl:  the  Benefit  arifing,  otherwife  from 
fuch  a  beneficial  Scheme,  be  that  as  it  will,  I  hope  it  may 
be  thought  an  Objed  worthy  of  the  ferious  Attention  of 
our  worthy  Miniftry,  whofe  Abilities  and  Penetration  I 
doubt  not  from  feveral  of  their  Performances,  will  difcover 
on  which  Side,  and  In  what  Proportion,  Advantages  and 
Difadvantages  might  arife  therefrom.

^S  the  Stamp  Ad  and  the  Situation  of  Ameiican  Affairs 
appear  to  be  a  very  arduous  and  important  Concern  to 
the  Intereft  of  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies,  every  one 
who  hath  any  rational  Scheme  to  propofe  feems  to  be  at 
Liberty  to  communicate  his  Mite, 

Permit 
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Permit  me  therefore  through  the  Channel  of  your  impartial 
Paper  to  propofe  an  Expedif  nr,  as  2i Medium^  whereby  to  re- 
concile the  Miftakes  in  Judgment  and  Condud^,  which 
have  happened  on  both  Sides  of  the  Qucftion. — Tis  evi- 
dent beyond  a  Doubt  to  the  intelligent  and  impartial,  that 
after  the   very  extraodinary  Eiforts  effedually  made  by 
Great  Britain  in  the  late  War,  to  fave  the  Colonifts  from 
Deflruclion  or  imminent   Danger  thereof,    and  attended 
with  an  enormous  Load  of  Debts  incur'd  by  the  Mother 
Country     in    Confcquence  thereof^    that  America,    now 
firmly  feccured  from  foreign  Enemies,    fhould  be  fome 
how  induced  to  contribute  towards  the  Exegcncies  of  State 
in  future— and  on  the  other  Side   of  the  Queftion,    the 
Matter  urged  by  them,  of  their  being  lately  tax*d  without 
their  Confent,  being  a  felf-evident  Truth,  and  the  Infufficien- 
cy  of  the  Argument  afTerting  their  being  virtually  rcpre- 
fented  in  Parliament,  as  compar'd  with  unincorporate  Towns 
in  England,  being  very  evident,  as  none  of  the  Members  of 
Parliament  are  chofenby  them,  or  lyable  to  be  either  inftruc- 
tcd  or  cenfufed  by  them,  nor  re-ele(5led,  or  fet  afide  by 
them  at  fubfequent  Elections,  and  fo  have  not  that  Check 
on  them  which  their  real  Conftituents  have  :     And  as  they 
the  Colonifts    feem   to  have  a  conftitutional  Right,    as 
Englifhmen  to  be  confultcdj  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Le- 
giflature,  in  laying  Taxes  on  themfelves,  It  feems  that  the 
violent  Meafures  taken  by  the  People  in  America,  and  the 
Confequences  thereof,  may  be  much  morehappily  remedied 
than  punifhed  by  a  Return  of  Violence :    Suffer  me  then  to 
propofe,  that  to  foften  the  Difficulties  on  both  Sides,  the 
Stamp- A^  fhould  be  only  fufptnded  for  three  Tears^  in  order 
to  find  out  an  Expedient  for  Reconciliation^    in   the   mean 
Time-,    and  then  fuppofe    each   Colony^    in  Proportion  to 
their  feveral  Sizes  and  Proportion  of  Inhabitants,  Jhould  be 
invited  j  againft,  or  previous  to  the  next  general  Eledion  in 

Great 
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Great  Bririan,  to  eleft  and  fend  5,  4,  3,  2  or  i  Members 
to  fit  in  Parliament,  fo  to  form  an  UnioHy  and  give  them  Op- 
portunity to  plead  their  own  Caufe,  and  co-oporate  in  con- 
fiderino-  fome  better  Method  of /^«r,  the  Colonifls,  contri- 
buting fome  fmall  Share  towards  the  Exigencies  of  State, 
for  their  own  Defence ;  and  when  fo  met  and  afiembled 
in  Parliament,  after  the  next  general  Elcdlion,  which  will 
be  before  the  Expiration  of  faid  three  Years  ;  then  the  faid 
Stamp- Aft  to  be  reconlidered,  and  not  before,  and  then  to 
be  repealed  or  confirm'd,  or  another  Method  fubftituted  in 
lieu  thereof,  with  their  own  Concurrence :  Their  feveral 
AfTemblies  in  America  would  after  retain  the  fame  Powers 
as  heretofore,  of  making  Provincial  internal  Laws,  peculiar 
to  their  feveral  particular  Colonies ;  but  in  Matters  relative 
to  emperial  or  national  Concerns,  as  regards  VroteSion  and 
Defencey  fuch  Laws  to  be  enafted  in  the  Parliament  of  Great 
Britain,  and  Dominions  thereunto  belonging,  whofe  Po- 
wers, being  that  of  King,  Lords  and  Commons,  united,  is 
not  like  that  of  her  King  alone,  limited  by  Law,  but  in 
refped  of  Law  is  abfolute  -,  neverthelefs  I  hope  will  ever  be 
reftrain'd  by  her  own  Principle  ox  Juji ice,  Mercy  and  Modera- 
tion :  It  may  be  rcafonably  hoped,  fuch  a  Coalition  would 
moft  cfFedually  cement  the  mutual  common  Interefl  of 
both  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies,  and  moft  effedually 
remove  all  Apprehenfion  of  any  future  Revolt :  Then  may 
further  Bounties  be  granted  on  American  Produce  with 
Safety,  and  the  Intereft  of  one  prove  the  common  Intcreft 
of  both,  Great  Britain  and  America ;  fo  confulting,  and 
moving  together  in  Peace  and  Concord  and  mutual 
Felicity^-fo  wifheth  the  Author.

1  F  the  Sentiments  convey'd  in  my  laft  of  ift  Inftant,  on 
the  Subjed  of  the  American  Stamp  Aft,  fliould  not 
have  met  with  your  Approbation,  (though  1  am  perfedly 
of  Opinion  that  the  Coalition  Scheme  is  by  far  the  beft, 
for  the  future  Intereft,  Peace  and  Tranquilhty  of  all  the 
King's  Dominions)  and  if  the  Sentiments  exprefs'd  by  the 
Right  Hon.  W.  P.  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for  a  total 
and  immediate  Repeal,  fhould  be  obtain'd  with  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Miniftcrs,  fuffer  me  in  fuch  Cafe,  by  Way  of  Pre- 
caution, humbly  to  obviate  to  your  ferious  Confideration, 
that,  which  a  Multiplicity  of  important  Concerns  may 
otherwife  pofiibly  have  precluded  your  Attention  ;  I  would 
\vifh,  with  all  due  Regard  to  my  Doty  and  Station,  and 
to  the  hearty  Concerns  I  have  for  the  Frofperity  of  the 
State  and  the  Public,  that  you  would  previous  ta 
forming  fuch  Conclufion,  well  confider  if  a  too  precipitate 
and  unlimited  Repeal  of  the  Aft,  might  not  confequently 
have  fome  Tendency  (they  feeing  the  Succefs  of  their  late 
Conduft)  to  increafe  in  fome  of  them,  the  Delire  and 
Thiill  after  hdepauhnce,  and  too  much  lean  towards  in- 
courao-ino'  Oppofition  to  any  Meafure  of  Government  in 
future,  which  they  may  not  happen  to  like  or  approve  ;  and 
farther  to  confider  if  it  may  not  be  a  more  falutary  and 
prudent  Meafure,  by  Way  of  Accommodation  and  Recon- 
ciliation, for  the  prefent  to  enaJl,  that  the  faid  Stamp- Aft 
fhould  ftand  repeai'u  in  Favour  of  each  particular  Colony, 
to  be  feverally  named  in  the  Aft,  upon  Condition  only  •,  and 
fo  foon  ar,  they,  or  each  or  either  of  them  feverally,  fliall 
have  paired  an  Aft  of  AiTembly  in  America  for  raifing  an 
aiinuai  Sum  wiihin  each  particular  Province,  equal  to  fuch 

Sum 
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Sum  Sterling,  to  be  afcertain'd  by  A.  P.  here,  as  may  bd 
reafonably  fuppofed  or  computed  the  faid  Stamp-A<5t,  if 
obey*d,  would  have  produced  j  and  the  Whole  to  be  apply'd 
agreeable  to  the  Intention  of  the  laid  A6>,  for  their  Protec- 
tion and  Defence,  but  to  be  collcded  in  the  Currency  of 
each  Colony,  and  not  wholly  in  Silver  and  Gold,  being  in 
Meafure  imprafticable  in  fome  of  the  Provinces ;  and 
withal  it  may  be  well  to  confider  if  it  may  not  be  fafer  and 
more  conciliating,  to  lodge  fuch  Duties,  as  a  Fund,  with 
the  Governor,  Council  and  Commiffioners  in  each  Pro- 
vince, to  anfwer  ihefe  Purpofes,  but  fubje6l  entirely  to  the 
Difpofition  of  Parliament,  or  King  and  Council  here,  as 
to  the  particular  local  Application  thereof  in  America, 
as  Occafion  may  occur  :  I  Ihould  think,  this  a  very  good 
Scheme,  provided  it  did  not,  (by  giving  the  Colonies  im- 
mediate Relief)  tend  to  prevent  their  gladly  embracing  the 
Leave^  which  agreeable  to  the  Plan  in  mine  of  the  firfl 
Day  of  this  Month,  might  be  now  or  foon  given  them,  of 
petitioning  the  King  and  Council  and  the  Legiflature,  for 
their  having  the  Liberty  and  Benefit  of  elefting  and  deput- 
ing Reprefentatives  to  fit  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Dominions  thereto  belonging,  fo  forming  an  Uniony 
which  would  very  probably  in  the  Long-run  become  the 
moft  certain  Means  of  perfed  Reconciliation,  and  of  happy 
and  durable  general  Peace  ;  as  it  may  be  reafonably  appre- 
hended, if  Differences  ihould  fublift  or  revive  between  Great 
Britain  and  her  Colonies,  our  natural  Enemies,  or  felfifii 
Allies,  will  as  foon  as  able,  keep  a  look  out,  in  order  to 
make  the  moft  they  can  of  it,  and  thereby  put  this  Nation 
under  the  Necefiny  of  borrowing  further  large  Sums  of 
Money  to  execute  Military  Meafures,  until  the  enormous, 
growing  Size  of  our  public  Debt  will  prevent  the  Ability, 
pr  Prafticability  of  further  Loans ;  and  then,  if  from  thence 
a  Failure  of  public  Credit  Ihould  enfue,  as  in  fuch  like 

B'  2  Circumftances 
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Circumilances  would  be  probable,  this  Nation  muft  then 
fink  under  the  Load  ;  and  it's  not  improbable  in  fuch 
Cafe,  that  our  Enemies  in  Europe,  and  our  Colonies  in 
America  would,  Phoenix  like,  raife  themfelves,  as  outofthe 
Alhes  of  this  Empire,  and  the  latter  become  independent : 
"Which  for  the  Sake  of  my  native  Country,  and  the  Good 
of  the  Whole,  I  -pray  Gcd,  the  Difpofer  of  Events ^  to  avert,

'Right  Hon.  Sir, 

TTHE  Author  of  the  printed  Letter,  Cigned  Jmor  Patri^, 
fent  to  your  Lordlhip  under  Cover  on  New-Year's 
Day,  or  foon  after  (th.it  being  the  Day  'twas  firft  printed) 
now  prefumes  with  a  modeft  Confidence  arifing  from  his 
confcious  Aim  and  Intention  therein,  thus  to  addrefs  your 
Lordlhip,  as  the  Favourite  of  his  Sovereign,  and  I  hope 
intentionally  the  Friend  of  the  Public,  as  every  Minifler 
moll  certainly  ought  to  be. 

The  arduous  and  important  Concerns  of  Government  at 
this  very  critical  Jun(5iure,  in  deciding  the  moft  important 
Affairs,  that  have  happened  in  more  than  half  a  Century, 
within  the  King's  Dominions,  makes  it  a  Duty  in  the  highell 
Point  of  Light,  for  thofe  whofe  Station  and  Abilities,  have, 
under  Providence,  made  them  Arbiters  of  fuch  important 
Decifion,  to  exert  their  utmoft  Efforts  to  contribute  their 
proper  Share  in  the  neccjfary  Work  of  raifmg  Good  out  of  Evil, 
rcfpedling  the  Confequences  of  the  Stamp  -Acfl,  by  making 
it  fubfervient  to  the  good  and  great  End  of  laying  more 
fure  Foundation  of  Feace,  Concord  and  Tranquillity  through- 
out this  extended  Empire,  than  hitherto  has  ever  yet  lub- 
fifted  ;  and  if  fome  further  and  more  Immediate  Relief 
than  before  propofed  be  thought  needful,  by  Way  of  Re" 
peal,  fuffer  me  to  fugged  to  your  Lordlhip  a  Scheme  al- 
ready communicated  to  theM,  of  Rockingham,  as  thefirft 

Commiffioner 
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Gommiflioner  of  the  Treafury,  whereby  the  main  End  of 
the  A<5t  (fo  odious  to  the  Americans^  may  be  prefcrved  in 
refped  of  their  contributing  towards  Protecftion  and  De- 
fence ;  and  at  the  fame  Time  it  may  and  ought  to  pacify 
them  in  refpe6t  of  their  Grand  Obje^liony  of  being  Internally 
taxed  without  their  Confent  or  Reprefentation  in  Parlia- 
ment, who  think  none  can  be  fo  good  Judges  as  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  each  Colony,  what  Species  of  Tax  will  beft  coincide 
with  the  reafonable  Intereft,  Abilities  and  Good- will  of  the 
People  therein ;  fo  'tis  not  the  Size  of  the  Tax  or  Duties 
propofed  by  the  faid  A61,  that  has  terrified  them,  but  the 
Apprehenfion  of  the  Mode  thereof  being  wrong,  and  liable  by 
being  obey'd,  to  be  drawn  into  a  dangerous  Precedent : 
For  fay  the  Colonifts,  "  if  thofe  who  cannot  be  fo  good

*'  drawn  that  bounds  that  Right,  and  what  (hall  hinder 
"'  their  calling  whenever  they  pJeafe  for  the  reft  of  our  For- 
*'  tunes  ?"  So  they  fhould  humbly  pray  the  Government 
here,  to  re-confider  their  Cafe,  and  to  grant  them  fuch  Re- 
lief sis  in  the  Wifdom  which  is  from  above,  may  be  feen  meet 
and  convenient,  by  our  moft  Gracious  King  and  his,  I  hope 
now,  wcll-difpofed  Miniftry,  and  the  Parliament.  The 
Scheme  now  propofed  is  to  make  the  faid  Stamp- A61:  ftand 
repealed  in  Favour  of  each  particular  Colony  or  Govern- 
ment in  America,  on  and  upon  the  feveral  particular  Affem- 
blies  of  each  fuch  Governments  or  Colonies,  pafting  an  A(^ 
of  Aflembly  there,  to  raife  within  themfelves  in  fuch  Man- 
ner as  they  moft  approve,  fuch  a  proportional  Sum  in  the 
Currency  of  each  Colony,  as  Iliall  be  by  an  A6t  to  be  made 
iicre,  deeni'd  an  Equivalent,  and  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the 
laid  Stamp-Duties  :  and  the  better  to  elucidate  this  Matter  I

than  I  can  (^having  no  Affiftancej  furnifh  herewith,  never- 
thelefs,  I  hope  my  feeble  Endeavours,  without  AfTiftance, 
will  not  be  wholly  inefFcjftua!,  and  if  by  furniihing  a 
Hint,  this  ihould  happily  be  improved  into  a  more  perfedt 
and  falutary  Meafure,  I  Ihall  think  myfelf  happy  in  having 
thus  attempted  to  excercife  the  Faculties  which  Heaven 
has  bellowed  in  the  voluntary  Service  of  my  King  and 
and  Country  ;  being  amply  rewarded  by  the  Satisfadion 
I  feci  in  my  own  Breaft  arifing  therefrom.

'T'HE  Infufiicicncy  of  the  Argument  averting  thelf 
being  virtually  rcjprefented,  as  compared  with  unln- 
corporateTo''A'ns  in  England,  has  been  already  exploded  in 
the  Letter  figncd  Amor  Patrice^  inferted  in  the  Gazetter^  ift 
Jan.  laft,  viz.  "  The  Inhabitants  of  fuch  Towns  being 
many  of  them  doubtlcfs  legal  Eledors  of  County  Members ; 
and  otherwife  the  reft  have  by  their  Neighbourhood  to,  and 
Connections  with,  legal  Votersof  the  Vicinage,  Opportunity 
of  acquiring  the  Means  of  giving  Inftru61ions  to  and  in- 
iiuencing  rlie  Conduct  of  not  only  their  proper  County 
Members,  but  thofe  who  reprefent  neighbouring  Boroughs 
alio,  and  the  future  Eledions  of  fuch  Members  will  always 
in  fome  Meafure  depend  on  the  Influence  of  even  many  of 
thole  who  have  no  legal  Votes  themfelves,  fo  have  they  a 
ftrong  Check  on  their  Condud ;  which  is  not  the  Cafe 
with  the  Americans,  In  refpe6t  of  any  one  Member  in  the 
whole  Houfe,  not  a  Man  of  them  depending  on  the  Colo- 
nifls  for  his  Seat  in  Parliament,  or  for  their  Inftruftions."

^  H  E  Method  hitherto  purfued  of  Loading  with  Taxes 
thofe  Neceflaries  of  Life -which  the  Poor  cannot  do 
without,  fuch  as  Beer,  Soap,  Candles,  &c.  &c.  in  order  to 
raife  Funds  to  p^y  the  Intereft  of  thofe  immenfe  Sums 
which  have,  during  this  Century,  been  borrowed  to  carry 
on  feveral  Wars,  hath  already  exceeded  the  Bounds  of  Pro- 
priety, and  the  very  high  Duties  and  Excife  laid  on  other 
Articles  for  the  fame  Purpofcs,  have,  and  doth,  produce 
very  great  Evils  to  the  trading  Part  of  this  Nation,  by  en- 
couraging Smugling  •,  thereby  inducing  that  unfair  and  dif- 
honeft  Part  of  Trade fmen  to  take  fuch  Meafure  as  do  con- 
fequentially  rob  the  honeft  and  moft  valuable  Part  of  the 
fame  Kind  of  Tradefmen,  or  Dealers,  in  the  fame  Commo- 
dities, of  the  reafonable  and  juft  Profits  v;hich  they  might 

Othcrwifc 
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otherwife  get  by  their  Dealings,  for  the  Support  of  their 
Families  ;  which  lamentable  Circumftance  is  fo  flagrant  a 
Mifchief,  as  no  honeft  fenfible  Man  can  behold  without 
Regret ;  and  although  the  Nature  and  State  of  the  public 
Finances  n^ay  plead  Ncceflity  for  the  prefent,  it  would  cer- 
tainly be  highly  praife- worthy  in  fuch  who  may  have  it  in 
their  Power  to  apply  a  Remedy,  to  conQder  of  fome  effec- 
tual Means  of  bringing  about  an  Amendment  in  the  Mode, 
Size  and  Manner  of  Taxation,  as  well  as  in  the  very  im- 
portant Concern  of  taking  the  wifeft  Means  to  reduce  the 
National  Debt  before  it  be  too  late;  and  as  a  private  Perfon 
may  fometlmes,  with  Propriety,  furnifh  a  Hint  to  thofe  in 
higher  Stations  and  fuperior  Abilities,  which  may  by  fuch 
be  improved  to  great  Advantage,  the  Author  is  difpofed  to 
contribute  his  Mite,  and  being  of  Opinion  that  the  Landed 
Intereft,  as  well  as  the  poor  laborious  Manufafturer,  &c. 
have  bore  an  unreafonable  Proportion  of  the  Supplies  for 
the  Exigencies  of  Government,  as  compared  with  perfonal 
Eftates,  the  Confequences  whereof  have  been  in  refped  of 
the  Manufadlurers,  the  NeccfTuy  of  raifing  their  Price  of 
Labour;  and  that  being  by  far  the  chief  Part  of  the  Value  of 
moft,  or  all,  of  our  valuable  Manufadtures,  has  much  en- 
hanced the  Prices  thereof;  whereby  the  French,  our  Com- 
petitors in  Trade,  have  it  in  their  Power  to  underfel  us  at 
Foreign  Markets,  which  is  a  very  great  national  Evil ;  and 
in  refpedl  of  the  Land-Tax  being  continued  fo  high,  it  has  in 
every  Place  where  it  is  levied  on  the  full  Rent  a  Tendency 
to  advance  Rents,  and  confequcntly  to  enhance  the  Price  of 
all  Provifions  arifing  from  the.  Lands,  and  from  feeding  on 
the  Produce  thereof;  he  therefore  niaketh  this  Propofition, 
that  it  would  be  much  more  equitable  and  falutary  to  the 
common  Good  and  Welfare  of  the  whole  Nation,  if  in  lieu 
of  the  prefent  Afiejdinent,  commonly  called  the  Land-Tax^ 
?  general  or  univerfal  Tax  of  only  Two  Shillings  in  the. 

Pound^ 
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Pound,  in  lieu  of  Four,  fliould  be  fairly  and  in  jufl 
Proporcion,  really  raifed  on  all  the  real  Keats  in  the  Nation, 
to  be  proved  honna  fide,  and  alfo  on  all  Penfions  :  And 
likewife  on  the  Intereft  (at  the  lawful  State  thereof)  of  all 
perfonul  Eftates,  Cthe  Poor  excepted)  fuch  as  they  are  in 
Fad  eftimated  •,  which  perfonal  Ellates  to  be  eftlmated  and 
aflfefled  by  the  Majority  of  the  Veftry  in  every  Parifh,  with 
conditional  Liberty  of  Swearing  off,  to  fuch  as  may  happen 
to  be  aggrieved  by  over  Rating  :  And  it  is  probable  fuch 
general  Tax  of  Two  Shillings  in  the  Pound,  impartially  le- 
vied, would  bring  Abundance  more  to  the  Government 
than  Four  Shillings  in  the  Pound  in  the  prefentForm  ;  and 
as  far  as  regards  the  Funds  or  private  Property  therein,  it 
would  be  good  Policy  alfo  to  include  them,  if  any  of  them 
are  not  by  A.  P.  exempt,  becaufe  about  one  third  Part  of 
the  Tax  thereon  would  be  paid  by  Perfons  not  refiding  in 
thefe  Dominions,  who  have  had  for  an  Age  pail  the  expen- 
five  Bufmefs  of  Transfers  and  Negotiation  at  the  Bank,  &c. 
done  for  nothing;  that  great  Expence  being  wholly  defray- 
ed by  the  Britifh  Nation  only  fo  far,  although  not  only  all 
other  Parts  of  the  King's  Dominions  but  Foreigners  alfo  reap 
the  Benefit ;  and  in  refpeil  of  the  Foreigners  refiding  in 
foreign  Countries  who  by  annual  Dividends  to  the  Amount 
of  near  or  about  a  Million  and  Half  each  Year  do  drain 
this  Nation  of  its  Vitals  -,  Neceffity  fecms  to  point  out  a 
reafonable  Taxation  after  proper  Notice  given,  not  lefs 
than  a  Year ;  and  although  many  Perfons  may  cry  out  this 
would  occafion  them  to  fell  out  and  thereby  lower  the 
Value  of  our  Stocks,  let  fuch  confider  the  great  Benefit  and 
faving  which  would  accrue  to  this  Nation  by  the  Dividends 
being  afterwards  received  annually  by  Britidi  Subje<5ls  and 
expended  in  the  King's  Dominions  which  are  now  expend-

A  Bundance  of  Differtatlons  and  Animadverfions  having 
been  of  late  made  about  the  Caufes  of  the  Dearnefs  of 
Provifions,  and  percieving  the  Infufficiency  of  all  the  Ar- 
guments hitherto  publifned,  (fo  far  as  have  come  under 
my  Notice)  has  induced  me  to  publifh  my  Sentiments  for 
the  InfpecSiion,  and  I  hope  the  Approbation  of  fuch  whom 
it  may  concern,  in  doing  their  Part  towards  preventing  fur- 
ther Mifchief  arifing  from  the  fameCaufe,  which  I  believe- 
to  be  chiefly  owing  to  the  Lrced  of  Sheep  and  Cattle  being  dif- 
couraged  and  deftroycd  by  the  inclofing  and  making  Arable 
fuch  a  vafl  Number  of  Commons^  which  before  ferved  for 
Tajlurage,  and  for  promoting  the  Breed  of  Sheep  and  Cattle 
by  the  Right  of  Common,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
neighbouring  Towns  and  Villages  had  thereon;  which  in 
fuch  a  vaft  JVIultitude  of  Cafes,  that  obtain  by  Abun- 
dance  of  Ads  of  Parliament  every  Year,  mull  necelTarily 
have  produced  a  very  great  Defficiency  in  the  Breed,  by 
preventing  the  neighbouring  Inhabitants  from  making  Ufe 
of  fuch  Common  in  that  Way,  in  order  to  raife  to  them- 
fclves  a  Part  of  their  Livelihood  ;  fo  that  tho'  it  be  granted 

thit 
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chat  the  additional  Inclofures  may  afterwards  anfwcr  as  well, 
for  Fattening,  they  do  certainly  tend  to  prevent  Increafe ; 
from  which  Confideration  it  would  be  well  for  every  one  who  is 
difpofcd  in  future  to  procure  any  A6t  of  Parliament  for  fur- 
ther Inclofures,  to  confine  their  Operations  that  Way,  to 
common  plowed  or  arable  Fields  only  -,  and  fuch  Com- 
mons, Heaths,  or  Moors,  which  do  not  anfwer  for  Paf- 
turage,  or  Breed  of  Sheep  or  Cattle. 

The  prevailing  common  Pradlice  of  inclofing  Common 
Paftures  has  a!fo  a  Tendency  to  rob  this  Nation  of  the 
Source  of  our  great  Growth  of  Whool,  and  confequently  of 
our  Woolen  Manufaderes,  and  to  reduce  this  Nation  to  a 
Level  with  neighbouring  Counties,  where  good  Common 
Paftures  do  not  fo  much  abound,  and  therefore  have  not 
the  main  Staple  of  our  Trade  in  fo  large  Quantities  as  ws 
have. 

And  while  I  am  on  this  Subject  I  cannot  well  avoid 
mentioning  the  great  national  Advantage's  which  on  the 
other  hand  would  arife  from  fuch  a  ufeiefs  Place  as  Bagfhot- 
heath,  or  fuch  like  Places,  being  if  pofTible  improved  and 
made  fruitful ;  and  altho*  great  Expence  might  attend  it, 
it  would  neverthelefs,  on  the  whole  Matter,  procure  a  great 
national  Advantage  and  Increafe  cf  Property,  as  well  as 
Provlfions  and  Neceflaries  of  Life  by  the  Produce  thereof. 
I  therefore  recommend  the  Confideration  thereof  to  fuch  as 
may  have  it  in  their  Power  to  promote  fo  great  a  Work, 
for  the  Good  of  their  Country,  and  of  the  Poor  in  par- 
ticular, by  the  increafe  of  Provifions,

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•  If  at  State  Barometer  of  this  Kind,  for  the  Bounty  on 
Weat,  and  other  Grain  in  Proportion,  had  been  eftablifhed 
ten  years  ago,  what  Abundance  of  Embargoes,  Prohibitions, 
Difficulties  and  Diftrefles  might  have  been  happily  faved  ; 
and  as  what  has  been  may  be  again,  If  not  fortunately  pre- 
vended,  and  being  of  Opinion  a  Scheme  of  this  Nature 
would  be  well  adapted  for  the  mutual  Benefit  of  the  whole, 
the  Government,  the  public,  and  the  poor,  I  therefore  da 
recommend  it  in  Preference  to  the  prefent  Manner  of 
granting  the  Bounty. 

But  with  this  provifo,  If  the  Government  fliould  be  of 
Opinion,  that  the  Bounties  thus  propofed  lliould  be  too 
high  to  confift  with  the  public  Good,  in  fuch  Cafe  4s.  may 
be  fubftituted  in  lieu  of  6s.  when  the  Price  of  Weat  is  at  or 
under  32  s.  and  2S.  in  lieu  of  4s.  when  the  Price  of  Weat  is 
betwixt  that  and  40s'.  on  it  rifing  above  that  Price,  the 
Bounty  to  ceafe  entirely  •,  and  when  the  Price  rifes  above 
48s.  to  allow  the  free  Importation  from  America  in  Man- 
ner aforefaid  •,  the  former  Propofitions  may  moll  promote 
the  landed  Intereft,  but  the  latter  the  Relief  of  the  Poor, 
who  lliould  ever  be  the  Objed  of  our  Attention  and  Bene- 
volence, when  the  Price  of  Bread  Is  in  Queftion,  for  which 
Reafon  I  do  moft  heartily  recommend  the  latter.

fo  defended  ;    this  being  the  Cafe,  every  deferning  Mind 
muft  (&he  Public  Debt  of  £  130,000,000  in  Confequence 
confidered)  fee  the  Propriety  of  the  Mother  Country  effec- 
tually confidering  her  future  Safety  in  Time,  and  before  it 
be  too  late.*  Many  important  Points  are  neceflary  to  be  fe- 
riouQy  confidered,  and  put  in  Pradice,  fuch  as  the  Reduc- 
ting  of  the  Public  Debt,  by  lowering  the  Intereft  to  4  per 
Cent  •,    and  an  happy  Union  of  all  the  principle  Parts  of 
the  Kincr's  Dominions,  by  a  juft  and  falutary  Reprefenta- 
tion  in  one  Parliament ;  until  which  is  done,  'twill  be  in  an 
efpecial  Manner  of  fomc  Importance,  to  prevent  Depopu- 
lation of  the  Mother  Country,  by  Emigration-,  and  to  en- 
courafye   Population,    by  encouraging   Marriage  and  dif- 
couragingCaelibacy,  the  Prevalent  Vice  of  this  Age,  ruinous 
to  the  State,  inconfiftent  with  the  Order  of  Providence,  and 
the  Duty  of  fuch  mortal,  but  rational  Beings,  who  have 
been  and  are  bleffed  by  Providence  with  the  neceflary  Means 
of  communicating  Happinefs  to  the  fair  and  counter  Part

fuch  Kind,  and  the  reft  to  be  apply 'd  to  the  finking  Fund, 
in  Aid  of  the  Public.  Some  are  of  Opinion  fingle  Women 
fhould  be  taxed  alfo,  but  as  Cuftom  and  the  Delicacy  of  ihe 
Sex  feem  to  forbid  Advances  on  their  Parts,  1  think  that 
would  be  cruel,  1  would  therefore  propofe  no  other  Punifh- 
ment  to  them  then  that  they  fliouul  without  Fee,  or  Salary, 
be  appointed  Colledors  of  this  new  Tax,  by  which  Means 
a  Communication  might  be  opened  between  thofe  ufelefs 
Parts  of  the  Creation,  old  Batchelors  and  their  Counter 
Parts ;  which  might  in  many  Cafes  become  further  Condu- 
cive to  the  Public  Good,  and  their  own  Felicity  by  a  happy 
Coalition,  well  adapted  to  the  main  End  in  Queftion.

Hearts  are  as  dead  to  all  Senfe  of  Goodncfs  as  their  Minds 
are  Ihut  againfl  the  Convidliofi  of  Truth  ?  This,  it  is  to 
be  feared,  is  too  mjch  the  State  of  your  Nation,  as  well  as 
the  general  Sta:e  of  human  Nature.  From  the  Court  to 
the  Cottage,  all  feem  to  be  fwallowed  up  in  the  Luft  of 
K-ichrs,  or  in  a  difiipated  Life  of  fenfual  Pleafure  ;  and  you 
are  therefore  deaf  to  the  Voice  of  the  Charmer,  charm  he 
never  fo  wifely. 

In  this  worfe  than  Egyptian  Bondage  and  Darknefs, 
uhat  Method  is  to  be  purfued  ?  or  what  Medicine  pre- 
fcribcd  adequate  to  your  Dileafe  ?  that  the  Mind  may  aiTert 
and'regain  that  Heaven-born  Freedom  and  Love  of  Truth 
and  Virtue  which  is  it's  native  Birthright,  and  to  which  ic 
afpircs  in  the  Dawn  of  uncorrupted  Youth,  before  it  has 
been  tutor'd  in  the  Schools  of  v/orldly  Vvifdom.,  and  prac- 
ticed in  Pride,  Self-exaltation,  boundlefs  Ambition,  deep 
Dillimulation,  infatiable  Avarice  and  wanton  Luxury, 
which  know  no  Bounds  and  hear  no  Counfel. 

Tho'  every  Thing  has  been  fald  that  can  poffibly  be  ur- 
ged by  Way  of  moral  Argument,  to  ict  forth  the  Beauty  of 
Virtue  and  the  Deformity  of  Vice,  yet  ic  may  be  judged 
from  the  prcfent  Face  of  Things,  it  has  been  only  treated 
as  the  Amufement  of  an  idle  Hour  ♦,  and  whilfl  powerful 
Self-intereft  and  unfubdued  Paflaons  ftand  in  Gppofition  to 
Virtue,  it  muft  ever  appear  as  an  empry  Name,  and  muft 
abvavs  fldl  a  Scariiicc  unltfs  moral  Arguments  could  effecl 
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an  Impofiibility,  transform  Mens  Natures,  and  make  them 
ad  tVom  a  Seni'e  of  Duty  and  Conibience,  in  a  full  Perfua- 
fion  that  an  omniicient  God  will  bring  them  into  Judgment 
for  evi^ry  Avfllon  that  is  contrary  to  the  Didates  of  an  honeft 
and  upwright  Hcrart,  to  the  Divine  Precepts  of  the  Gofpel, 
and  to  that  Purity  and  Holincfs  which  the  righteous  Judge 
of  Hciven  and  Earth  requires  of  all  before  they  can  enjoy 
the  Favour  of  his  Count-nance  here,  or  partake  of  eternal 
Happmefs  hereafter. 

Now  there  is  but  one  Thing  in  the  Power  of  Man  that 
can  enable  you  to  atl  from  thofe  ennobling  Principles  fo 
fuicable  to  the  Dignity  of  an  immortal  Spirit,  and  that  is  to 
proftrate  yourfelves  before  the  Kving  God,  and  with  your 
whole  Heart  intreat  him  that  he  would  pardon  your  mani- 
foKl  Sins  and  Iniquities,  and  defcend  into  your  Souls  with 
the  healing  Influence  of  his  Light  and  holy  Spirit,  deftroy- 
ing  all  the  Workings  of  Evil  within  you,  filling  you  with 
an  awful  Senfc  of  his  divine  Majefty,  and  giving  you  thaf 
univerfal    Love   which   may   animate    you   to    endeavour 
to  make  every  Creature  happy  as  you  wilh  to  l)e  made  hap- 
py yourielves.— This  is  the  natural  Means  alfo  of  averting 
thole  heavy  Judgments  from  falling  upon  your  Land,  which 
have  made  their  awful  Vifitations  within  thefe  few  Years  in 
fo  many  various  and  diflant  Parts  of  the  Earth,  to  awaken 
a  guilty  World  to  a  Senfe  of  their  Sin  and  Mifery,  and  to 
fulfil  the  unfearchable  wife  Ends  of  Providence.     This  I  fay 
is  the  natural  Means  of  averting  the  threatened  Judgments 
of  God,  as  well  as  fufiHing  in  you  that  Transtormation  of 
Nature  and  univerfal  Philanthropy,  which  nothing  but  the 
Life  of  God  in  the  Soul  of  Man  can  effed  -,  and  which  was 
the  Spirit  of  that  firil  Church  of  Jerufalem,  recorded  in  the 
Act5  of  the  Apofties,  which  was  animated   by   the  fanie 
Divine  Love  that  reigns  in  Heaven,  "  in  which  the  Multi- 
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"  tuJe  of  them  that  believed  were  of  one  Heart  and  one 
«  Soul :  Neither  faid  any  of  them,  that  ought  of  the 
**  Things  which  he  poflefled  was  his  own  ;  but  they  had  sll 
**  Things  common,  and  great  Grace  was  upon  them  all.'* 
And  here  we  may  fee,  as  in  a  Glafs  clearly,  how  greatly 
all  Churches  profelTing  Gofpel  are  fallen  from  that  Good- 
nefs  of  Life  which  is  the  End  of  Religion  and  the  Perfec- 
tion of  your  Nature.  For  this  unlverfal  Love,  which 
fhewed  itfelf  in  a  free  Communion  of  Goods,  and  Affeftions 
flowing  from  a  real  Birth  of  Divine  Love  in  the  Soul,  was 
never  to  be  confined  to  the  apoftolical  Ages,  but  was  to

Divine.  And  there  is  a  Seed  of  Heaven,  a  Spark  of  Di- 
vine Fire,  that  lies  fliut  up  in  the  Heart  of  every  Son  of  fallen 
Man,  however  enflaved  by  the  Luft  of  the  Fiefh,  the  Lull 
of  the  Eye,  and  the  Pride  of  Life,  that  muft  be  awakened 
by  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God  to  a  Refurrc6lion  and  New- 
nefs  of  Life,  before  he  can  be  redeemed  from  the  Bondage 
of  his  Sins  -,  and  nothing  can  do  this  on  his  Part,  but  the 
yielding  himftlf  up  to  that  Wifdom  whofe  Operations,  like 
a  Refiner's  Fire,  v/ill  purify  the  felfifh  corrupted  Paffions 
from  the  Heart  of  every  Son  of  Man.

Applications  after  more  and  more  of  Court  Perferments  ? 
Why  do  the  Rich  accufe  the  Poor  with  being  Headftrong, 
ungovernable  and  diiTolute*,    and  the  Poor  the  Rich  with 
Want  of  common  Humanity,  and  with  an  utter  Infenfibili- 
ty  to  importunate  Calls  of  Hunger,  Thirft  and  Nackednefs, 
and  all  this  with  fo  much  Truth  and  Juftice  on  both  Sides  ?

'yHE  Controverfy  between  Great  Britain  and  her  Colo- 
lonies,  being  of  the  utmoft  Confequence  to  the  Wel- 
fare of  both,  it  is  much  to  be  defired,  th?.t  every  one  be, 
fore  he  fpeaks  or  writes  about  it,  would  thoroughly  confider 
the  dangerous  Confequences  to  each,  which  afaifeStcp  may 
make,  in  this  very  important  Affair;   for  if  the  Mother 
Country  fhould  unhappily  raile  Taxes  by  forcible  Means 
on  the  Colonies,  it  is  to  be  feared  tiiat  much  Harm  may 
enfue,  tho'  not  immediately  -,  the  Maxim  is  incotrovertabie, 
no  Reprefentation,  no  Taxation.     So  in  Point  of  Equity  a 
Right  of  Reprefcntation  muft  cither  be  granted  to  the  Co- 
lonies, or  elle  they  muft  neceffariiy  be  exempt  from  Taxes, 
impofed  without   their  Concurrence   or  Co-operation,    it 
would  therefore  be  good  Policy  to  grant  them  a  Reprefen- 
tation,  which  they  will   all,    one  after  another,  infallibly 
find   it  their   Intcrcft  to   accept,   if  granted  on  generous 
Terms,   bounding  their  Rights^  and  alio  bounding  the  Si%e 
end  Modt  of  Taxation.     On  the  other  Side,  if  from  Hopes 
of  totally  getting  rid  of  Taxation  by  Parliament,  the  Co- 
Icnifts  Ihould  bellow  out  the  Impradicability  of  a  Reprefcn- 
tation, or  the  Danger  of  being  impofed  on  after  Reprefcn- 
tation takes  place,  it  is  much  to  be  defired,  that  this  may 
be  imputed  to  the  Source  from  whence  it  evidently  arifes, 
and  will  be juftly  coificlered  as  an  im.portant  Effort,  to  re- 
vive a  forlorn  Hope  of  their  becoming  excufed  from  both 
Reprefentation  and  Taxation,  which  to   me  appears  very 
unreaionable,  and  alfo  very  unfafe  in  the  Confequence  even 
to  themfelves,  if  we  only  look  forward  with  a  rational  Prof- 
pcsSl  to  the  Chance  of  fucceeding  Governments,  and  fuc

'T'HE  unhappy  Condu6l  of  the  North  American  N.  Pro- 
vinces appearing  fo  very  alarming,  its  no  Wonder  that 
your  Lordfhip's  Penetration  difcovers  there  fhould  be  no 
Time  loft  in  the  necefTary  Means  of  humbling  their  towering, 
arbitrary  and  rebellious  Spirits  -,  I  have  no  doubt  of  your 
doing  it  with  Difpatch  and  a  proper  Spirit,  and  I  hope  alfo, 
and  cannot  much  doubt,  you  may  have  learnt  whereon  their 
cheif  or  very  conliderable  Dependance  for  Safety  lies,  but 
neverthelefs,  left  the  contrary  Ihould  be  pofTible,  as  its  a 
Matter  of  fome  Magnitude ;  I  am  bold  to  fay,  that  in  pri- 
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-vate  Converfation  with  many  of  the  Merchants,  &;c.  from 
thence,  I  have  often  been  given  to  iinderftand,  that  their 
utmoft  Ertbrts  will  be  made  to  gairi  over  the  Officers  and 
Soldiers  fent  from  hence,  therefore  Ihould  none  be  fenc 
but  fuch  as  are  of  experienced  Fidelity,  ading  upon  Prin-^ 
ciple,  fo  far  as  can  be  inveftigated  :  1  would  willingly 
hope  Goad  may  come  out  of  it,  and  as  Pennfylvani^  have 
behav^ed  beil;  on  the  whole,  if  a  juft  Union  was  offered 
them  by  fuitable  Means  by  Reprefcntation  in  Parliament, 
and  taking  the  needful  Meafures  after  to  demonftrate  it  ai> 
Advantage  to  them,  the  reft  of  the  Provinces  feeing;  the  dire 
Effeds  of  Rebellion  on  one  Side,  and  the  Advantage  of  a  con- 
trary Conduct  on  the  other^  may  by  fuch  Advantage  of 
Rewards  and  Punifliments,  all  Petition  for  a  Repreienta-, 
tion  on  honourable  and  falutary  Terms,  and  it  will  be  of 
the  higheft  Importance  to  manage  with  Coolnefs,  Wifdom 
and  Difcreiion,  in  refpedt  of  the  Meafures  proper  to  be 
taken  with  the  arbitrary  and  violent  Oliverian  and  Demo- 
cratical  Spirit  of  the  Northern  Provinces:  I  would  wifli 
that  the  Army  may  firft  encamp  near  the  principal  Town

*T*HE  Controverfy  between  Great  Britain  and  her  Colo- 
nies, refpefling  the  Right  of  the  former  impofmg  Taxes 
on  the  latter,  for  the  Purpofe  of  railing  a  Revenue  to  anfwer 
the  End  of  defraying  the  Expence  of  civil  Adminiiiration, 
■and  of  protedling  and  defending  the  faid  numerous  Colo- 
nies, having  been  now  long  fubfifting,  and  carried  on  with 
too  much  Acrimony  and  Partiality  on  both  Sides :  It  ap- 
pears a  falutary  Meafure  for  any  fuitably  qualified,  to  pro- 
pofe  fome  Mvans  tending  to  lead  to  a  happy  Compromife, 
in  order  to  which,  'twill  be  very  needful  to  avoid  every 
Appearance  of  unconftitutional  Meafure  s  on  one  Side,  and 
ot  difregard  to  Duty,  and  a  bcoming  Submiffion  on  the 
oth' r  ;  for  my  Part  in  particular  I  could  have  fmcerely 
wiihed  that  previous  to,  or  concurrent  with,  the  A6t  im- 
pofing  Duties  on  the  Colonills  for  raifing  a  Revenue, 
another  Ad  had  been  formed  or  pafTed  for  granting  them  a 
reafonable  Reprefentation,  fo  bounded  with  Conditions,  as 
to  remove  the  Fears  of  the  Colonifts  in  fuch  Cafe,  being 
coo  hardly  taxed  in  future ;  and  fo  proportioned  in  refpec^t 
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to  Numbers,  as  to  give  a  refpedable  and  proper  Share  and 
Weight  in  the  great  Council  of  the  Britilh  Nation,  but  as 
that  Mealure  has  been  long  fet  at  nought  by  a  Multitude 
of  oarticular  Peribns  in  the  Colonies,  and  indeed  feems  to 
be  the  general  Senfe  of  the  Inhabitants  there,  as  impra(5ti- 
cable  J  and  alfoof  late  the  Inhabitants  of  a  capital  Town  of 
one  of  the  principal  Provinces,  having  by  a  public  A6i 
declared  their  Opinion  of  its  being  for  ever  imprafticable, 
(altho'  I  totally  diflent  from  them;  yet  while  their  Opinion 
is  fuch,  and  alfo  of  its  being  unfafe  for  them  to  adopt  as  a 
Matter  of  Right  to  be  taxed  by  the  Parliament,  wherein 
they  are  not  reprefented  ;  I  fay,  while  thefe  Opinions  do  fo 
generally  prevail  among  them,  'tis  abfolutely  inexcufeable 
in  them,  that  they  neither  Petition  for  a  Reprefentation, 
nor  propofe  any  other  Method  of  contributing  their  reafon- 
able  Share  towards  a  Fund,  abfolutely  needful  to  the  Mo- 
ther Country  for  general  Proteftion  and  Defence  of  all  her 
Dominions,  and  particular  of  thofe  remote  Parts  fo  weak, 
and  oihcrvvife  deftitute  of  making  Defence  againft  any  Eu- 
ropean Powers,  with  whom  flu*  may  happen  in  future  to  be 
at  War  -,  and  altho'  the  Colonifts  feem  to  think  that  the  for- 
mer Method  of  each  Colony  of  fufficient  Abilities,  being 
induced  by  requifitory  Letters  to  contribute  towards  the 
Expence  of  Pioteftion  and  Defence,  yet  remains  to  be  the 
only  conftitutional  Means,  and  plead  a  long  Series  of  Pre' 
cedents ;  they  do  not  appear  to  confider  the  manifeft  Dif- 
ference between  their  former  State  of  Infancy,  and  their 
prefent  State  of  Advancement  towards  Maturity,  and  being 
able  to  do  what  was  not  heretofore  required  of  them,  on 
Account  of  their  Incapacity,  under  thefe  Confiderations, 
and  until  a  Reprefentation  may  in  future  take  Place ;  it 
appears  to  me  it  would  have  well  become  fuch  Colonies  or 
Provinces,  v.ho  objefl  to  the  late  Meafure  of  being  taxed, 

to 
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to  have  propcfcd  to  ralfe  Taxes  among  tliemfelves,  adequate 
to  maintain  fuch  Garrifons,  or  fach  a  Number  of  Forces, 
as  are  found  necelTary  for  their  Security,  againft  a  Tmie 
of  War,  all  which  to  be  under  the  Command  of  the  Mother 
Country,  for  the  general  Prote6lion  of  the  American  Colo- 
nies :  If  fuch  a  Propofition  had  been  properly  made,  or 
any  more  rational  Method  fairly  ilated,  their  Obje6^ion  to 
the  late  Meafure,  would  have  appeared  more  tolerable, 
but  to  refufe  and  rebel,  without  propofing  any  Meafure 
more  conjiitutional  or  more  to  their  Liking,  whereby  they 
might  contribute  a  reafonabls  Share  towards  Protet^ion  and 
Defence,  is  evidently  extremely  unhecoming,  and  cannot  with 
any  Degree  of  Prudence  be  acquiefced  with. 

The  Colonies  fhould  therefore  either  be  content  from  the 
Neceffity  of  the  Cafe,  to  be  raxed  without  a  Reprefenta- 
tion,  or  Petition  for  a  Reprefentation,  or  elfe  propofe  fomc 
adequate  Meafure  to  anfwer  the  End  of  their  bearing  a 
juft  and  proportionable  Part  of  the  Expence  of  genera! 
Proteflion  and  Defence ;  the  Benefit  which  the  Mother 
Country  rceives  from  the  Power  and  Pradlice  of  regulating 
their  Trade,  not  being  a  fuHicient  Compenfation  (under

tion until  fuch  Reprefentation  has  been  properly  petitioned  for 
and  refufed,  and  if  not  petitioned  for,  nor  any  other 
Method  propofed  by  the  Colonies,  the  Mother  Countrv 
will  have  good  Reafon  to  tax  them  without,  and  that  from 
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the  Neceffity  of  the  Cafe,  and  they  may  well  plead  the  ul- 
timate Ratio,  Salus  Populi  Suprema  efi  Lex,

'J^HE  Author  of  the  Letter,  figned  Amor  Patri^, 
about  the  beginning  of  the  Year  1766,  when  the  Re- 
peal of  the  Stamp-A6t  was  in  Agitation,  prefumes  to  be- 
ieech  you  will  condefcend  to  deliberately  confider  the  Ne- 
Cf  ffity  of  adopting  the  Scheme  he  then  propofed,  (a  Copy 
of  which  /kelch'd  out  by  Way  of  Outlines  was  left  at  your 
Houfe,  in  Grofvenor-Square,  about  that  Time)  for  an 
Ufiion  between  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies,  by  a  Reprefen- 
tation  in  Parliament,  or  at  leaft  that  feme  Plan  of  a  fimilar 
Nature  may  be  duly  confidered  and  reduced  to  Practice  ^ 
the  Colonills  are  at  prefent  pretty  generally  averfe  to  it, 
through  Fear  of  being  overpowered  by  Numbers  in  the 
Houfe,  and  thereby  too  hardly  taxed  afterwards ,  but  thefe 
Fears  might  be  alleviated  if  not  wholly  removed  by  a  Mu^ 
nition  Claule,  very  reafonable  for  their  future  Safety,  in 
future  Reigns,  (taking  the  Chances  of  the  Difpofition  of 
future  Kings  and  future  Minifters)  by  which  Claule  it 
might  be  ena6ied  that  they  fliould  not,  after  Reprefenta- 
tion  taking  Place  and  conunuing,  be  ever  taxed  beyond 
the  Terms  to  be  llipulated  in  fuch  Act  of  Union,  and  that 
the  Duties  and  Taxes  impofed  on  them  Ihould  be  appro- 
priated to  tlicir  ov;n  Security,  by  defraying  the  neceffary 
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,  Charges  of  a  Civil  Eftablifhment,  and  for  their  Protection 
and  l3efence  •,  lefs  than  fomewhat  of  this  Nature  for  their 
Secarity  will  never  fatisfy  them,  fo  as  for  them  to  accept 
of  a  Reprefentation,  and  without  a  Reprefentatlon  'tis  very- 
evident  they  v/iil  ever  hold  Taxation  unconftitutional,  as 
it  abfolutely   is  in    this  Nation,    and  'twill  certainly   be 
extremely   dangerous    to  enforce    them    into  Obedience, 
nor  is  it  merciful  to  attempt  it  until  fuch  conftitutional 
Meafures  have  been  firft  elTayed  :  Therefore,  If  only  to 
fave  Reputation,  'tis  prefumed  with  clear  Evidence,  that  it 
muft  be  the  wifeft,  fafeft  and  beft  Meafure,  to  procure  an 
A6t  paffed  to  grant  them  a  reafonable  Reprefentation,  and 
if  any   of  the  Aflemblies  lliould  be  fo  felfifh  and  fhort- 
fighted,    as  to  refufe  or  decline,  then  they  will  have  no 
Plea  like  what  they  do  unanimoufly,  and  with  Reafon  now 
aflert,  that  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  has  not  a  con- 
Jlitutional  Right  to  tax  them  until  they  have  been  granted 
a  Reprefentation  ;  I  am  clearly  convinced  that  theExpencc 
of  ProteiSlion  and  Defence  con fidered,    there  is  an  abfolutc 
Neceflity  of  their  being  induced  fomehow  to  bear  a  Part  of 
the  Expence  of  Goverment,  &c.    but  I  befeech  it  may  be 
duly  confidered,  that  if  done  m   a  conftitutional  Way  It 
may  in  all  Probability  be  attended  with  the  mutual  Benefit 
and  Profperity  of  the  whole,  but  if  forced  on  them  uncon- 
ftitutionally,  it  may  probable,  in  the  Confequences  attend- 
ing, become  the  Ruin  of  both. 

Wherefore  be  pleafed  to  caufe  a  Bill  to  be  brought  in,  to 
explain  and  amend  the  late  A(5t,  and  alter  the  inconfiderate 
Title  thereof,  which  has  alarm'd  them,  and  alio  the  App^- 
cation  of  the  Duties,  fo  far  as  relates  to  the  fole  Purpofe  of 
raifing  a  Revenue  ;  this  having  wrought  the  mighty  Mif- 
cheif,  for  fay  they,  or  at  lead  may  with  Propriety  think, 
if  we  are  to  be  taxed  by  a  Parliament,  wherein  v.'e  have  no 
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Voice,  'tis  to  us  an  arbitrary  Taxation,  and  the  Debt  at 
140,000,000  confidered,  if  we  were  tamely  to  fubmit  to 
fuch  unconftitutional  Meafure,  no  Line  of  Limitation  being 
drawn,  and  having  no  Voice  in  the  faid  Parliament,  to  plead 
their  Caufe,  they  might  after  become  liable  to  be  repeatedly 
and  arbitrarily  taxed,  far  beyond  their  Abilities,  and  abfo- 
lutely  repugnant  to  the  Principles  of  the  Britilh  Conftitu- 
tion  'y  therefore  be  affured  they  will  not  be  long  peacebly 
fubjedl  to  fuch  very  evidently  dangerous  Meafures,  Icaft 
the  fame  fhould  be  extended  in  future  to  their  unbearable 
Prejudice. 

As  I  am  Gonfcious  of  having  no  other  View  than  the  Good 
of  the  whole,  I  am  bold  to  requeft  that  the  Principle  Mat- 
ter of  this  Imperfed  Eflay  may  be  maturely  considered  in 
the  Cabinet,  and  Ihall  not  fcruple  to  hope  my  Motive  will 
apologize  for  this  Attempt.

j)nr  IS  much  to  be  dcfired  that  all  the  Merchants  of  Great 

Britain   trading  to  America  would  be  io  wife,  in  re- 

fpeft  to  their  own  Intcreft,  and  the  future  Security  of  their 

K  2  Property 
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Property  tiTided  among  the  Colonics,  and  alfo  that  they 
would  be  intiinfically  good  and  kind  enough  to  the  Ame^ 
ricans  themfelves,  as  to  mercifully  deny  their  Requefts,  fq 
far  as  regard  their  Endeavours  for  a  total  Repeal  of  a  late 
A<ft,  impo!ing  Duties,  chiefly,  if  not  wholly,  intended  for 
their  own  Benefit.  1  appeal  to  Experience  if  they  have  not 
too  much  exulted  on  Account  of  a  former  Repeal,  and 
having  once  conquered,  thro'  their  own  overbearing  Conr 
du6t,  and  the  benevolent  Good-nature  of  this  Country  ? 
Have  they  not  from  thence  been  too  much  prompted  to  ex- 
pe6\  to  be  proteded,  defended,  and  maintained  in  all  their 
Rights,  without  any  Expcnce  to  themfelves?  and  at  the  fole 
Expence  of  their  Parent  Country,  which  has,  at  an  im- 
menfe  Expence,  even  beyond  her  Abilities  without  bor- 
rowing immenfe  Sums,  hitherto  done  almoft  the  whole  for 
t  icm,  and  now  groans  under  the  Weight  of  the  Debt  con- 
traded  on  their  Account.  Should  the  Merchants  here 
again  become  the  Dupes  of  the  Colonics  fo  far  as  to 
prevail  with  the  Miniftry  and  Parliament  to  repeal  this  lafl: 
A(5t  alfo,  the  probable  Confequence  would  be,  the  Ameri-

Cbfervations  aiid  Propofitlonsyir  a7i  Accommo- 
dation betwee?i  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies. 

I.  pVERY  Engliftiman  has  an  Indifputable,  conftitutlon- 
al  Right  to  be  heard  for  himfelf,  or  by  his  Council, 
in  any  judicial  Caufe,  wherein  his  Life,  Liberty,  or  Pro- 
perty is  at  Stake.  Has  not  the  fame  Englifhmen  in  every 
Part  of  the  King's  Dominions,  by  the  fame  Parity  of  Rea- 
fon,  as  well  as  by  many  tried  Precedents,  throughout  Ages, 
the  fame  clear  conftitutional  Right  to  be  heard  by  himfelf, 
or  his  Repreffntative,  concerning  the  Taxation  of  his  Prc- 
perty,  or  concerning  a  Part  of  his  Property,  being  legally- 
taken  from  him  ?  and  alfo  concerning  the  Mode  and  Size 
thereof;  and  that  for  this  evidently  good  Reafon,  none 
are  likely  to  be  fo  good  Judges  of  the  IVIodeof  Taxation, 
adapted  to  any  Colony,  as  the  People  themfelves,  nor  of 
the  Proportion  they  can  bear  thereof,  without  ruinous 
Confequences, 

2d.  Can 
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2d.  Can  the  Colonlfls  In  the  prefent  Mode  of  Connexion 
with  Great  Britain,  have  any  I'uch  very  necelTary  and  very 
reafonable  Opportunity  of  pleading  their  own  Caufe  in  the 
Parliament  ?  who  has  neverthelefs  taxed  them  without. 

3d.  Is  there  not  therefore  an  evident  Neceffity,  in  Point 
of  Reafon,  Equity  and  Julllce,  as  well  as  conftltutional 
Right,  that  the  Colonies  fhould  have  proper  Members  of 
their  own,  to  plead  for  them  in  Matters,  wherein  their 
Property  is  immediately  concerned  f  in  lieu  of  the  hiterto 
pradifed  Method,  of  having  their  Bufinefs  done  in  a  bung- 
ling Manner,  by  Out-door  Agents,  who,  in  the  prefent 
Mode  of  Things  have  no  Right  to  fpeak  in  the  Houfe  to 
any  Matter  relative  to  their  Conftituents  Inftereft,  or  In- 
i^ru6^ions,  unlefs  by  Summons  or  Petition,  at  a  ftatedTime, 
and  at  the  Bar,  which  is  extremely  inadequate  to  the  effectual 
Support  of  the  Intereft  of  their  Conftituents,  efpecially  on 
emergent  Occafions. 

4th.  Until  this  be  granted,  what  Precedent  can  be  pro- 
daced  in  thefe  Dominions  for  many  Centuries  paft,  of  any 
Fart  of  the  King's  Dominions,  being  taxed  by  the  Parlia- 
ment of  England  before  the  Union  with  Scotland^  or  Great  Britain 
fince^  without  a  Reprefentation  being  granted  them,  to 
make  the  fame  confift  with  the  never  failing,  native  con- 
ilitutional  Maxim  in  the  Britifh  Nation,  of  granting  their 
own  Money  for  public  Services,  without  being  liable  to,  or 
acquiefcing  with  Irs  being  taken  from  them  v/ithout  their 
Confents,  or  without  their  fubmltting  to  have  their  Fellow 
Subje6^s  (the  Commons  in  Parliament)  giving  and  gran- 
ting away  Property,  not  their  own,  without  the  Confent  of 
the  Proprietors,  and  without  the  Proprietors  being  heard  for 
themfcives  in  their  own  Caufe,  by  Reprefentation  ?  It  will 
be  found  on  proper  Search,  there  are  not  any  fuch  Inftances 

on 
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on  Record.  The  late  Taxation  of  America  therefore  ap- 
pears abfolutely  unconftitutional,  or  contrary  to  the  confti- 
tutional  Maxims  of  Government,  Legiilation  and  Taxation, 
in  this  Land  of  Liberty,  which  every  true-born  Englifh- 
man  is  bound  in  Honour  to  fupnort,  as  he  tenders  the  Hap- 
pinefs  of  himfelf  or  his  Pofterity,  or  that  of  his  Country- 
mens  or  theirs. 

5th.  Ercro,  a  wife-eflabliHied  Reprefentation  of  all  con- 
fiderable  Parts  of  the  Britifn  Dominions  in  Europe  and 
Am'.-rica,  in  one  central  Parliament,  to  be  the  common 
Cen;er  and  Spring  of  all  Grants  for  Money,  for  national 
Purpofes,  would  give  Stability,  Unity  and  Concord,  and 
Gonfequendy  greater  Strength  to  the  Whole. 

6th.  Suppofe  then  that  every  Province  in  America 
were  to  be  allowed  by  a  new  Ad:,  for  a  propofed  Union, 
to  fend,  each  of  them,  4,  3,  2  or  i  Member,  at  Difcretion, 
according  to  the  Size,  Population  and  Abilities  of  each 
Province  or  AfTembly,  and  t'lefe  to  be  chofen  by  every  Af- 
fembly  from  among  themfelves,  and  a  fpeclal  Diftance  of 
Time,  perhaps  fix  Months,  to  be  allowed  in  the  new  Writs 
for  America,  and  the  old  Members  to  continue  in  a  new- 
Parliament,  until  others  in  Virtue  of  new  Writs  v/ere  fent 
or  appointed  in  lieu  of  the  old  j  and  it  by  this  Means,  as  it  is 
probable,  it  will  be  found  that  America  thus  reprefented, 
would  in  fuch  Cafe  have  about  or  nearly  the  fame  Number 
of  Members,  in  Proportion  to  the  Number  of  Inhabitants, 
as  Scotland  now  has.  It  appears  evidently  a  Meafure 
highly  reafonable  and  conducive  to  the  mutual  Good, 
Peace  and  Safety  of  the  Whole.  Thus  every  Province  to 
have  theit  AfTemblies  continued  for  their  own  Provincial 
internal  Legiflation ;  but  in  Matters  of  national  Concern, 
fuch  as  Protedion,  Defence,    Regulation   of  Trade  and 

naval 
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Kaval  Concerns,  all  fuch  Matters  properly  deerhed  Natidi^al, 
or  fuch  as  concerns  the  Benefit  and  Welfare  of  the  Whole, 
to  be  managed  and  Laws  relative  made,  by  that  one  cen- 
tral Parliament  reprefenting  the  Whole. 

7th.  And  on  a  fimilar  Plan  might  Ireland  be  alfo  in-* 
eluded,  allowing  about  6  or  8  Members  for  each  Province; 

8th.  But  in  all  thefe  Concerns,  as  the  Mother  Country 
has  (during  this  Century,  and  a  very  few  Years  of  the  laftj 
contraded  a  public  Debt  of  140  Millions,  almoft  v/ holly 
by  proteding,  defending,  and  fettling  the  feveral  Provinces, 
Plantations  and  Countries,  depending  thereon  ;  it  Ihould  be 
in  Point  of  Juftlce  to  good  old  England,  (having  fo  born 
the  Burthen  of  nearly  the  whole  Expence  fo  far)  that  the 
Aft  of  Navigation  fhould  at  all  Events  be  maintained  in 
her  Favour  in  the  main  Part  Inviolably,  in  order  the  bet- 
ter and  more  cfFe<flually  to  preferve  all  reafonable  Power, 
and  the  Seat  of  Government,  to  her  prefent  benificent  cen- 
tral Situation. 

9th.  So  the  large  populous  American  Provinces,  having 
the  Liberty  of  fending  either  4,  3,  2,  or  1  Member  at 
their  Option,  might,  if  eligible  to  them,  have  their  Bufi- 
nefs  done  as  cheap  as  at  prefent,  and  by  a  proper  Member" 
chofen,  and  deputed  by  and  from  among  themfelvcs,  and 
to  refide  near  the  central  Seat  of  Government,  and  between 
each  Seflion,  might  occafionally,  if  required  by  their  Con- 
llltuents,  make  a  Voyage  to  viiit  them,  and  receive  frelh 
Inftruflions  when  needful,  or  to  flay  here  continually^ 
waiting  to  receive  the  fame,  as  they  might  feverally  chufe 
for  their  leveral  Interefts  and  Occalions.

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loth.  It  will  be  needful  to  exempt  thofe  American  Mem^^ 
bers  from  the  Qualifications  required  of  Britifh  Members, 
refpc^ing  the  Value  of  their  Eftates,  and  as  feme  of  the 
Plantations  have  been  fettled  by,  and  are  now  chiefly  com- 
pofed  of,  DifTenters  from  the  Church  of  England,  it  would 
be  extremely  reafonable  that  their  Members  fhould  be  ex- 
empt from  taking  the  Oaths  required  by  the  Telt  A6> ;  and 
here  I  cannot  forbear  mentioning,  it  is  much  to  be  lament- 
ed, that  every  wile  Member,  who  is  too  honeft  to  fubfcribc 
to  the  Abfurdities  contained  in  fome  of  the  39  Articles, 
Ihould  be  entirely  excluded,  and  the  Nation,  and  its  im- 
portant Concerns,  be  thereby  deprived  of  the  Wifdom  of 
their  Councils,  neverthelefs  the  Adherents  to  the  Church  of 
Rome  fhould  be  effe<5lually  excluded, 

nth.  In  order  to  make  the  Union  and  Reprefentation 
acceptable  to  the  Americans,  fo  as  to  promote  Amity,  and 
prevent  hurtful  Sufpiclons  ;  it  would  be  a  wife  Meafure  to 
infert  in  the  Adl  of  Union,  the  precife  Mode  and  Size  of 
internal  Taxation,  if  any  be  Intended  for  America,  fo  that 
it  might  be  as  a  Munition  to  them,  againft  Fears  of  being  Im- 
pofed  on,  beyond  their  reafonable  Abilities,  after  Reprefen- 
tation takes  Place;  and  astheymuft  neceHarlly  have  continued 
to  them  their  Provincial  Legiflaiicns,  for  the  internal  Con- 
cerns of  each  Colony,  and  as  feveral  internal  Taxes,  muft  be 
needful  for  the  Support  thereof,  they  fhould  not  be  liable  to 
have  any  other  Internal  Tax  laid  by  Parliament,  than  one 
particular  Mode,  and  that  only  to  anfwer  the  End  of  de- 
fraying the  Charges  of  their  civil  Eftabllfhments,  and  of  con- 
tributing their  reafonable  Proportion  towards  the  Expence 
of  Prote(?lion  and  Defence,  and  that  Mode  cannot  be  bet- 
ter fixed,  than  in  a  Pound-rate  on  their  Eftates,  as  being 
the  moil  Impartial  in  refpecl  of  their  Abilities,  and  will 
grow  in  Proportion,   as  they  increafe  in  Population   and 

L  Wealth  j 
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Wealth  i  and  the  Difficulty  of  determialng  the  Value  of  their 
Eftates,  may  be  eafily  obviated  and  adjufted,  to  a  fufficicnt 
Degree  of  Equity. 

1 2th.  For  prefent  Relief,  and  in  Confideration  of  the 
Merit  and  Demerit  of  the  Cafe  on  both  Sides,  and  for 
Peace  Sake,  let  a  Bill  be  brought  in  to  explain,  and  amend 
the  late  Ad,  impofing  Duties,  by  altering  the  Title  there- 
of, and  by  appropriating  the  Duties  to  their  own  Ufe  and 
Benefit,  as  before-mentioned  only,  In  lieu  of  raifmg  a  Re- 
venue. Thus  healing  the  threatned  Breach,  and  laying  the 
Foundation  of  general  Peace  and  Concord  among  ourfelves, 
which  will  give  great  Stability  to  Government,  and  dif- 
appoint^the  vain  Hopes  of  the  common  reftlefs  Enemy,  who 
would  be  proud  to  take  Advantage  of  a  Houfe  divided 
againft  itfelf. 

13th.  On  account  of  the  DIftance  of  the  Colonies,  and 
in  order  the  more  effectually  to  preferve  their  Members, 
dependent  on  the  Inftrudion  of  their  Conftituents,  'twould 
be  very  reafonable  that  each  Affembly  Ihould  have  the  Li- 
berty of  eleding  new  Members,  at  the  End  of  three  Years, 
from  every  general  Eledlion,  and  fuch  new  eleded  Mem- 
bers to  continue  for  the  remaining  four  Years,  of  every  fep- 
tennial  Parliament.

prefent  Difputes,  and  having  for  the  Convenience  of  ready 
Communication,  caufed  fome  Copies  to  be  printed,  I  pre- 
fented  one  of  them  to  the  King  in  Perfon  on  5th  Day  laft, 
and  the  fame  Day  alfo  to  the  firft  Lordof  theTreafury,  and 
the  thrid  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  have  alfo  fent  them 
to  the  reft  of  the  Cabinet  and  Privy  Counfellors,  and  alfo  to 
the  Board  of  Trade;  in  all  which,  as  well  as  in  Regard  of  the 
Performance  itfelf,  nov/  inclofed,  'twould  be  fome  Satisfac- 
tion to  the  Author,  to  have  the  Approbation  of  his  Friend, 
to  whom  he  nov/  recommends  the  ferlous  Perufal  thereof. 

And  v/hile  I  am  Writing  an  Occurrence  of  a  very  dif- 
ferent Nature,  reviving  to  my  View,  I  purpofe  alfo  to  inclofe 
herewith  a  Copy  of  a  Letter,  wrote  in  the  yearly  Meeting-

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Occafions ;  I  was  no  longer  willing  to  bear  it,  but  chufe 
rather  to  put  my  Sentiments  to  the  Teft  of  the  mcft  emi- 
nent in  the  Society,  accordingly  1  wrote  to  the  kind  Friend, 
who  had  (not  knowing  my  Sentiments)  nominated  me. 
Hating  the  Reafons  of  my  then  and  long  preceding  Condufl, 
in  refpefl  of  the  pecuniary  Branches^  or  Syjiem  and  Di/cipliney 
&c.  I  have  inclofcd  therewith  Copies  of  three  other  Papers, 
wrote  before  to  other  Friends,  which  accompany  the  faid 
Letter  on  that  Occafion  *,  I  am  not  unfenfible  of  its  being  a 
very  tender  Point,  for  any  Friend  to  give  his  Opinion  on 
fo  delicate  a  Point ;  never thelefs  am  at  Liberty,  in  my 
Mind,  to  communicate  to  thee,  as  I  have  atfeveral  Times 
fince  the  firft  Qccafion,  and  to  about  twenty  eminent 
Friends,  and  that  from  a  Defire  of  promoting  Sincerity  and 
Liberty  of  Confcience  among  ourfelves.

'T'HE  Americans  affert  they  have  both  Conftitutional  and 
Charter  Rights  to  grant  their  own  Money  for  public

'T'HE  firfl  and  primary  End  of  Government,  is  the  Secu- 
rity of  the  Whole ;  King,  Lords,  and  Commons,  in- 
cluding the  common  People,  by  Municipal  Laws,  for  the 
mutaal  Proteftion  and  Defence  of  their  Perfons  and  Eftates, 
as  well  as  the  Prefervation  of  their  civil  and  religious  Rights, 
and  Liberty  of  Confcience,  in  Oppofition  to  arbitrary  and 
unreafonable  Power,  in  either  State,  or  Church. 

2d.  In  order  that  this  End  may  be  happily  procured, 
by  the  happieft  of  Means  in  the  Power  of  human  Wifdom 
and  Experience;  it  appears  reafonable  andjufl  that  the 
fubfidies,  and  Taxes  eftablifhed,  or  be  eftabliihed,  for  car- 
rying the  before  recited  true  Ends  into  Execution,  for  the

In  all  Cafes  of  imperial  Concerns,  fuch  as  Protec- 
tion and  Defence,  general  Regulation  of  Trade,  and  naval 
Affairs,  Laws  relative,  as  it  effefts  the  whole,  fhould  be 
with  Propriety  made  and  cna(?l-ed  by  the  Reprefentatives 
of  the  whole  in   Parliament  aflembled ;    and   thofe  Parts 
which  have  not  that  Benefit  ought  for  their  own  Safety,  and 
true  Intereft  to  Petition  for  it  alfo  :  It  will  be  a  wife  Mea- 
lure  for  the  Parliament  to  pafs  an  A61,  granting  fuch  Lea- 
ve to  every  Province,  who  may  Petition  for  the  fame,  and 
in  three  Years  after  fuch  A61,  granting  fuch  Leave,    is 
palTed,  and  alfo  publilhed  throught  the  whole  Empire  ? 
Then  and  after,  all  Parts  fo  given  Leave  to  be  reprefented, 
to  be,  and  may  properly  be,  adjudged  liable  to  be  Taxed 
by   the  Parliament,  on  all  Occafions,  for  Protedlion  and 
Defence,  in  fuchjuft  Proportions,  as  they  in  their  Wif- 
dom  may  fee  meet  and  proper,  and  that  whether  the  Pro- 
vinces feverally  make  Choice  of  fuch  Reprefentation  or  not. 

5th.  But  in  all  local,  particular  provincial,  internal  Con- 
c~  rns,  particularly  regarding  the  Province  in  Queflion,  at 
any  Time,  and  not  properly  appertaining  to,  or  including 
the  Concern  of  the  reft  ;  Laws  relative  to  every  fuch  par- 
ticular Province,  to  be  made  by  the  AfTemby  of  that  Pro- 
vince, not  derogating  from  the  Laws  of  the  L^nd  ;  and  if 
each  of  the  four  Provinces  of  Ireland  were  to  have  a  parti- 
cular Aflembly  for  fuch  Purpofe,  'twould  probably  operate 
for  the  mutual  Goovl  and  Safety  of  the  whole,  preferable 
to  one  Parliament  for  the  Whole  of  that  Kingdom.

P.  S.  The  Americans  appear  not  to  have  impartially 
confidered,  that  if  they  have  any  Sovereign  Power  over 
them,  it  muft  be  the  fame  Power,  which  is  Sovereign  in 
their  Mother  Country,  viz.  the  three  Eftates  of  the  Realm, 
ss  compofcd  of  KiPig,  Lords  and  Commons,  the  joint  A£ls 
of  whom,  being  fupported  with  the  Public  Money,  are  hdis 
of  the  Sovereign  Power,  and  muft  neceffarily  bind  the 
"Whole ;  neverthelefs  'tis  the  proper  Concern  of  even  this 
Sovereign  Power,  to  avoid  exercifing  that  Power  contrary 
to  the  fundemental  Principles  of  the  Conftitution,  nor 
otherv/ife  than  properly  coincides  with  fuch  beneficent 
Principles,  as  do  tend  to  prefer  ve  the  Liberties,  the  Pro- 
perties, and  the  Peace  of  the  Whole,  and  every  confiderable 
Part  of  the  Empire  ;  fo  fhouid  the  "VVifdom  of  the  Legifla- 
ture  have  been  more  manifeft,  in  avoiding  an  unconftitu- 
tional  Taxition  of  America,  or  in  other  Words,  fhouid 
not  have  attempted  to  Tax  them,  without  a  previous  or 
concurrent  Act  of  Parliament,  to  make  the  fame  conftitu- 
tional,  by  granting  them  the  conftitutional  Liberty  of  peti- 
tioning for,  and  hiving  g  ranted,  the  Benefit  of  a  reafonable 
Reprelentatlon,  whereby  their  own  proper  Members  might 
oppofe,  or  co-operate,  in  making  and  adjufling  every  Law, 
which  Ihould  after  be  made,  to  bind  them-,  and  'twould 
be  bur  wife  and  prudent  In  them  to  previoufly  infill  on  fome 
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Claufes  in  thc^Ir  Favour,  which  might  ferve  as  a  Munition  to 
them,  againft  Fears  of  being  impoied  on  after  Reprefenta- 
tion  takes  Place  :  If  the  State  had  granted  fuch  conftitu- 
tlonal  Liberty,  whether  accepted  or  not,  attended  with 
fuch  Munition  Claufes,  previous  to,  or  concurrent  v/ith, 
the  late  Taxation,  Vv'hat  a  World  of  Difficulties,  Diftref- 
fes,  and  Dangers  might  have  been  avoided  ?  And  I  do 
moft  heartily  wiih  every  one  whom  it  properly  concerns, 
may  yet  confider  In  Time,  b^^fore  it  be  too  late,  that  a 
Meafure  of  the  Nature  above  defcribed,  may  yet  be  a- 
dapted,  and  the  Peace  of  the  whole  Nation  and  Empire  may- 
be thereby  preferved  ;  but  how  woful  and  lamentable  is  it ! 
the  arbitary  prefent  Leader  in  minifterial  Affairs,  feems  to 
have  fo  much  of  the  Temper  of  the  Stuarts  in  him,  that  it 
appt^ars,  we  have  not  any  proper  Foundation  to  hope  right 
Meafures  being  taken  while  he  prefides.

PERMIT  me  through  the  diffufive  Channel  of  your  very 
ufeful  Paper,    to  propofe  a  Reformation    of  that  A£b, 
impofing  a  Tax  on  the  Inhabitants  of  the  City  and  Suburbs 
of  London,  of  One  Shilling  and  Six-pence  in  the  Pound 
on  the  Rents  of  the  Houfes  they  occupy,  for  the  Purpofe 
of   making  and  repairing  the  Pavements,    together  with 
cleanfing  and  enlightenning  :   This  Tax  has  always  fmce  its 
Commencement,  appeared  to  me  an  unreafonable  Burthen 
on  the  poorer  Sort  of  Shop-keepers,  Abundance  of  whom 
are  contiunally  young  Beginners  in  Trade,  and  of  fmall  For- 
tunes, if  any,  and  as  fuch  are  oblig'd  to  ftruggle  hard  for 
a  Livelihood,   under  which  Circumftances  'tis  hard  for 
a  young  induftrious  Perfon,  ftreighted  in  Circumftances,  to 
bear  fo  heavy  a  Tax  annually,  in  order  to  accommodate 
the  Rich,    Opulent  and   Luxurious,  who  ride  in   their 
Coaches,  and  fo  receive  the  chief  Benefit  of  this  very  ufe- 
ful Regulation  of   the  Pavements,    without  paying  any 
Thing,  as  Riders  in  Coaches,  or  Coach  Owners ,  towards 
an  improv^ement,    which  does  io   very  much   contribute 
to  their  Eafe  and  Emolument ;   and  as  Country  Waggons 
and  Carts,  and  Town  Carts  and  Drays,  or  their  Owners 
dx)  reap  much  Benefit  alio  from  this  new  Regulation  of  Pa- 
vements,   it  appears  but  reafonable,   the  Owners  thereof 
fliould  contribute,  as  fuch,  to  the  Repairs  of  that  Pavement, 
w  hich  is  abundantly  more  wore  by  their  Carriages,  than  by

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I  would  therefore  propofe  that  at  the  lead  6d.  in  the  Pound 
be  taken  oif  the  Houfes,  and  that  a  fmail  daily  Street  Toll 
be  taken  of  all  Carriages,  at  the  neareft  Turnpikes  to 
London,  at  all  the  Avenues  thereto,  in  lieu  of  Sunday  on- 
ly, that  being  a  Day  whereon  thofe  Carriages,  which  do 
the  molt  Mifchief  to  the  Pavenrients,  do  not  travel  j  and 
if  afmall  annual  additional  Tax  on  Wheels,  within  the  Li- 
mits of  thofe  Turnpikes  City-ward's,  'twould  in  my  Efti- 
mation  be  a  much  more  equitable  Way  of  raifing  Money 
to  repair  the  Pavements,  and  maintain  the  Propriety  there- 
of, than  the  prefent  unrighteous  Mode.

AS  the  future  Welfare,  Safety,  and  Profperlty  (or  the  Con- 
trary) of  the  King's  Dominions  do,  or  will,  very  much 
confift,  in  f6rming  a  judicious  and  conftitutional  Connexion, 
in  rerpe(51  of  the  very  important  Matter  of  each  Province 
in  America  and  Ireland,  furnilhing  their  reafonable  Quota 
towards  the  mighty  Expence  of  the  Fleet  and  Army,  which 
protefts  and  defends  their  Perfons  and  Eftates ;  and  as 
Great  Britain  alone,  has  hitherto  over-a6led  her  Part,  in  rer- 
fped  of  Supplies,  by  Borrowing  and  Fundings  it  appears  to 
the  Eye  of  impartial  Reafon,  that  'twould  be  a  wife  Mea- 
fure,  in  this  Land  of  Liberty,  to  give  (by  A61  of  Legifla- 
ture^  a  conftitutional  Right  of  Reprefentation  to  each  confi- 
derabie  Part  of  thefe  Dominions,  efpecially  in  America,  and 
Ireland,  and  altho'  there  be,  or  appear  too  great  a  Proba- 
bility, on  the  prefent  Appearance  of  their  Temper  and  Sen- 
timents ;  that  for  the  prefent  fome  of  them  would,  from  the 
Principle  of  fhort-fighted  and  mean  Self-love,  and  others  from 
a  View  of  future  tndependance,  refufe  or  decline  that  great 
Honour,  left  they  fnould  thereby  be  brought  to  bear  fome 
fixed  Proportion  of  the  public" Supplies,  by  a  conftitutional

dition againfl  the  Parliament ,  has  taken  Rife,  viz.  Bofton, 
being  the  chief  Town  or  Center  of  that  Government,  and 
the  Aflembly  for  the  whole  Province  convening  there,  (as 
fhould  the  Parliament  at  Weflminfter  for  the  whole  Britifh 
Empire)  is  compofedof  a  Reprefentation  from -each  Town - 
Ihip  in  that  Government,  who  voluntarily  make  ufe  of  the 
Right  given  them;  but  of  about  120  Townlhips,  near  40  of 
them  do  not  make  ufe  of  thatRight,  becaufe  of  theDiflance, 
and  Expence  offending  Reprefentatives ;  neverthelefs  they 
are  taxed  by  that  AlTembly,  and  pay  their  Quota,  and 
why  !  becaufe  a  Right  of  Reprefentation  is  given  them,  and 
their  declining  to  make  ufe  of  that  Right  is  a  Matter  of 
of  their  own  Choice,  fo  would  it  be  abfurd  to  complain  of 
being  taxed,  nor  can  they  plea.i  it  iinconfiitutional,  becaufe 
cf  the  Right  of  Reprefentation  being  given  them. 

Take  therefore  the  Example  of  that  fagacious  People  in 
this  Refpecf,  and  by  forming  and  promoting  a  wife  Aft, 
unite  us  all  together  in  mutual  Defence,  and  in  contributing 
the  Means  or  Sinews  thereof;  Suppofe  then  a  new  Regu- 
lation of  this  Nature  was  to  take  Place,  while  Peace  and 
Leifure  continue,  viz.  by  the  fame  A<ft  to  ftipulate  that 
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the  Whole  of  ev^ry  Species  of  at  leafl  future  Taxation  anJ 
Duties,  in  each  particular  Government,  (other  than  a 
Pound  Rate  on  their  Eflates)  fhould  be  left  entirely  to  the 
Difpofition  of  the  Parliament,  or  the  Affembly  of  each 
Kingdom  or  Province,  for  the  Purpofe  of  defraying  the 
Expence  c^  th'^ir  own  particular  Civil  Government  and 
particular  Local  Concerns  j  but  that  in  future,  a  new  and» 
as  near  as  podible,  correal  Valuation,  fhould  be  made  of  all 
Perfons  Eftates,  (throughout  each  of  the  King's  Dominions 
fo  reprefentedj  who  have  any  of  the  Value  of  Pounds 
per  Ann.  (real  Eftate  or  perfonal  Capital)  or  upwards, 
and  every  Perfon  in  each  Dominion  to  pay  in  equal 
Proportion,  out  of  the  annual  Income  of  their  real  Ef- 
tites,  and  out  of  the  computed  Income  of  their  perfonal 
Capital,  reckoning  at  5I.  per  Cent,  per  Ann.  fo  much  as 
to  raife  Q^  S.  Year  by  Year,  to  anfwer  the  End  of  Pro- 
tedion  and  Defence  j  and  if  it  fhould  prove  at  any  Time 
abfolutely  neceflary  to  borrow  more  Money  for  fuch  Pur- 
pofes,  it  iTiould  be  done  on  a  Part  of  this  general  Tax,  (o 
be  made  perpetual  for  Security  of  the  Loan,  and  not  on 
thofe  of  Great  Britain  only,  where  the  NecelTarles  of  Life 
are  already  to  much  overloaded  by  Taxes,  to^'the  great 
Grievance  of  the  Poor,  and  Difcouragement  of  our  Manu- 
faSlurers,  and  confequently  of  the  national  ^rade,  to  fuch 
foreign  Parts,  where  we  meet  with  Competitors  therein. 

Thefe  welMntrnded  Hints  are  humbly  fubmitted,  in 
hope  they  may  be  happily  improved  on,  at  this  critical 
Jun(5^ure.

'TpHE  Magnitude  and  great  Importance  of  a  proper  con- 
ftltutlonal  Subordination  of  the  Colonies  Co  the  fovereign 
Power  of  thefe  Realms,  in  Refpe6l  of  the  Taxation  of  their 
Property,  towards  the  vaft  Expence  of  the  Navy  and  Army, 
which  protedls  the  Whole,  has  induced  me  (having  through 
a  Series  of  long  Experience  been  well  acquainted  with  their 
Notions  of  Right  and  their  future  Views)  to  employ  my 
Pen  for  a  fhort  Time,  to  expoftulate  concerning  the  great 
Danger  and  mighty  Mifchief,  which  will  probably  accrue 
to  the  Whole,  if  proper  Meafures  fliould  not  be  foon  en- 
tered into,  to  remove  fuch  threatening  Evils,  and  lay  the 
Foundation  of  mutual  Cordiality,  by  granting  them  ^fafe 
and  honourable  Right  of  Reprefentation  in  that  Parliament, 
which  raifes  all  the  Money,  and  which  fupports  and  main- 
tains the  Whole  of  the  Royal  Navy  and  Britifh  Army, 
both  in  Great  Britain  and  America  :  Nothing  is  to  me  more 
clear  and  reafonable  than  that  the  fame  Power,  which 
raifes  the  Money  to  defray  thefe  mighty  Expences,  fhould 
be  legally  and  conftltutionally  afcertained,  what  Part  of  that 
great  Expence  they  fliould  annually  draw  back  from  the 
feveral  Provinces,  proteded  and  defended  inConfcquence, 
and  by  Virtue  of  fuch  parliamentary  Grants  ;  but  this  can- 
not be  conftitutionally  enacfled,  nor  carried  into  Execution, 
without  granting  to  them  fuch  Right  of  Reprefentation,  in 
order  to  remove  their  grand  Objc6^ion  of  being  taxed  by  a 
Parliament,  wherein  they  are  not  reprefented ;  and  'tis 
equally  clear  to  me  that  without  fuch  Right  being  given 
them.  Money  drawn  from  them  unconftitutionally,  will  not 
upon  the  Whole  do  this  Country  any  good,  but  what  will 
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be  over-ballanced  with  preponderating  Evils ;  and  yet 
would.it  be  doing  Injuftice  to  the  Mother  Country,  to  con- 
tinue the  hitherto  pradiied  Method  of  Great  Britain  alone 
defending  and  maintaining  the  Whole,  by  fuch  enormous 
borrowed  Sums,  as  does  manifeftly  greatly  endanger  the 
future  Abilities  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  future  Safety  of 
the  Whole, 

There  has  long  appeared  to  me  an  original  Imperfe6lion 
In  the  Manner  of  feitiing  America,  at  leaft  in  the  Charters 
granted,  during  about  a  Century  pall,  lince  which  the 
peopleing  of  that  Continent  has  been,  without  much  Dif- 
ficulty, very  rapid  ♦,  and  if  not  originally  at  firft,  yet  fo 
foon  as  the  Populadon  became  fecure,  'twould  have  been 
a  wife  Meafure  to  have  inferted  in  every  Charter,  that  on 
their  Population  and  Abilities  appearing  to  the  whole  So- 
vereign Power,  or  the  three  Elktes  of  the  Realm,  in  Par- 
liament affembled,  fufficiendy  invefted  to  admit  the  fame 
with  Propriety,  that  they  fhould  each  of  them  become  li- 
able to  an  internal  annual  Taxation,  by  the  three  Eftates 
of  the  Realm,  towards  their  Quota  of  the  great  Ex- 
pence  of  Prote6lion  and  Defence,  but  not  without 
a  Right  of  Reprefenatiop,  being  at  the  fame  Time 
granted  them  on  fuch  honourable  and  fafe  Terms,  as  to  the 
Wifdom  of  the  faid  Sovereign  Power,  or  the  three  Eftates 
of  the- Realm,  in  Parliament  affembled,  fhould  be  deemed 
meet  and  convenient :  This  would  effectually  have  pre- 
vented the  many  Bickerings,  Dangers  and  Mifchiefs, 
which  have  happened  between  the  Mother  Country  and 
her  Colonies  fmce ;  and  as  the  Omiflion  has  unhappily  left 
open  a  Door  to  very  dangerous  Calamities,  if  not  fliut  in 
Time,  it  may  not  now  be  too  late,  by  Refolution  and 
Fortitude,  joined  with  Patience  and  Moderation,  to  pro- 
vide an  effe(f\ual  Remedy  in  future,  by  granting  fuch 
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Right  of  Reprefentation,  &c.  it  might  probably  have  been 
j-nuch  eafier  etfected  many  Years  ago,  before  their  Popu- 
lation, their  Wealth,  and  their  Difguft,  were  increafed  to 
the  prefent  Degree  j  but  it  li  of  much  Importance  to  duly 
confider,  that  altho'  what  is  pad  cannot  be  recalled,  yet 
every  Year's  Delay  would  increafc  the  Difficulty,  in  Pro- 
portion as  the  Colonies  increafe  in  Population  and  Wealth, 
and  confequently  of  Power  ;  a  fufficient  Increafe  of  which 
is  all  they  now  want,  in  order  to  Ihake  off  and  become  inde^ 
fendani,  but  as  this  cannot  rationally  be  fuppofed  ever 
to  happen,  without  many  intervening  dreadful  Scenes^ 
both  there  and  here  ;  'tis  moft  certainly  the  Duty  of  every 
Minifter  and  honeft  Man,  in  Power,  to  concur  in  con- 
tributing his  Part  towards  laying  a  happy  Foundation  of 
Prevention ;  and  of  a  firm,  lafting  Union  in  future,  what 
Ihould  have  been  done  many  Years  ago,  it  may  be  fairly 
prefumed,  may  yet  be  pradlicable,  if  not  delayed  -,  but  let 
it  be  remembered,  the  Americans  in  general,  taught  by 
the  Experience  of  this  Country,  are  of  Opinion  they  lliall 
become  more  numerous  than  the  lnhai)itants  of  this  the 
Mother  Country. 

If  therefore  a  juft,  generous,  and  proper  Union  and 
Subordination  be  not  eftablilhed  foon,  how  vain  mud  the 
Attempt  become,  when  the  Colonies  fo  become  increafed 
in  Numbers,  Wealth  and  Power  ?  Be  perfuaded  therefore 
by  an  impartial  and  hearty  Well-wilher  to  the  Whole, 
without  Exception,  to  fet  about  the  important  Bulinefs, 
which  has  already  been  too  long  delayed  ;  it  fhould  cer- 
tainly have  been  done  either  previous  to,  or  concurrent 
with,  the  late  Stamp-Ail,  and  other  Adis,  impofing  Du- 
ties on  the  Colonies,  or  on  the  Repeal  thereof  j  hut,  J^elix 
^uamfacim  Alkna  Perkula  cantun, 

O  There 
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There  Is  alfo  another  Confidsratlon  winch  well  deferves 
the  Attention  of  Government,  viz.  the  Americans  are  very 
afilduous  in  procuring  a  great  Number  of  the  labouring 
Manufadurers  of  this  their  Mother  Country,  to  go  to 
America ;  fuch  have  been,  while  here,  and  would  other- 
wife  continue  to  be,  in  a  Meafure,  the  Source  of  our 
Trade,  Wealth  and  Power,  and  for  that  Reafon  fhould  as 
much  as  may  be  preferved  here,  without  being  fuffered  to 
emigrate,  while  this  Country  alone  continues  to  bear  ths 
enormous  Weight  of  the  public  Debt,  contraded,  and 
liable  to  be  increafed,  in  protedling  and  defending  the 
Whole  of  thefe  Dominions ;  while  thefe  Manuladurers 
continue  here,  they  not  only  help  to  enrich  their  Country 
by  their  Manufacture rs,  but  they  alfo  pay  their  Taxes, 
and  confume  the  Articles  whereon  the  Taxes  are  laid  j  fo 
do  they  by  emigrating  from  this  Country,  leave  the 
whole  Burthen,  in  that  refped,  on  thofe  who  flay  behind  ; 
and  as  foon  as  they  reach  the  American  Shore,  will 
be  taught,  v/ith  the  reft,  that  this  Country  has  no  Right 
to  tax  them,  for  the  Purpofe  of  raifmg  a  Revenue ;  and 
which,  in  a  conftitutional  Senfe,  is  quite  true  in  the  prcfent 
Mode  of  Things :  So  does  the  King,  or  rather  the  three 
Eftates  of  the  Realm,  by  thefe  Emigrations,  (before  a  pro- 
per Subordination  be  formed)  little  lefs  than  lofe  fo  many 
profitable  Subjects,  who  are  thereby  rendered  of  little  or  no 
Service  to  this  Country,  or  rather  the  Reverfe,  by  adding 
Strength  to  probable  difloyal  Eiforts  in  America  ;  and  who, 
on  the  other  Side  of  the  Queftion,  when  they  get  there,  have 
nothing  to  plead,  as  being  beneficial  to  their  Mother  Coun- 
ty, but  their  continuing  to  wear  fo  much  of  the  fame  Bri- 
tifh  Manufa<Surers,  which  they  wore  while  here,  as  they 
cannot  get  up  of  their  own  when  there ;  fo  making  a  Merit 
of  Neceflity,  and  that  Neccffity  withal  lefTcned,  by  fuch 
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Emigration,  fince  they  wore  almoft  wholly  our  own  Ma- 
nufad'iirers,  while  here,  but  when  tranfported  to  America, 
wear  the  fame  Britilh  and  the  fame  American  Manufacturers. 

It  evidently  appears  therefore  that  until  a  proper  confll- 
tutional  Subordination,  in  refpeft  of  Taxation,  &c.  can  be 
formed,  and  mutually  agreed  to,  this  Practice  of  Manu- 
fadturers  being  fuffered  to  emigrate  from  Great  Britain,  and 
Ireland  to  America,  ought  to  be  difcouraged,  by  a  proper 
Aft,  impofmg  a  fuitable  Fine,  &c.  on  every  Ship's  Owner 
and  Mailer,  who  takes  fuch  on  Board,  in  order  to  tranf- 
port ;  and  proper  Oiiicers  fhouid  be  appointed  at  the  laft 
clearing  Places  of  every  confiderabie  Port  in  Great  Britain, 
and  Ireland,  but  efpecially  at  Gravefend,  or  London,  and  at 
Briftol,  Liverpool,  Hull,  Glafgow  and  Londonderry,  &c.  in 
order  to  effeftually  carry  it  into  Execution.

the  Laws,  which  muft  neceffarily  bind  all  Parts  of  thefe, 
Britifh,  Irlfli,  and  American  Dominions,  the  Whole  being

He  ailerts  for  Faa,  that  T.  C.  affared  the  Broker 
that  he  would  be  anfv/erable  for  the  three  Gentlemen  for 
whom  he  a6kd  ;  but  I  do  affirm  this  to  be  an  abfolute  Lye, 
having  never  agreed,  either  by  Word  of  Mouth  or  Writing,

to  ourfelves,  and  to  our  Pofterlty,  for  every  one  fuitably 
qualified  with  rational  Faculties,  to  take  a  fuitable  Part  in 
endeavouring  to  convince  others,  as  Occafion  may  offer, 
by  fair  Argum.ents,  how  far  each  has  been,  either  through 
Prejudice,  or  Weaknefs  of  Judgment,  milled  into  very 
erroneous  Opinions  ;  and  in  Confequence,  fome  into  very 
erroneous  Conduft,  which  apparently  threatens  very  dire- 
ful Effefts;  to  avoid  which,  'tis  very  evident,  much  Re- 
formation is  abfolutely  neceflary,  on  the  Part  of  the  Co- 
lonies, in  general,  but  in  fome  much  more  than  others  : 
Some  happier  Mode  of  Purfuit  is  alfo  very  evidently  necef- 
fary,  on  the  Part  of  Great  Britain  ;  to  trace  the  Source  of 
thefe  unhappy  Miftakes,  on  both  Sides,  may  do  fomcthing 
towards  opening  a  Door  of  Hope  for  Reconciliatm.

Let  us  confider  then,  little  more  than  Dlfcovery,  &c.  • 
was  done  towards  fettling  North  America,  before  the  laft 
Century,  during  which,  moft  of  the  now  flourifhing  Colo- 
nies, were  planned  and  fettled  .   Happy  would  it  have  been 
if,  in  thofe  Times,  if  Wifdom  had  been  more  manifeftin  the 
feveral  Ad  mi  nift  rations,  during  that  Period,  by  concerting 
a  judicious  Plan,  and  forming  fuitable  Charters,  whereby 
it  might  have  been  delineated,  how  every  Colony  was 
to  contribute  their  proper,  proportionate  Quota  of  Sup- 
plies, towards  the  great  Expence  of  the  Navy  and  Army, 
which  protects  and  defends  them,  after  their  becoming 
fufficiently  increafed  in  Population  and  Abilities,  to  bear 
Taxation  for  fuch  abfolutely  neceflary  Purpofc  j  and  if  a 
Claufe  had  been  fenfibly  inferred  in  each  Charter,  that  on 
their  arriving  at  a  fufficient  Degree  of  Abilities,  in  the 
Judgment  of  the   three  Eftates  of  the  Realm,  or  King, 
Lords,  and  Keprefentatives  of  the  Commons,  in  Parliament 
aflembk'd  %  eaoh  Province  Ihould  be  liable  to  be  taxed  by 
the  faid  Parllamen.t,  either  In  grofs,  adequate,  proportionate 
Sums,  to  be  raifed  ainongthemfelves,  orelfe  by  particular 
Duties,  as  of  late  attempced ;  but  not  without  a  Right  of  Re- 
prefentation,  being  at  the  fame  Time  granted  them,  to  make 
thefame  con fift  with  the  conititutional  Right  of  co-operating, 
in  granting  their  own  Money,  for  public  Services,  and  at- 
tended with  fuch  wholefomeLiiTiitations,  as  to  prevent  the 
Danger  of  {mpofitlons  in  future,  beyond  their  reafonable 
Abilities :  A  well-concerted  Scheme   of  this  Sort,  might 
happily  have  prevented  all  the  Difficiilties  and  Diftreflcs, 
which  for  Want  of  fuch  wholcfome  Provifion,  has  fell  out 
within  the  laft  five  Years;  a  P^ctrofped  of  this  Sort  may 
aiford  Caufe  of  Regret,  but  of  little  Service,  if  k  does  not, 
ki  fome  Meafure,  lead  ;o  the  Means  of  Relief.. 

The 
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The  very  arduous  Tafk,  and  very  Important  Bufincfs, 
thus  unhappily  devolved  on  Government,  in  the  prefent 
Cafe,  of  finding  out  and  applying  effecStual  Means  of  Re- 
lief, is  indeed  a  very  momentous  Concern,  and  richly  de- 
ferves  their  mofl:  earneft  and  moll  affiduous  Attention. 

'Tis  my  private  Judgment,  that  it  does  not  confift  with 
the  Honour  of  Government  to  tax  any  Colonies,  of  thefc 
Dominions,  without  making  it,  at  the  fame  Time,  confti- 
lutional,  by  granting  them  the  Right  of  fuch  fafe  and 
honourable  Reprefentation  in  the  Parliament,  which  fhould 
certainly  reprefent  every  Colony  taxed  thereby,  elie  can- 
not the  Taxation  be  conftitutional ;  but,  at  the  fame 
Time,  Juftice  and  Equity  points  out,  that  the  Right 
granted,  Ihould  be  deemed  a  fufficient  Warrant  to  tax, 
fmce  a  real  Reprefentation  cannot  take  JMace,  without  Co- 
operation and  Confent  of  fuch  Provinces,  and  which  fome 
of  them  now  appear  not  difpofed  to  make  Choice  of,  left 
they  (liould  become  thereby  liable  to  Taxation,  without 
any  Excufe  to  rebel  againft  it ;  fo  it  too  evidently  appears 
in  the  prefent  unhappy  Dilemma.  That  the  Americans  are 
averfe  to  Taxation,  becaufe  they  are  not  reprefented ;  and 
averfe  to  be  reprefented,  left  they  fhould  be  taxed  without 
Excufe,  a  very  unhappy  Alternative  indeed!  and  not  pofTible  to 
be  happily  redrcfled,  v^'ithout  much  Reformation  of  Senti- 
ments, and  of  Principle  ;  *tis  well  known  they  were  Sub- 
]6<5^s  before  they  emgrated  from  thefe  Kingdoms,  and  it 
cpuld  nor  be  the  Intention  of  Government,  to  loofeSubje6ts, 
by  their  Emigrations,  and  fuch  who  have  been,  and  sire  to 
be,  protet^^ed  and  defended  at  afi  immenfe  Ex  pence,  and  who 
will  not  pay  any  Thing  towards  it,  are  not  only  ungrateful 

Subjedls, 
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Subje6\s,  but  much  worfe  than  no  Subjei5^s  at  all,  and  very 
jftrongly  border  on  Rebellion, 

Upon  the  Whole,  to  leave  them  without  Excufe,  'twould 
te  a  wife  Meafure  to  grant  them  the  Right  of  an  eafy,  fafe, 
and  honourable  Reprefentation,  in  the  Parliament,  in  or- 
der that  they  may  co-operate  in  making,  mending,  or  ob- 
jefting  to  every  Law,  that  is  to  bind  them  ;  and  as  the  Af- 
iembly  of  every  Province  would  each  have  a  Fight  to 
judge  for  themfelves,  fome  probably  would  judge  it  their 
Intereft  to  accept  it  fooner  than  others ;  but  on  kind,  be- 
nevolent and  generous  Condufb,  being  adminiflered  by 
Parliament  and  Miniftry,  towards  fuch  who  firft  come  into 
the  happy  Meafure,  every  one  of  tli,e  Provinces  would  find 
it  their  true  and  lafting  Interefl,  to  accept  and  approve  the 
Meafure,  v.'hich  would  infallibly  conftitute  their  Security, 
lengthen  out  Tranquillity,  and  give  mutual  Stability,  both 
to  European  and  American  Parts  of  the  fame  Sovereign's 
Dominions  •,  'twould  prove  the  only  happy  Means  of  ex- 
tirpating the  mifchlevous  and  dreadful  Paflion  for,  and 
Profpedi  of,  a  Struggle  for  Independence,  which  does 
otherwife  manifeftly  impend,  and  which  may  probably  be 
in  a  great  Meafure,  the  Ruin  of  both,  if  woefully  expe- 
rienced ;  'tis  therefore  the  Duty  of  every  Miniller  and  Sub- 
e(5f,  to  do  his  Part,  in  Proportion,  to  the  Abilities,  God 
has  given  him,  to  bend  his  Mind,  and  exert  his  Endea- 
vours, to  reconcile  fafpicious  Apprehenlions,  and  quarrel- 
fome  Tempers,  and  to  promote  Concord,  and  mutual  Re- 
gard to  each  others  Welfare,  before  it  be  too  late.

TT  is  generally  allowed,  the  Conftitution  of  this  Gover- 
ment  is  the  belt  calculated  of  any,  for  the  Security  of  the 
Subje6l,  and  that  not  only  in  refpe^f^  of  his  Property,  but 
alfo  in  refpeil  of  Liberty  of  Conlcience,  and  Conftitutional 
Liberty  ;  in  regard  of  his  Perfon  and  Condu6^,  Including 
the  Liberty  of  the  Prefs,  which  latter  is  of  great  Importance 
to  the  Welfare  of  the  Whole,  to  the  Promotion  of  Truth, 
and  to  the  effedual  Support  and  Continuance  of  thofe  great 
Bleffings. 

But,  at  the  fame  Time,  while  we  have  great  Reafon  to 
be  thankful,  as  Englilhment,  for  the  Enjoyment  of  thefe 
tranfcendant  Advantages  above  neighbouring  Nations, 
it  Ihould  certainly  be  the  Duty  of  every  fenfible  Man  to 
a  void  and  difcourage  the  Abufe  of  this  laft  mentioned  Pn- 
inledge,  the  Liberty  of  the  Prefs,  which  has  of  late  been  {o 
enormous,  as  to  make  it  abfoluteiy  neceffary,  on  the  Part 
of  Government,  to  reftrain  by  adequate  Punifhment,  fome 
of  the  Perpetrators  of  fo  dangerous  an  Abufe,  and  if  from

I  have  compofed  my  Sentiments  in  the  inclofed  Paper  j 
but  in  regard  what  particularly  feems  necelTary  in  the  pre- 
fent  State  of  Sedition  at  Bofton,^  and  other  Places,  where  in- 
!?rateful  Combinations,  and  Condu<5l,  are  now  become  fo 
alarming,  I  apprehend  that  a  Number  of  twenty  Gun  Ships 
and  Sloops  of  JVar  are,  or  will  be,  neceflary  at  the  Mouths  of 
all  the  American  principal  Rivers,  in  order  to  effedlually  pre- 
vent all  Contraband  Trade,  and  their  importing  Gun  Pow- 
der and  Guns,  which  will  do  more  towards  diftreffing  them, 
and  towards  the  Return  of  their  commercial  Connexion, 
with  their  Parent  Country,  than  10,000 Troops,  altho'  thefe 
latter  may  pofTibly  become  needful  to  preferve  the  Cuflom- 
houfe  Officers,  their  Lives  and  Safety,  in  the  Difcharge  of 
their  Duty ;  and  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  if  good  Difci- 
pline  fhould  be  inforced  generally  among  the  Troops,  an  e-

TVylR,  Printer,  permit  me  through  the  Channel  of  your  diffu- 
fiye  Paper,  to  reafon  with  the  unhappily  m iftaken Wri- 
ters, who  remonftrate  in  Favour  of  theBoftonians,  &c.  and  do 
at  large,  and  without  Exception,  affert  that  the  Parliament, 
alias  the  three  Eftates  of  the  Realm,  in  Parliament  af- 
fembled,  have  no  Right  at  all  to  impofe  Revenue  Taxes 
on  their  American  Subje6^s,  mod  of  whom,  either  emigra- 
ted from  hence,  or  are  the  Defcendants  of  fuch,  who  have 
done  fo,  and  who,  before  permitted  to  emigrate,  were  in 
in  their  [own  Opinion,  Subjeds,  bound  by  the  Laws  of  the 
fupreme  LegiQative  Power  of  this  Country.  They  aflert, 
having  carried  over  with  them,  all  the  R  ights  of  Englifh- 
men,  one  Principle  whereof,  is  that  of  being  Taxed  by  their 
own  Reprefentatives :  Now  as  I  am  always  glad  to  unde- 
ceive the  MiQed  In  Judgment,  when  their  Welfare  is  at 
Stake,  I  would  recommend  them  calmly  to  confider,  that 
altho'  they  have  been  allowed  by  their  Charters  to  raife 
Taxes  among  themfclves,  for  Purpofes  of  their  particular 
Provincial  Concerns,  none  of  their  Charters  have  ever  con- 
tained any  exprefled  or  intended  Exemption  from  the  Par- 
liament, ufing  a  Right  of  Legiflation  or  Taxation  over  any 
of  the  Colonifts,  after  Emigration  and  fettling  in  Ame  • 
rica,  for  the  Purpofe  of  a  reafonable  Qiiota  towards  Pro- 
tedion  J  therefore  as  they  affert  carrying  over  with  them 
all  the  Rights  of  Engliflimen,  let  them  wifely  confider  alfo, 
before  It  be  too  late,  they  alfo  carried  over  with  them  at 
thefameTime,  theirAllegiance,  asSubje(5ls,the  fame  as  when 
here,  and  if  any  foolifhly  prefume  to  deny  this^  I  ani  con- 

Q^  2  fident 
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fident  tliey  will  (on  ferious  Confideratlon)  find  thetn- 
felves  utterly  at  a  Lofs  to  find  out  the  Manner,  or  Time, 
of  their  becoming  legally  emancipated  from  the  Allegiance 
of  Subjeds,  in  refped  of  I'axation. 

It  appears  then,  in  moft  of  their  Remonftrances,  and  Al- 
legations, that  their  only  grand  Grievance,  properly  deemed 
unconftitjutional,  is  their  not  being  now  reprefented  in  the 
Parliament,  as  they  were  before  their  voluntary  Emigration 
from  hence,  this  I  freely  acknowledge  to  be  really  uncon- 
ilitutional  j  andif  they  had  (agreeable  to  feveral  Precedents, 
in  firnilar  Cafes  in  Great  Britain)  petitioned  for  fuch  Repre- 
fentacion  from  America,  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
&c.andhadbeendeny'dthatconftitutionalPriviledge,lfhould 
then  have  thought  their  Objection  to  Taxation  conflitution' 
ally  valid,  and  deferving  Redrefs  j  but  as  a  Voyage  from 
America  is  as  eafy  and  pradicable,  and  not  more  expenfive, 
than  a  Journey  from  fome  Parts  of  Scotland ;  and  as  it  does 
not  appear  fo  far,  that  the  Americans  have  asked  for  a  Re- 
prefentation,  in  order  to  enjoy  the  Priviledge  of  Co-opera- 
tion,  in  making  and  amending  the  Laws,  which  muft  ne- 
cefiarily  bind  them  j  it  is  under  this  Confideratlon,  evident- 
ly  very  unreafonable  of  them  to  exped  to  be  exempt  from 
Taxation  by  Parliament,  towards  the  Expence  of  general 
Protedion  and  Defence  :  Under  that  fpecious  Pretence  of 
not  being  reprefented,  when  it  appears  they  do  not  defire 
it,  but  rather  plead  off,  in  order  to  preferve  their  prefent 
vague  Pretence  of  being  exempt  from  Taxation ;  I  would, 
for  their  own  Safety,  recommend  them  to  confider  mature- 
ly, that  in  Confequence  of  War,  entered  into  for  their  Pro- 
tedion  and  Defence,  this;Nation  has  expended  more  than  one 
Hunderd  Million  of  Money  Sterling,  and  being  on  Loan, 
is  now  attended  with  an  annual  Interefl  of  near  4,000,000; 

which 
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which  is  wholly  raifccl  on  the  Inhabitants  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, except  the  mere  Trifles  coming  from  American 
Duties,  &c. 

So  when  of  late  they  wanted  the  efiential  Benefit  of  Pro- 
tc^ion,  agaiiift  the  Military  Attempts  of  ^the  French  and 
Indians,  they  earneftly  fued  to  Great  Britain  for  the  Aid  of 
the  Navy  and  Military,  which  was  generoufly,  nobly,  and 
cffedually  granted  them  by  the  Mother  Country,  at  an  a- 
mazing  Expence  5  but  now  when  fo  very  fmall  a  Part  of 
the  annual  Intereft  of  the  Monies  of  Courfe  boiTOwed  on 
that  very  Account,  (and  the  unavoidable  Confequences 
thereof)  becomes  in  Queftion,  as  a  fmall  Quota  to  be  raifed 
by  them  in  return  i  they,  to  their  Shame  be  it  fpoken, 
make  an  infuperable  Mountain  of  Ingratitude,  in  remorir 
Itrating  againft  fo  very  fmall  a  Tax,  towards  re-imburfting 
Government,  in  fo  very  fmall  a  Proportion  •,  and  in  refpe<5t 
of  the  Merchants  of  Great  Britain,  who  have  fo  afliduoufly 
laboured,  on  the  Behalf  of  the  Americans,  by  interceding 
with  Government  on  their  Behalf;  why  truly  they  are  in- 
gratefully  rewarded  by  the  Combinations  of  Non-imporr 
ation,  entered  into  in  order  to  punifli  their  Benefadors, 
altho'  they  could  not  do  it  without  punifhing  themfelves 
alfo  :  Are  thefe  the  Sons  of  the  good  Old  Mother,  who 
has  fo  affed^ionably  cherilh*d  them  ?  and  do  they  fo  forr 
rowfuUy  deferve  the  old  Lamentntion  ?  "  I  have  nourifhed 
*'  and  brought  up  Children,  and  they  have  rebelled  againft 
me,  &c. 

Let  them  alfo  confider  that  all  the  Duties  in  America,  now 
by  Afls  of  ParHament  laid  on,  do  not  amount  to  a  twentelth 
Part  of  the  faid  annual  Intereft,  altho'  'tis  computed  that 
America  contains  a^  lead  one  fourth  Pare  as  many  Inha- 
bitants, 
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bitants,  as  does  Great  Britain ;  and  let  them  alto  confider 
that  altho'  fome  Profit  has  arifen  to  Great  Britain  by  the 
Commerce,  occafioned  by  the  Americans  wearing  Britifli 
Manufa61ures,  yet  'tis  but  Juftice  alio  to  confider  that 
they  wore  the  very  fame  Manufafturers  here,  before  their 
Emigration  ;  and  therefore  is  there  not  fo  much  Merit  in 
it  as  they  plead  for,  and  withal  the  whole  Export  of  Bri- 
tilh  Manufadures,  in  grofs  Sums,  do  not  amount  to  fo 
much  as  the  Naval  and  Military  Expence,  which  has 
during  thirty  Years  paft,  arofe  and  been  defrayed  by  this 
Nation,  in  protecting  and  defending  them,  and  the  Con- 
fequences  thereof. 

So  on  the  Whole,  although  they  have  a  Right  to  require 
a  Reprefentation,  they  have  not  an  equitable  Right  to  be 
exempt  from  an  equitable  Taxation,  towards  their  Protec- 
tion ;  I  am  therefore,  as  ihSix  hearty  Wcll-wiflier,  defirous 
of  a  Reprefentation  taking  Place,  but  duly  limited,  fo  as 
to  make  it  fafe  and  honourable  for  Great  Britain  to  grant, 
and  for  America  to  accept,  and  which  may  very  well  be 
happily  reconciled  to  the  Honour,  Profperity,  and  Secu- 
rity of  both,  and  of  all  our  gracious  King's  Dominions. 
At  the  fame  Time,  if  the  Americans  fhould  continue  to 
decline  making  fuch  Requeft  for  Reprefentation,  I  for  one 
do  prefume  to  wifh,  that  Government  may  gracioufly  and 
wifely  condcfcend  fo  far,  as  to  make  a  Law  to  grant  it  to 
fuch  Provinces,  as  may  fultably  petition  for  the  fame  •,  then 
will  Parliament  be  more  conftitutionally  juftified  in  impo-

TT  Is  of  much  Importance  at  this  Time,  for  every  Well- 
•  wiQier  to  the  Welfare  and  Profperity  of  the  Nation,  fen- 
fibly'to  diftinguifh  between  imaginary,  and  real  Grievances; 
between  the  imbroiling,  difconiented,  violent  Declamations 
of  the  Outs,  arifing  from  mortified  Self-Love  ;  and  the  real 
Dangers,  which  do  unhappily  fubfift.

ate, in  mending  and  making  every  Law,  neceflarlly  bind- 
ing them  for  the  Good  and  Safety  of  the  Whole  :  Mother^ 
altho'  with  good  apparent  Deiign,  too  warmly,  unwifely  af- 
ferting  in  Parliament,  that  this  Government  had  no  Right 
to  tax  America,  altho'  towards  the  Expence  of  the  Navy 
and  Army,    which  did,  and  abfolutely  muft,  neceftarily 
protedl  them  in  common  with  all  other  Subie6ls  of  thefe 
Dominions :    A  third,  in  laying  other  Duties  on  America, 
unwifely  declared /i?r  the  Purpofe  of  raifing  a  Revenue^  and 
that  without  making  it  conftitutional,  or  granting  them 
the  Right  of  Co-operations  in  future  :    The  very  unhappy 
Confequences  of  thefe  unconftitutional  Grievances,    now 
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very  unfortunately  Caufes  Government  to  become  a  very 
erduom  Tafk,  and  if  tli€  King  and  prefent  Miniftry  fhould 
cffed:  a  happy  Accommodation,  agreeable  to  the  true  Genius 
€>i  the  Bniijh  Conjiinuion,  they  will  therein  diftinguilh  them- 
felves  the  nioft  glorious  real  Fatriots,  that  have  blefled  this 
Nation  fmce  the  Revolution.

CUFFER  it  to  take  Place  and  remain  on  your  Minds,  as 
an  important  Truth,  that  the  jarring  Interefts,  and  want 
of  Unity,  between  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies,  is  the  grand 
Foundation,  whereon  the  Enemies  of  thefe  once  happy  Do- 
minions, build  their  Profpe(5t,  and  Confidence  of  Succefs 
againft  us,  and  that  nothing  would  more  ftrongly,  or  more 
happily  tend,  to  remove  fuch  threatening  Profpe<5t  and 
Confidence ;  and  in  lieu  thereof  to  fubftitute,  on  the  Part 
of  our  Enemies,  a  permanent  Dread,  or  Fear  of  offending 
in  future,  than  a  happy  and  durable  Union,  between  the 
Mother  Country  and  her  Colonies,  including  Ireland  there- 
with. To  proceed  then,  if  this  be  granted,  as  in  general 
doth  evidently  appear  to  be  the  Cafe,  it  will  follow  of 
Courfe,  that  the  proper  and  eflential  Bufinefs  of  Govern- 
ment, doth  much  confift  in  planing  and  drawing  into  Prac- 
tice, the  wifeft,  fafeft,  and  moft  perm^^ient  Mode  of  con- 
ciliating the  many  internal  Difficulties,  now  fubfifting,  by 
effectually  removing  the  Grounds  thereof,  fo  far  as  appears 
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to  the  Intelligent  and  Candid,  and  many  fuch  there  are,  on 
both  Sides,  who  very  clearly  perceive  that  the  Mo4e  and 
Proportion  of  AMERICAN  TAXATION,  has  never  yet 
been  wifely  modelled,  nor  made  conftitutional,  fo  as  to  be  of 
a  Piece  with  the  Principles  of  the^Britifh  Conftitution,  in  ge- 
neral, refpeding  Reprefentation  and  confequent  Taxation  ;

To  make  it  conftitutional  and  honourable,  the  Colonies 
ihould  have  proper  Members  of  their  own,  to  reprefent  them 
in  Parhament,  fo  that  they  may,  in  future  thereby  co-operate 
in  making  the  Laws  of  Taxation  and  Legiflation,  which 
muft  neceiTarily  bind  them  j  but  then  to  make  It  alfo  fafe 
for  the  Colonies  to  accept  the  Honour  of  Reprefentatlon,  it 
evidently  appears,  fome  Barrier  muft  be  enaded  to  bound 
the  Right  of  Parliamentary  Taxation  over  the  Colonies, 
elfe  would  they  be  liable  by  being,  on  every  Occafion,  out- 
numbered, to  be  taxed  too  high,  beyond  their  reafonable 
Abilities,  after  the  Right  once  admitted  ;  fo  that  taking  in 
the  Confideration  of  future  Confequences,  and  the  Temper 
and  Benevolence  of  future  Kings,  and  future  Minifters,  &c. 
as  may  be  found  to  arife  in  the  Courfe  of  Time,  it  is  but 
reafuixable,  on  Behalf  of  the  Colonies,  that  this  Right  of 

Taxation 
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Taxation  Ihou'd  be  Co  happily  bounded,  as  that  It  may  not 
be  in  the  Power  of  Parliament,  in  fucceeding  Times,  to  tax 
America,  or  Ireland,   apart,  or   feparately   trom  Great 
Britain,  to  raife  a  Revenue,  or  for  Protedlion  ;  nor  without, 
at  the  fame  Time,  in  the  fame  A<fl:s,  and  in  the  fame  JMode, 
taxing  the  Britilh  Subjef^s  alfo ;  without  fuch  Barrier,   or 
lome  other  adequate  Method,  fo  as  to  effe(^uany  prevent 
the  Americans  and  Irilh,  from  being  taxed   apart  from 
the  Brltifli,  ar  to  prevent  the  Taxes  laid,  or  to  be  laid,  on 
America   and    Ireland,     from  exceeding    certain  limited 
Proportions,  to  be  previoufly  agreed  on,  they  will  never 
think  themfelves  fafe,   jn  accepting  a  Reprefentation,    nor 
yet  will  they  be  content  to  be  taxed  by  Parliament  without 
it ;  and  as  it  is  evidently  juft  and  reafonable,  they  fhould 
fomehow  legally  contribute  their  proportionate  Qtiota 
of  Supplies,  towards  general  Protet^^ion  and  Defence,  a  wife 
Union,    by  Reprefentation,  evidently  appears  the  proper 
Means ;   and  the  Duties  apart,  neceffarily  arifing,  by  regu- 
lating their  Trade,  to  be  applied  to  their  own  particular 
Provincial  Concerns,  for  the  Support  of  Civil  Government, 
&c.   and  I  do  prefume,  no  general  Taxation  to  be  made 
common  to  the  Britifh,  American,   and  Irifli  Subjeds,  in 
one  and  the  fame  Ad,  can  be  devifed  fo  proper,  as  that 
heretofore  pointed  out  by  the  Author  of  thefe  Lines,  viz. 
A  Pound  Rate  on  their  real  and  perfonal  Eftates,  a  proper 
Mode  of  Proof,  being  firil  adopted,  /.  e.  Every  Parilhoner, 
who  hath  ferved  the  Office  of  Church- Warder,  orOverfcer 
of  the  Poor,  in  each  Parifli,  feparately ;  together  with  the 
Aifcffors,    and  Colledors  of  the  Land-Tax,  for  the  pre- 
ceeding  Year,  in  the  Diftrid,  to  be  commilTioned  to  aifefs, 
and  properly  impowered  to  ballot,  taking  the  medium  Va- 
luation ;  but  with  this  Provifo,  if  any  one  fhould  appear  to 
be  immoderately  ejccefTive,  his  Vote  to  be  rejeded,  by  the 
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Majority  of  the  Reft  •,  and  after  fuch  Decifion,  if  any  Pa- 
rilhioner  fhould  find  himfelf  aggrieved,  in  being  over- 
valued, beyond  his  real  Abilities,  he  fhould  be  indulged 
with  the  Liberty  of  fwearing  off,  and  in  Confequence,  to  a 
rational  Alleviation,  to  be  decided  by  the  fame  Afleflbrs. 
And  as  it  is  always  found  good  Policy,  to  make  every  new 
Meafure  of  Importance,  as  moderate  and  equitable,  as  the 
Nature  of  the  Cafe,  for  the  Time  being,  will,  with  Prudence, 
admit,  I  do  prefume,  that  fuch  a  general  Tax,  of  only 
One  Shilling  in  the  Pound,  equitably  and  juftlyaflefTed, 
according  to  the  original  Intention  of  the  prefent  difpropor- 
tionate  AflcflTment,  commonly  called  the  Land-Tax  in 
England,  would  bring  in  a  larger  Revenue,  than  Three 
Shillings  in  the  Pound  doth,  in  the  hitherto  pradlifed,  par- 
tial, unequitable  Mode,  in  this  Country. 

I  [therefore  humbly  recommend  the  following  Plan  of 
Union  and  Reprefentation  to  be  ferioufly  confidered.

I.  T^HESE Reprefentatives  miy  be  ele<5^ed,  by  each  Af- 
fembly,  from  among  themfelves,  and  alfo  by  the 
Parliament,  of  Ireland,  from  among  themfelves,  if  to 
them  more  eligible  than  the  particular  local  Eledions,  pro- 
pofed  in  the  Plan. 

2d.  It  may  he  needful  to  exempt  them  from  the  fame 
Qualifications,  which  are  the  Condition  of  Britilh  Mem- 
bers, enjoying  a  Seat  in  Parliament,  refpec^ing  the  Value 
of  their  real  Eilates. 

3d.  It  may  be  needful  to  infert  a  Claufe,  in  the  propofed 
A<51  of  Union,  that  on  the  difToIving  any  Parliament,  the 
fame  Member,  which  reprefented  America,  in  fuch  difToI-^ 
ved  Parliament,  lliould  continue  to  reprefcnt  them  in  the 
next  enfuing,  until  others  are  returned  from  their  refpediv^ 
Conftituents,  in  lieu  thereof. 

4th.  It  may  be  needful  that  a  fpecial  Diftance  of  Time 
be  allowed  in  the  new  Writs,  for  American  Members,  be-s 
yond  the  ufual  Time  in  Great  Britain,  perhaps  fix 
Months. 

5th.  TheRcfidence  (in  or  near  London)  of  ever  Ameri- 
can Merchant,  may  be  required,  to  be  conftantly  left,  in 
Writing,  with  the  Speaker  of  the  Houle  ol  Commons,  for 
the  Time  being. 

6di.  In  order  to  prevent  die  evil  EiTe*5t  of  any  Miftrufl:  of 
the  Colonies,  being  liable  to  be  over  burthened  with  Taxes, 
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beyond  their  reafonable  Abilities,  after  Reprefentat!on  takes 
Place  ;  it  would  be  wife  and  conciliating  toenaft,  in  the  pro- 
pofedyf/?,  granting  the  Honour  of  Reprcfcntatlon,  that  neith- 
er America,  nor  Ireland,  Ihall  be  afterwards  hable  to  be  tax- 
ed feperately,  or  a  Part,  from  theBritilh,  towards  railing 
a  Revenue,  or  for  general  Prote6\ion  or  Defence  *,  this, 
it  Is  humbly  conceived,  would  be  much  wifer  than  to  fix 
any  limited  Sums,  on  account  of  the  probable  growing 
Population  and  Abilities  of  America,  in  future  j  and  altho* 
it  might  appear  an  Indignity  to  the  fupreme  legiflative  Po- 
wer, to  be  limited  by  her  own  Subjects ;  it  neverthelefs 
would  be  a  Manifeftation  of  VVifdom,  Juftice,  and  Pru- 
dence, for  the  faid  fupreme  Power  fo  to  limit  its  own  Opera- 
tions, for  the  Peace,  Safety,  and  Satisfadion  of  the  Public, 
and  of  every  Part  of  thefe  Dominions,  inafmuch  as  ic 
would  ftrongly,  and  happily  tend  to  make  the  propofed 
Union  elegible,  and  durable,  to  general  Content  mutually^ 
which  happy  Cement,  would  be  the  very  beft  Security 
to  the  Whole. 

7th.  It  Is  not  unlikely,  that  the  Americans  may  want 
feme  Reftridions  to  be  taken  off  their  maritime  and  inland 
Trade,  which  may  become  a  neceffary  Coniideration,  un- 
der due  Regard  to  the  principal  End  of  colonizing  -,  but  it 
fhould  a:  all  Events  be  llipulated,  that  the  A61  of  Naviga- 
tion fhould  be  maintained,  in  Favour  of  the  Mother  Coun- 
try, in  regard  of  the  enormous  Expence,  fhehas  already  in- 
curred, in  fettling,  proteding  and  defending  the  Plantations, 
&c.  as  alfo  on  Account  of  Emigration,  having  without 
fuch  Limitations,  too  ftrong  a  Tendency  to  weaken  and 
impoverilh  the  Parent  Country,  fo  running  out  from 
themfeives,  and  otherwife  fetting  up  a  feparate  Intereft  of 
oppofite  Principles, 
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^tli.  The  Duties  apart,  neceflarily  arlfing  in  the  Colonies, 
from  A<51s  of  Parliament,  to  regulate  their  Trade,  may  be 
applied  to  the  particular  Ufes  of  each  Province  apart,  for 
the  Purpofe  of  defraying  the  Charges  of  civil  Government, 
and  other  local,  particular,  provincal,  evil  Concerns ;  fo  re- 
moving the  Diftruft  of  Dread,  either  to  accept  the  Honour 
of  Reprcfentation,  or  to  adopt  the  Right  of  parliamentary 
Taxation  without  it,  and  without  Limitation.

folute  Monarch,  it  being  nearly  the  fame  to  them  (if  not  i'o 
regulated)  whether  they  are  taxed  by  an  arbitrary  Parlia- 
ment, or  an  arbitrary  Monarch  ;  and  further,  be  pleafed 
to  coniider^  if  the  Right  of  Taxation  over  America  and 
Ireland,  fhould  be  happily  macfe  conftitutlonal.

V/JUCH  Altercation,  having  of  late  enfued  on  the  Sub- 
jed:  of  imprefling  Seamen,  in  Times  of  Danger  and 
Neceffity,  has  occafioned  my  animadverting  on  the  fame,  the 
Refult  whereof,  in  my  Judgment,  I  Ihall  not  hefitate  to 
communicate,  in  hope  it  may  have  fome  Tendency  to  pro- 
mote the  Peace  of  my  Countrymen,  and  the  Safety  of  the 
Nation. 

It  evidently  appears,  that  Imprefling  is  a  Kind  of  Con- 
traft  to  the  peculiar  Priviledge  of  an  Englifhman,  in  this 
Land  of  conftitutional  Liberty  to  the  Subjefl,  a  Blefling, 
which  I  prclnme  we  enjoy,  beyond  any  other  Nation,  and 
for  which  every  Briton  ought,  with  a  becoming  Senfibllity, 
to  pay  ajuft  Tribute  of  Reverence  and  Praife,  and  ought 
alfo  to  do  his  Part  towards  the  Prefervation  thereof;  but 
then  let  it  be  confidered  that  while  this  Nation,  happy  in 
that  Refpeft,  has  for  a  natural  Rival  and  Enemy,  a  neigh- 
bouring Nation,  wherein  Popery  and  arbitrary  Power  fo 
ftrongly  prevail,  that  thefe  very  valuable  Priviledges  and 
Rights  of  Englifhmen,  are  no  longer  fecure  to  us,  than  we, 
by  a  fuperior  Fleet,  &c*  continue,  under  Providence,  an 
Over-match  fur  Cacholick  Enemies,  who  doubtlefs  would 

otherwifc 
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cchenvife  exert themfelvcs, to  fubjugate this,  might  be,  happy 
Nation  to  a  Yoke,  which  neither  we,   nor  our  Fathers  have 
l)€en  able  to  bear;  therefore,  when  alarm'd  with  fudden  Dan- 
ger, it  becomes   the  Duty  of  Minifters,   from  a  Principle 
of  Prefervation,  and  NecefTity,  to  arm,  with  much  greater 
Difpatch,  than  is  by  any  exprefsl^aws  extant  poffible,  hence 
Necejfiias  non  habet  Legem.   Neceffity  has  no  Law,    and  the 
other  Adage,  Solus  Vopidi  fiiprema  eji  Lex,  or  the  Safety  of 
the  People  is  the  fupreme  Law,  becomes  the  Grounds  of 
Juftiftcation  to  Government,  in  making  ufe  of,  otherwife 
fuch  feeming  Contraft,    in  a  free  Country  :    Neverthelefs, 
by  Way  of  Expedient,  to  leffen  the  Extent  thereof,  I  for 
one  fhould  be  glad  to  fee  an  Enquiry  fet  on  foot,  by  ap- 
pointing a  Committee,  for  fuch  Purpofe  ;  and  am  of  the 
Judgment  that,  upon  the  whole  Matter,  a  better  cannot 
be  devifed,  than  to  make  a  juft,  equitable  Calculation,   of 
the  Number  of  Seamen,  employ 'd  at  each.

Means  ought  the  Power  of  Prefling  to  be  fuppreffed;  and  if 
the  Inland  Counties  were  alfo  to  furnifli  each  proportionate 
Number  of  Marine  Soldiers,  'tv/ould  be  a  good  Expedient,

VjUCH  Altercation  an^  MalevoL^nce,  having  of  late 
taken  riie,  from  a  fuppofed  Influence,  derived  from  a 
certain  Lord  Chief  Juftice,  over  the  Jury,  on  a  late  re- 
markable Trial,  and  the  Sons  of  Liberty,  or  the  Partf 
known  by  that  Appellation,  having  fuggefted  the  Danger 
of  the  conftitutional  Liberty  of  the  Subjedt,  being,  by  fuch 
Means,  liable  to  be  loft,  has  occafioned  my  Animadverfion 
on  the  Subie(51: ;  and  in  hope  the  Refult  may  be  of  fome 
Ufe,  towards  quieting  the  Minds  of  fome  of  thofc  vveli- 
meaning,  but  too  warm,  and  milled  People,  I  now  em- 
ploy Half  and  Hour's  Leifure,  to  publifti  my  Sentiments, 
being  willing  for  lijch  dcfireable  Purpofe,  to  fhew  my 
Opinion  alfo ;   which  take  as  follows  : 

The  Juries  are,  unfortunately,  too  frequently  found, 
by  Experience,  to  be  compoled  of  Perfons,  ignorant  of  the 
Law,  in  which  Cafe  the  Advice  and  Dire^ion  of  the  Judg(c 
is  quite  needful,  to  afllft  their  Judgment,  elfe  might  their 
Verdid,  in  refpe^St  of  Law,  be  merely  at  Hap-hazard,  Hkc 
taking  a  Leap  Blindfold,  or  in  the  Dark.  The  Pra^ice  thcre^ 
fore  of  the  Judges,  appears  to  me,  not  only  very  juftifiable, 
but  very  neceflary,  to  the  End  of  equitable  Decifion;  and 
neverthelefs  to  further  quiet  the  Minds  of  thefe  Sons  of  Li- 
berty, I  would  juft  put  them  in  mind,  that  the  ufual,  and 
reafonable  Pradice  of  the  Judges  giving  Diredions  not^ 
withftanding,  if  the  Jury  happen  to  be  fuch,  as  are  by 
Knowledge  and  Experience  competent  of  the  Laws,  as 
well  as  Fad,  they  are  not,  as  the  Matter  now  ftands,  in 
our  happy  Conilitution,  obliged  by  Law  to  conform  to 
fi2ch  Diredions,  if  it  Ihould  be  found  contrary  to  the  Evi- 
dence 
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cJcnce  of  their  own  Minds,  but  are  legally,  notwithftandlng 
the  Direfllons,  or  Affiftance  of  the  Judge,  at  full  Liberty 
to  take  and  determine  on  both  Law,  and  Fadl  •,  fo  docs 
the  Law  want  no  Amendment  in  that  Refpeft,  and  cannot 
be  better  than  it  now  Is,  left  to  the  Prudence  of  the  Judge, 
to  give  necefiary  DIredions,  as  the  Cafe  may  require  ;  and 
th(^  Jury  left  to  their  Choice,  to  conform  to  it,  only  in 
Proportion,  as  they  find  it  jaft.

There- 
fore, fuffer  me,  to  remind  you  to  keep  in  Remem- 
brance, agreeable  to  my  Motto,  to  rife  betimes  in  the 
Morning,  is  the  wholefomeft  Thing  in  the  World  ;  and  if 
we  take  in  the  Confideration  of  fuitable  early  Exercife, 
confequent  therefrom,  'twill  generally  be  found  very  be- 
neficial ;  Exercife  and  Temperance  being  the  very  befl:, 
preferving  Phyficians,  acute  Cafes  and  Accidents  ex- 
cepted. 

I  therefore,  for  the  Health  and  Welfare  of  my  Country- 
men, do  heartily  recommend  the  falubrious  Pra6\ice  of 
early  rifing.

T  r  is  pad  a  Doubt  the  Exigencies  of  Stare  mufl  be  provi- 
ded for,  when  theSafety  of  the  People  make  it  necclTavy  ; 
and  it  is  alfo  pafs  a  Doubt,  that  the  necciTiry  Protcftion 
cannot  be  adminiftercd  without  the  Means,  which  under 
Providence,  are  a  fufficient  Force  by  Sea  and  Land,  which, 
properly  employed,  and  wifely  direded,  may  be  raiionaliy 
confidered  as  a  Bulwark  to  the  Safety  of  the  State,  and 
confequently  to  the  manifold  Liberties  and  BlelTings  of  the 
the  People,  in  this  might-be  happy  liland,  Great  Eritain.

Trader,  and  bell  of  Subjects  ;  an  inglorious,    and  ruinous 
Retribution  of  Rewards,  oppoike  to  the  Principles  of  Juf- 
lice  and  Reafon,  and  therefore  not  fit  to  be  exercifed,  ex- 
cept in  lomefew  Cafes,  Vv^herc  the  commercial,  and  moral  In- 
tercft  of  the  Subject,   may  make  a  Prohibition  neceflary. 
But  even   in   fuch  Cafes,    unlefs  a  fufHcient  Number  of 
Cutters  and  armed  Velfelsare  conftantly  employed  to  fcour 
the  Seas  around,  and  keep  them  clear  of  Smuggh'ng  Vef- 
fcls,  it  works  great  Hardlhip,  and  a  Sort  of  Injuflice,  to 
the  fair  Trader,  and  which  ought  to   be  guarded  againft.

Time  to  Time,  that  It  is  high  Time  to  put  a  final  Stop  to 
ir,  by  wifely  and  honeftly  adopting  a  new  Plan,  of  follow- 
ing Property  wherever  it  is  found  in  the  King's  Dominions, 
by  laying  Taxes  on  all  real  and  perfonal  Eftatcs,  honeftly 
aiTefTeii,  as  near  as  may  be.

nel of  ygur  ufefui  Paper,  to  put  them  in  Mind,  by  Way  of 
Caution,  what  Sort  of  Langu;ige  and  Condud,  the  Ameri- 
cans held  out  to  them  five  Years  ago,  in'  order  to  induce 
them  to  follicit  Government,  to  indulge  them  in  an  unrea- 
fonable  Favour,  by  repealing  the  important  Stamp  Ad — an 
Ad,  no  othervvife  impo.itic,  than  that  it  was  not  preceded 
by,  or  accompanied  with,  the  conflitutional  Meafure  of 
granting  them  a  fuitable  Reprefentation,  in  the  fupreme 
Legifl.iture  of  thefe  Dominions,  and  which,  if  they  h^d 
previouQy,  or  then,  petitioned  for,  and  had  been  refufed, 
would  have  made  then-  Objedions  conftitutionally  valid  ;

DitFerence,  between  a  conftitutional  Right,  and  an  equitable 
Right,  in  reiped  of  parliamentary  Taxation,  ignorantly 
imagined,  and  afferted,  that  tne  Parliament,  or  King,  Lords, 
and  Commons,  in  Parliament  affembled,  being  the  only 
lovereign  Power  in  thefe  Dominions,  both  of  Britain  and 
America,  &c.  have  no  Right  at  all  to  tax  America,  v/hercas 
nothing  can  be  more  evidendy  true,  in  the  right  Eye  of  Reafon 
and  Jullice,  than  that,  agreeable  to  general  Pradice  in  all 
Countries,  the  fovereign  Power  of  every  Nation,  hath 
a  clear,  certain,  equitable  Right  to  lay  Taxes  on  all  their 
Subjeds,  in  juft  Proportions,  to  defray  the  Exftence  of  ge- 
neral Protedion  and  Defence,  neceflary  in  all  Countries. 
1  he  Cafe  thus  premifed,  I  now  exhort  my  Countrymen  to 

X  conlider 
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confider  the  lamentable  Dilemna  they  found  themfclvrs 
drawn  into,  by  being  threatened  by  their  American  mif- 
laken  Friends,  with  the  Non-payment,  or  a  pretended  In- 
ability to  pay  their  Debts,  unlefs  the  Repeal  of  the  Stamp 
A(^  was  obtained ;  and  this,  at  a  Time  when  they  ap- 
peared to  be  much  more  than  four  MiUions  in  Debt,  to  the 
Merchants  and  Manufadurers  of  Great  Britain,  whofe 
Ruin  was  (o  ungratefully  threatened,  if  they  did  not  what 
they  could  not  do,  without  foregoing  their  Duty  to  their 
Sovereign,  and  their  Country,  ufe  their  utmoft  Endeavours 
to  obtain  the  Repeal  of  that  A(£t.  Let  it  be  alfo  duly  conii- 
dered,  that  thofe  fame  Americans  have  fmce  tried  a  very 
different  Meafure,  and  have  failed  of  procuring,  a  further 
unreafonable  and  dangerous  Indulgence,  which  they  fo 
flrenuouQy  and  unjuftly  attempted,  by  puniihing  the  Mer- 
chants and  Manufadturers  of  this  Conntry,  (who  were  very 
innocent  in  the  Matter  complained  of)  by  refufing  to  take 
their  Manufactures,  although  this  could  not  be  effayed  as 
it  was,  without  punill^ing  themfelves,  and  their  Country- 
men, much  more  than  it  did  the  Britifh  Artifan  ;  and  all 
this,  to  procure,  by  Means  of  a  Repeal  on  Tea,  another 
Lift  towards  their  own  imaginary  Intereft ;  but  confequen- 
fially  real  Ruin,  an  attempting  the  arbitrary,  ungrateful, 
and  undutiful  Meafure,  of  their  much  longed  for  Inde- 
pendance  on  their  Parent  State, — an  Attempt,  big  with 
their  own  Deftruftlon,  as  the  probable  and  neceilluy  Effefi 
of  fuch  Ingratitude,  in  rebelling  againft  the  reafonable  Laws 
of  their  proper  and  only  Sovereign,  iupreme  legiflative 
Power,  their  conftant  Protedtors  and  Prefervers,  under 
Providence,  againft  all  their,  and  our  Enemies.  If  ic 
Ihould  unhappily  be  fuffered  for  their  temporary  Chaftife- 
ment,  it  mull  be  a  Verification  of  that  facred  Record, 
''  PFhen  the  JudgmenU  of  God  are  on  the  Earth,  her  Inhabit 
*'  tants  tvill  learn  Righieoufnefs.'\ 

Ingratitude 
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Ingratitude  Is  fald  in  the  Ploly  Scriptures,  to  be  the  Sin 
of  Witchcraft,  and  if  the  Americans  Ihouid,  unhappily, 
be  fo  far  become  bewitched,  by  their  own  covetous  and  ir- 
rational Tempers,  as  to  make  the  Attempt,  let  it  be  remem- 
bered, for  their  own  Peace  and  Safety,  that  fuch  Merchants 
and  Manufafturers  of  Great  Britain,  as  they  Ihall  then  be 
the  leaft  in  debt  to,  will  be  beft  off. 

I  would  therefore,  recommend  to  my  Countrymen,  to 
be  on  their  Guard,  and  not  confide  too  much  in  fuch  of 
them,  as  difcover  fo  unjuft  a  Principle,  as  to  want  to  be  ex- 
empt from  parliamentary  Taxation,  becaufe  not  reprefented, 
and  at  the  fame  Time  averfe  to  Reprefentation,  left  they 
fhould  lofe  the  only  Excufe,  and  become  liable  to  honeftly 
contribute,  as  all  good  Subjects  do,  all  over  the  World,  a 
reafonable  Quota,  fixed  by  fovereign  Law,  towards  the 
mighty  Expence  of  Protedlion  and  Defence,  in  a  Country 
which  hath,  for  that  fole  Purpofe,  the  largeft,  and  moft  ex- 
penfive  Navy,  of  any  Nation  on  Earth.

q^HE  unhappy  Miftakes,  in  Judgment,  of  former  Mlnif- 

ters,  unjudicioufly  and  cruelly,   caufmg  the  NecefTa- 

ries  of  Life  to  be  taxed,  which  the  poor  manutafturing

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People   cannot  do  without,  and   at  the  fame  Time,  over- 
looking Objeds  of  growing  Mifciiief,    injurious   to   the 
Good  of  the  State,  and  of  our  Country,  and  which  would 
abundantly  eafier  and  better  bear  Taxation-,  than  thefe  Ne- 
ceflaries  of  Life,  which  being  taxed,  do  ungeneroufl)/  and 
impolitickly  tend  to  enhance  the  Prices  thereof,  and  there- 
by diilrefs  the  Poor,  who  ought,  from  Principles  of  Juftice 
Mercy,  and  found  Policy,  to  be  enabled  to  procure  fucK 
Things,  as  Beer,  Ale,  Coals,  Soap,  Can<]les,  &c.  &c.  on 
as  low  Terms  as  poffible,  in  order  they  may  not  onl>  live 
more  comfortable,  but  be  the-  better  enabled  to  work  cheap, 
2nd  thereby  prevent  our  Manufadures,  through  h.oh  Wa- 
ges, being  enhanced  in  Price,  fo  as  to  caufe  our  befnc.  cir- 
cumvented and  underfold,  l^y  the  French,  at  foreiRn  Mar- 
kets. ° 

The  Objeas  which  would  much  more  judlcioufly  and 
properly  bear  Taxation,  are,  Batchelors,  Hcrfes  and  Doas; 
to  d.fcourage  the  too  great  Numbers  whereof,  by  Taxation, 
would   be  not  only  raifing  Money,  fo  neceflary  to  amend 
the  Finances  of  the  State,  in  eafe  of  the  enormous  Size  of 
the  public  Uebc,  but  would  dh  exclufivelv  be  doing  much 
good  in  many  l-^fpecfls ;  firll,  by  putting  each  Batchelor  in 
rnind  of  the.r  Duty,  in  endeavouring,  according   to  the 
W  III  of  Providence,  to  m.ke  fome  fuitable  ^Voman  haony 
and  therein  to  make  themfelvcs  fo  alfo;   and  withal  doin..' 
|ood  to   their  Country,  by  helping  to  raife  up   a  happ^ 
Succeffign  of  reasonable  ikings.  to  recruit  this  exhaufted 
Country,  and  thereby  tranfmit  to  future  Ages,  fome  happv 
Jranlcnpts  o^  themfelves,  to  preferve  their  Memory  on 
Jiecord,  and  enjoy  the  Fruits  of  thpir  Labours,  after  their 
Ji/)ai  Summons  iVom  hence  to  fiaurc  Reivards, 


I  would 
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I  would  alfo  remark,  under  the  fecond  Article,  that 
breeding  and  exporting  fuch  prodigious  Number  of  Horles, 
as  has  been  the  Cafe  ot  latv-  Years,  not  only  tends  to  divert 
too  much  of  the  Pafturage  to  the  Breed  of  Horfcs,  which 
lliOuid  lerve  to  raile  and  feed  Cattle,  for  Food  or  bung 
made  Araoie,  raife  Corn,  in  order  to  make  Bread  plenty  and 
cheap ;  but  does  very  Impoliticly,  (like  putting  a  Sword  into 
the  Hand  of  an  Enemy,)  too  much  tend  to  ftrengthen  the 
Armies  of  Foreigners,  with  the  beft  Breed  of  Horfcs,  who 
being  our  Enemies,  may  make  ufe  of  them  aguinfl:  us, 
therefore  fhould  a  high  Duty  be  laid  on  Exportation 
thereof,  from  this  Country :  And  in  refped  of  Dogs,  the 
monitious  Number  whereof  are  very  injurious,  in  many 
Relpecfls,  and  are  very  hurtful  to  the  Poor,  in  confuming 
the  Meat,  which  fliould  feed  them  •,  'tis  not  improbable, 
in  my  Eftimation,  there  may  be  much  more  than  ten  ufe- 
Icfs,  unlcryiceable  Dogs  in  each  Parilh,  on  an  Average,  but 
even  at  that  reckoning,  they  would  amount  to  near  one 
hundred  thoufand  in  England,  and  the  Food  they  eat 
would  ferve,  at  leaft.  Half  as  many  poor  People,  who 
many  of  them  want  it,  and  find  it  too  dear  for  their  Pur- 
chafe.  I  therefore  would  propofe,  that  no  Perfon  fhould 
be  fuffered  to  keep  a  Dog,  or  Dogs,  without  a  fuitable  Li- 
cence, attended  with  an  annual  Tax,  in  Proportion  to  their 
Station  in  Life,  ana  to  the  Number  allowed  to  keep. 

And  laflly,  the  Taxes  on  Batchelors,  of  24  Years  of 
Age,  and  upwards,  fhould  be  proportioned  to  their  reputed 
Abilities,  of  which  the  Church  Wardens  and  Overfeers  of 
the  Poor,  in  each  Parilli,  will  be  tolerable  good  Judges,  fo 
putting  them  into  Clafres,_  or  taxing  them  by  a  Pound  Rate, 
in  which  would  be  very  iirdc  Difiiculty  to  determine  a  fuit- 
able 
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able  Method,  fo  would  larg'^  Sums  of  Money  be  raifed,  by 
A6ls  of  Goodnefs,  in  lieu  of  OpprelTion  j  and  would  tura 
out,  inflead  of  diftreffing  the  Poor,  affording  them  Relief, 
and  alfo  procuring  Emclument  to  the  State,  and  public 
Good,  which  ftiould  ever  be  the  Objedt  of  Minifters 
Attention.

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<!ontiniie  pei'petually,  and  have  a  Right  to  the  Tra^ie 
to  India,  alfo,  in  common  with  all  other  Subjeds,  This 
being  really,  truly,  and  homiafide  the  Cafe,  how  falfely  and 
infamoufly  does  this  Author  abufe  the  Company,  for  dcing 
what  they  had  and  have  the  San61ion  of  feveral  A(5\s  of 
Parliament  for  doing ;  his  Com.putation  of  the  Revenues 
of  Bengal  and  Bahar^  at  Fourteen  Millions  Sterling,  feem 
difhonourably  intended  to  deceive  the  Proprietors  ;  it  can- 
not be  fo  many  Pounds  Sterling  ;  I  believe  fo  many  Ru- 
pees, or  Half-crowns  Sterling,  is  pretty  near  the  Truth  ;

at  the  Attempt.  If  the  Property  and  Privileges  of  fome 
thoufands,  in  a  corporal  Capacity,  are  to  be  tyrannically, 
or  wantonly  attacked,  it  may  be  fairly  concluded  the  fam^ 
arbitrary  Principles,  having  acquired  frefh  Strength,  would 
loon  invade  all  the  refr,  and  every  conflitutional  Security.

that  the  Company's  Privileges  were  not  of  Bounty  gi-ven^  but 
for  very  valuable  large  Confiderations  paid  in  hard  Money, 
purchafed  of  Government  -,  and  does  he  think  it  a  lefs 
Crime  to  rob  a  large  Body  of  fome  thoufands  of  Proprie- 
tors, than  It  would  be  to  rob  himfelf  of  an  Eftate,  which 
he  had  purchafed  and  paid  for,  under  San(5^ion  of  the 
v/hole  Legiflative  Powers  :  If  he  does,  I  pity  his  Princi- 
ples, and  I  fliall  think  him  an  Enemy  to  the  Happinefs  of 
Mankind.  If  he  had  read  the  fevcral  A6ls  of  Parliament, 
at  lead  a  Dozen,  which  conftitute  the  prefent  Rights  of 
the  Company,  particularly  thofe  of  the  3d  and  17th  Geo. 
II.  it  might  have  faved  him  from  expofing  his  Incapacity 
and  Ignorance,  in  afTerting  fo  many  abfolute  Falfities, 
which  his  lad,  as  well  as  former  Letter  contains,  refpe<5l- 
ing  the  Intent  of  eftablidiing  and  confirming  the  Rights  of 
the  Company  •,  and  if  he  had  confulted  as  many  living 
WitncfTes  as  I  have,  about  the  Revenues  of  Bengal,  he 
might  have  faved  his  Credit  on  that  head  alio  ;  I  know  his 
Computation  is  notorioudy  felfe  ;  if  he  means  fo  much 
Revenues,  arifing  to  the  Company,  or  a  quarter  Part  there- 
of, and  If  he  means  to  Include  what  is  paid  out  of  it,  to  the

Indian  Powers,  to  whom  the  Company  are  only  Tenants, 
it  is  a  wicked  and  deceitful  Calculation,  which  while  he 
falfely  accufeth  the  Company  of  pkindering  the  Natives, 
(fo«L.we  Ihould  ever  diftinguifh  between  the  Ads  of  the 
Company,  and  the  unwarranted  A6ls  of  fome  lawlefs  Ser- 
vants^ feems  to  hang  out  an  Idea  of  its  being  very  proper 
for  Government,  in  lieu  of  making  a  fair  Compad  with 
the  Indian  Powers  as  the  Company  has,  lonafide^  done,  to 
plunder  and  rob  the  fame  Powers  of  their  real  Property, 
and  fet  up  Sovereignty  in  a  Country,  which  at  this  Day  has 
not  either  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  Company  for 
their  lawful  Sovereign,  but  the  great  Mogul,  or  Emperor 
of  Indoftan,  and  his  Nabobs:  The  Englilh  Eail-India 
Company,  as  before  mentioned,  being  Tenant  only  under 
them,  in  the  Nature  of  perpetual  Tenants,  paying  large 
annual  Sums  to  the  Sovereign  Powers  of  Bengal  and  Bahar. 

Thefe  Matters  being  true  Fads  •,  how  glaringly  does  this 
infamous  Youth  In  Politicks  (or  a  much  worfe  Man)  ex- 
pofe  his  Ignorance  and  his  Principles  to  wound  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  honeft  Propreitors  ?  Such  Writers  are  a 
Difgrace  to  our  Country,  and  deferve  much  feverer  Punish- 
ment than  that  I  have  heretofore  pointed  out.  The  Ax 
and  the  Halter  are  fevere  Remedies,  but  fevere  Maladies 
require  fuch  for  the  Good  of  the  Whole,  in  order  to  pre-

JJAVING  fome  Weeks  fmce  thrown  out  a  Hint  for  pre- 
venting the  many  Mifchiefs,  which  fo  frequently  hap- 
pen by  horned  Cattle,  being  drove  through  the  Streets  of

far  from  the  New-river-head,  for  the  Convenlency  of  all 
Droves  of  Cattle,  coming  from  the  Northern,  or  by  Way 
of  the  late  new  Roads,  eaftern  and  weftern  Parts  of  Eng- 
land ;  and  the  other  in  George's- Fields,  for  the  Con- 
venlency of  the  Counties  of  Kent,  Suflex,  Surry,  and  fome 
weftern  Counties,  which  might  find  readier  Accefs  to 
this  than  the  other,  by  Means  of  thefe  two  Markets  for 
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liorneLl  Cattle,  and  the  Slaughter- Hon (es  before  propofed; 
there  would  not  remain  any  Neceffity  for  horned  Cattle 
]>eing  drove  through  the  Town  at  all,  fotne  few  Streets  and 
Roads  in  the  Extremities  thereof  excepted.

II.  do,  for  a  very 
large  and  valuable  Confideration  paid  by  tlie  Company, 
make  their  Charter  pcrpetuaU  and  that  they  lliall  enjoy  all 
the  PolTeffions,  which  they  had,  or  might  acquire  in  In-

The  Writer,  in  Queflion,  afferts  in  his  Letter  inferted 
in  your  Paper  of  the  14th  March,  "  their  Dominions  will 
in  all  Probability  fall  a  Sacrifice  to  our  Enemies, '*  now  to 
Keafon  a  little  with  this  fuperficial,  paffionate,  Writer,  I 
would  query  of  him,  if  Territories^  which  were  oUained 
from  Enemies ,  at  a  Time  when  fiid  Enemies  were  abun- 
dantly, beyond  Comparifon,  more  pov/erful,  and  more 
rich  than  they  have  been  fince,  or  are  at  p relent,  can  be 
rationally  fuppofed  in  Danger  of  being  again,  (contrary  to 
the  enfuing  folemn  Treaties  of  Peace)  recovered,  or  wreft- 
ed  from  the  Company,  notwithftandmg  while  the  In  iian 
Powers,  formerly  in  PoiTelfion,  are  become  fo  exceiTively 
reduced  from  both  Po^ver  and  Wealth,  the  Englilh  Eafl- 
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India  Company  have  now  already  in  Bengal  three  Times 
the  number  of  Forces,  which  reduced  an  Enemy  the  re, 
more  than  three  Times  as  ftrong  as  they  arc,  or  have  been 
fincc ;  and  yet  in  the  lame  Letter  he  has  the  Ignorance, 
and  want  of  Candour,  to  query,  how  is  it  poflible  that  the 
Company  fhould  be  able  to  defend  PolfefTions  of  fuch  Ex- 
tent and  Value  ?"  His  Aflertions,  that  the  Eftablilliment 
of  the  Company  is  entirely  Commercial,  w  ants  not  my 
Authority  to  prove  abfohitely  and  entirely  falje^  the  fpecial 
Ads  of  Parliament,  and  Charters,  in  favour  of  the  Com- 
pany, do  clearly  prove  it  falfe.  So  I  hope  no  further  Re- 
gard will  be  paid  to  fo  unprincipled  a  Matter.

XJAVING  been  juft  now  perufmg  the  Sketch  of  a  pro- 
pofed  hOi  to  prevent  Stocking- Jobbing,  by  a  Man  of 
fixty,  it  appears  to  be  but  a  reafonable  Duty  due  to  the 
Public  Weal,  to  expofe  the  inadequate  deceptious  Part 
thereof.  The  Man  of  fixty  may  be  reafonably  fuppofed 
to  remember  how  dreadful  Confequences  attended  the 
Pradice  of  Stock-Jobbing  before  the  Year  1734,    when, 
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as  he  obferves.  Sir  John  Barnard's  ASi  took  Place  :  It  had 
been  for  many  Years  before  woefully  txpciicnced,  that  a 
great  many  unprincipled,  bad  I'cople  did,  contrary  to  the 
Rules  of  j.aw  and  Equity,  make  a  Prac^lice  to  fell  transfer- 
able Stock,  of  which  they  were  not  in  Pofleffion  at  the  Time 
of  Sale  i  and  that  with  an  unjiiftifiable  covetous  View  of 
Buying  in  cheaper,  after  they  had,  by  falle  bad  News, 
and  other  Stratagems,  (in  which  they  were  as  now,  adepts) 
thrown  down  the  Price,  fo  as  wickedly  to  fqueeze  out  a 
large  Difference,  and  that  without  employing  any  Proper- 
ty to  do  it  with,  but  manifeftly  deceiving  and  cheating  the 
Dupes  to  their  Craft— To  prevent  all  which,  was  manifeflly  the 
Intention  of  that  Afl,  called  Sir  John  Barnard's,  as  ap- 
pears by  making  thofe  Selling,  fubjefl  to  Five  Hundred 
Pounds  Penalty  ;  all  which  was  clearly  well  intended.  But 
the  grand  Imperfe^ion  of  that  well  intended  A6t,  confifts 
'n  the  entire  Omifiion  of  any  Mode  of  Proof  whereby  to 
afcertain,  'that  the  Seller  was  not  bona  fide  in  PoflelTion  on 
the  Day,  or  lime  of  Sale',  for  want  of  whereof,  the  interld- 
ed  Benefit  of  the  hdi  has  been  eluded,  and  rendered  of  lit- 
tle Service,  in  Compariibn  of  the  Author*s  Intention* 

A  new  A6t  to  eftablllli  a  proper  Mode  of  Proof,  either 
by  previoufly  Regiftering,  or  by  the  Buyer  having  legal 
Authority  to  demand  Examination  of  the  Transfer  Books, 
evidently  appears  the  proper  and  effedlual  Method  to  pre- 
vent the  ruinous  Confequences  of  the  former  and  prefent 
iniquitous  Practice  of  Stock- Jobbings  fo  fatal  to  a  very  great 
Number  of  Men  and  Families,  who  might  otherwife  have 
become  very  ferviceable  to  the  State  and  the  Public,  in  a 
mercantile  Capacity,  or  other  laudable  Vocations* 

Buying  for  Time  atfo,  wliefe  the  Buyer  doth  ndt  Intend, 
or  cannot  have  any  reafonable  Expeftation  of,  taking  to, 

A  a  and 
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and  paying  for,  at  the  Time  ftlpulated,  is  alfo  unjufti- 
fiable. — But  as  thele  Cafes  will  not  admit  of  Proof,  and  as 
Buying  for  Time  is  needful,  in  refpedl  of  Foreigners,  and 
in  refpecl  oi public  Credit ^  and  of  the  Supplies,  I  am  of  the 
Judgment  'tis  neither  abfolutely  needful,  nor  pradticable, 
to  prevent  it  otherwife,  than  by  the  Check  of  a  Regifter  to 
confine  it  to  Moderation.

'T^I-IAT  we  mun:  die  is  a  PoQtlon  as  Indlfputable  and  felf- 
cvident  as  that  we  live.  A  Truth  which  every  Day, 
every  Hour,  confirms,  and  of  which  feme  of  us  have  had 
tQO  fenfible  Experience,  in  the  Diflblutlon  of  Connections, 
almoft  as  dear  to  us,  as  that  Exiftence,  which  we  muft, 
alio,  one  Day  or  other,  lay  down,  at  the  Appoinment  of 
Him  who  gave  it.  PVhen  that  awful  Period  may  arrive,  is 
(happily  for  our  Enjoyment  of  that  Portion  of  Time  on  this 
Side  of  it)  uncertain  ;  but  it  is  not  fo  that  with  many  of  us 
It  may  be  very  foon,  and  with  all,  can  be  but  for  a  few  fhort 
Years  removed.  Few  of  the  Events  of  our  Lives  admit  of 
fach  Certainty  ;  none  will  be  found  of  equal  Importance. 
To  endeavour,  on  the  Minds  of  Chriftian  Readers,  the 
Impreffion  of  the  Exiftence  of  a  God,  muft  at  bed  be 
efteemed  a  Wafte  of  Time.  I  truft  there  are  none,  who 
read  this,  that  can  Want  an  Argument  to  convince  them 
of  this  only  Foundation  of  Religion  or  Virtue.  The  moft 
unenlightened  Ages  have  borne  Teftimony  to  it.  Hea- 
thens, and  eyen  Barbarians,  have  acknowledged  a  Deity  in 
the  Works  of  his  Creation.  Every  Leaf  in  the  expanded 
Volume  of  Creation  confirms  the  important  Truth.  "  The 
Heavens  declare  the  Glory  of  God,  and  the  Firmament 
flieweth  his  handy  Work  •,  Day  unto  Day  uttereth  Speech, 
and  Night  unto  Night  fliewech  Knowledge."  Supported 
by  ^this  Faith,  the  Evils  of  Humanity  are  rendered  toler- 
able •,  without  it,  our  whole  Syftem  here,  if  Syftem  it  can 
be  called,  is  imperfed,  intricate,  and  gloomy.  The  Be- 
lief, or  Idea,  of  a  Supreme  Being  necelTarily  comprehends 
that  of  his  Attributes :

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Infcrutable,  however,  as  the  Nature  of  the  Suprerne 
Being  may  be,  in  this  we  may  fafely  repofe,  that  all  his 
Ways  are  juft.  That  as  he  has  given  to  us  (amidft  his 
other  Works)  an  Exiftence,  it  is  in  order  to  his  own  Glory; 
and,  if  we  thwart  not  this  Purpofe,  to  our  Happinefs  alfo. 
That  Human  Life,  on  the  faired  and  moft  partial  Eftimate, 
is  inadequate  in  its  Gratifications,  to  the  Defires  of  a  ratio- 
nal and  contemplative  Pofleflbr  of  it,  will  fcarcely  be  con- 
troverted. The  thinking  Mind  is  anxious  for  a  Retreat, 
beyond  the  narrow  Confines  of  Humanity,  feels  fomething 
fuperior  to  that  Form  of  Matter,  with  which  it  is  conneft- 
ed  for  the  tranfitory  Scenes  of  this  Life's  Stage  ;  and  whicl>, 
when  thefe  are  a(51ed,  will  make  one  with  inanimate  Dull, 
no  more  to  be  diftinguifhed. 

How  dreadful  the  Aprehenfion  of  Annihilation,  the  mi- 
ferable  Subterfuge  of  Infidelity  ]  How  comfortable,  in  the 
Eye  of  Chriflianity,  the  Profpe(5l  of  an  Exiftence,  excemp- 
ted  from  the  Difquietudes  and  Perturbations  infeparable 
from  Humanity  !  For,  alas !  Difquietude  and  Perturba- 
tion are  the  Lot  of  Man  !  and  where  iTiall  we  find  the 
Station  that  can  elude  their  Attack  ?  Can  Power,  Wealth 
or  Titles  fecure  their  PofTefibrs  from  the  Intrufion  of  Sor- 
row, or  fay  unto  Affliction,  begone  ?  On  the  contrary, 
how,  frequently  do  they  expofe  theni  to  Anxieties,  which 
inferior  Situations  efcaoe  ?  as  the  more  humble  Trees  of 
the  Foreft  weather  the  Storm  which  levels  the  proud  Cedar 
to  the  Earth.  Our  Comfort  in  this  Life  often  depends 
much  more  upon  our  Condud:  than  Station,  and  Good 
and  Evil  will  be  found  much  more  equally  diftributed  than 
on  a  fuperficial  View  they  may  appear.  All  fee  the  ex- 
external  Glare  of  a  Palace,  and  the  humble  Roof  of  a  Cot- 
tage, but  all  are  not  privy  to  the  Situations  of  their  In- 
habitants. If  thefe  were  more  impartially  difcriminated 
they  would  make  Converts  to  Refignation, 

But 
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But  it  is  no  lefs  true  that  **  there  is  fometimes  one  Event 
to  the  Righteous  and  to  the  Wicked ;"  and  good  Men,  it 
muft  be  confefled,  are,  not  Icldom,  made  to  drink  many  a 
bitter  Potion,  whilft  the  Wicked  profper  in  an  almoft  un- 
interrupted Participation  of  this  Life's  choiceft  Gifts. 
Vice  reign  triumphant  in  the  Enjoyment  of  every  Gratifi- 
cation which  Power  and  Wealth  can  beftow,  whilft  Virtue, 
allied  to  Poverty,  drags  on  a  wretched  Exiftence,  aban- 
doned by  the  World,  and  bereft  of  every  Confolation  but 
the  Confcioufnefs  of  having  ac^ed  uprightly.  How  fhall 
we  reconcile  this  to  the  Juftice  of  the  Supreme  Beincr  ?  If 
in  this  Life  only  the  Virtuous  have  Hope,  they  are  of  all 
Men  the  moft  miferable.  But  furely  it  is  not  fo !  The 
fame  omnipotent  Being  that  has  formed  us  in  the  Image  we 
now  bear  can  with  equal  Facility  appoint  to  our  better  Part 
fthat  Part  which  we  feel  independent  of  Matter,  and  which 
we  cannot  without  Horror  aflign  to  Annihilation)  another 
Exiftence  when  ihefe  outward  Frames  Ihall  defcend  to  the 
Grave  and  Oblivion. 

In  the  Profpeifl  of  a  future  State  every  Cloud  of  Error 
and  Obfcurity  is  difpelled,  and  ''  all  partial  Evil  ftands 
confcftedly  Univerfal  Good."  It  is  in  that  State  the  an- 
xious Struggles  of  conflifling  Virtue  may  exped  an  ample 
Recompence,  and  a  fatisfadory  Solution  of  every  apparent 
Inequalty  in  the  Diftribution  of  earthly  Difpenfations.  It 
is  in  the  Firm  and  unfhaken  Confidence  in  the  Exiftence 
of  a  God  that  we  can  alone  have  folid  Hope,  and  in  the  Be- 
lief of  a  future  State,  that  we  can  alone  be  reconciled  to 
our  Ideas  of  his  Wifdom  and  Juftice,  s„ 

Thefe  Principles  can  alone  aflford  us  a  trueRelifti  of  Pro- 
•fperity,  Ihelter  us  from  the  rude  Storms  of  Adverfity,  and 
enable  us  with  Dignity  and  Refignation  to  fuftain  the 

"  many 
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"  many  Ev^ils  which  do  fo  eanly  befet  us."  We  need  not 
relbrc  to  the  Wretched  for  a  Proof  of  how  little  Hltimation 
is  tlie  Life  of  Man.  Enquire  of  thofe  few  (if  fuch  can  be 
found)  who  have  fcldoni  known  Sorrow^  whofe  Habita- 
tions Adverfity  has  never  vifited ;  in  ivhofe  Cheeks  Health 
lias  never  glowed,  whofe  Coffers  Live  been  always  full,  and 
•who  have  rarely  felt  the  Abfence  of  any  external  Good. 
Afk  the  rich  Man,  the  Monarch,  the  Philofopher,  or  even 
the  virtuous  Man  (when  they  Ihall  have  fuftained  the  Por- 
tion of  fevenry  Years,  allotted  to  Humanity;  whether,  if 
the  Eledion  was  in  their  Power,  they  woukl  enter  a  fecpnd 
Time  Life's  Stage,  and  play  the  feif-fame  Part  ?  They  will 
all  Anfvver,  No ;  fo  inadequate  are  the  Objects  of  Time  to 
the  Satisfadion  of  an  immortal  Spirit,  afpiring  after  an 
Exiftence,  which  it  feels  more  congenial  to  its  Nature. 
Seeing  then  that  the  Exiftence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  cloath- 
ed  with  the  glorious  Attributes  of  Pov/er,  Wifdom,  .  and 
Goodnefs,  is  a  Point  fo  confpicouliy  eft:iblifl:ied,  and  fo 
imiverfa'Jy  allented  to,  can  we  poffibly  be  too  folicitous  to 
obtain  his  Approbation  I  Whether  it  may  confift  with  the 
Divine  Nature,  in  his  Attributes  of  Fore-knowledge  and 
Mercy,  to  lUuitX  everlafting  PunKhment  on  Crimes  com- 
mitted by  frail  Humanity,  or  not  ?  In  this  we  may  furely 
confide,  that  he  will  not  difregard  the  unfeigned  Sacrifices 
ef  fcnfual  and  feh^lh  Gratifications,  to  his  Glory,  and  the 
Good  of  our  Fellow  Creatures;  not  fail  to  diftinguilTi, 
w'vih  peculiar  Approbation,  in  a  future  State  of  Exiftence, 
fliofe  who  in  this  have  been  dedicated  to  his  Service.  Thefe 
Obfervations  are  deduced  from  natural  Reafon,  and  the 
Analosfv  and  Fitnefs  of  Thino-s.

CUFFER  me  through  the  Channel  of  your  dlffufive  Pa- 
per, to  recommend  to  the  mature  Confideration  of  the 
Committee  (for  lowering  the  Price  of  Provifionsj  and  their 
Conftituents,  of  how  much  Importance  it  may  prove  to  In- 
veftigate  the  true  Caufes  of  the  late  and  prefent  high  Vrices 
thereof,  in  order  that  the  large  Sums  raifed  v/Ith  fo  bene- 
volent and  praife- worthy  Intention,  may  moH  efTediuaJly- 
anfwer  the  End  of  affording  Relief  to  fuch  who  mofl  {land 
in  need  thereof-,  which  I  prefume  ihould  be.  and  is,  the  Aim. 
and  Defign  of  the  moft  humane,  charitable  and  bcneficient 
of  Mankind  To  proceed  then,  if  we  look  back  and  ex- 
amine Hiftory  about  220  Years  fmcc,  in  the  Reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  Provifions  were  only  about  one  eight,  or  at 
moft  one  fixth  Part  of  the  prefent  Prices  -,  and  the  Variatloii 
in  the  two  next  fucceeding  Reigns  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  confiderable  ;  but  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
of  glorious  Memory,  great  and  manifold  were  the  Com- 
plaints of  the  People  about  the  advanced  Prices  and  Dear- 
nefs  of  Provifions,  infomuch  that  then,  as  now,  it  canu- 
under  the  Notice  of  Parliament,  &c.  for  Redrefs. — And 
here  let  the  Reader  paufe  and  confider,  that  it  was  during 
this  Period,  and  the  preceding  and  fucceeding  Parts  of  that 
ever  memorable  Reign,  that  the  Navigation,  and  there- 
with, the  'Trade  and  Commerce  of 'this  growing  powerful 
Nation  was  fo  remarkably  extended,  at  the  Ex  pence  and 
Lcfs  of  the  before  famous  Hanfe  Tov/ns,  who,  previous  to 
thatiEra,  carried  on  nearly  all  the  Trade  of  Europe.  It 
was  alfo  during  this  Reign  that  the  Settling  of  America 
with  Plantations  from  Europe  took  Place,    and  the  Mines 

of 
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of  Peru   and  Mexico  being   difcovered,   and   the  Riches 
thereof  being  ex  traded  and  tranfported  to  Europe,  in  re- 
turn tor  the  Manufactures  of  this  Country,  at  once  greatly- 
extended  our  Manufactures ,  and  enriched  the  Nation  alfo, 
with  Gold  and  Silver.     The  Confequence  was  inevitable  ; 
as  Ambition  is  a  frequent  Concomitant  of  Wealth,    and 
oft  the  prompting  Caule,  fo  Is  the  Prevalence  of  Ambition 
and  Wealth  too  frequently  the  Caufe  of  Luxury ;  and  hence 
the  advanced  Prices  and  Dearnefs  of  Provifion,  fo  heavily 
complained  of  in  that  Reign.     So   alfo  in   the  fuceeding 
Reigns,  in  which  Trade  and  Commerce  has  flourifhing  to 
the  enriching  the  Nation ;  ProviliCns  have  conllantly  increa- 
fed  in  Value,  as  well  as  alfo  the  Value  of  Eftates,  which 
pretty  generally  will  be  found  to  bear  fome  confiderable 
Analogy  in  Proportion  ;  and  now  to  bring  the  Confidera- 
tion  of  the  fame  operating  Caufe  home  to  the  prefent  Age, 
let  us  only  look  back  to  what  was  the  Cafe  only  twelve, 
cr  fifteen  Years  ago,    during  the  War,    Provifions  were 
then  abundantly  lower  than   at  prefent ;  but  as   foon   as 
Peace  was  eftablifhed,  great  Numbers  of  Foreigners  came 
over  to  fee  after  their  new  Eftates,  in  our    accumulated 
Stocks,  or  Funds,  which  filled  the  Town,  &c.   with  Mul- 
titudes  of  Strangers,    and   with    the   difbanded  Officers, 
Troops  and  Sailors,  fo  concurred  to  fill  the  Town,  that 
Provifions  v/ere  temporarily  effedled  thereby,  and  Rents 
much  increafed. 

But  what  has  niofl  contributed  to  the  Continuance  and 
Increafe  of  the  Dearnefs  of  Provifions  and  high  Rents,  is 
the  fame  Sort  of  Caufe,  which  produced  fimilar  Effects  In 
the  Reign  before-mentioned,  viz.  Increafe  of  Riches,  either 
real  or  imaginary  ;  for  let  it  be  confidered  that  although 
our  transferable  Stocks  are,   with  few  Exceptions,  what 

may 
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may  be,  not  unfitly  called,  Ideal,  or  xi61Itious  Wealth, 
yet  like  a  Paper  Currency,  while  Public  Credit  remains 
inviolate,  anfwers  to  the  Proprietors  nearly  the  End  of  real 
fubftantial  Wealth,  in  regard  of  his  Capacity,  to  expend, 
or  indulge  in  Luxury,  and  inConiequence  of  about  Seven- 
ty Millions  of  this  newly  created  additional  ideal  Wealth, 
attended  with  an  Increafe  of  annual  Annuities  and  Divi- 
dends, to  the  Amount  of  more  than  Two  Millions  a  Year, 
{6  impowering  the  People  (an  Allowance  for  Foreigners 
holding  in  our  Funds  cxceptedj  to  expend  7\vo  Millions  in 
a  Year  more  than  they  could  without  it,  in  Confequencc 
thereof,  and  of  our  many  new  acquired  Plantations  and 
Settlements  in  America,  foon  after  the  Peace  took  Place, 
Providons  and  Eftates  increafed  in  Value,  and  fo  conti- 
nued ;  and  became  a  few  Years  after,  viz.  in  the  Year 
1766,  further  increafed,  by  our  very  lucrative  Acquiii- 
tions  in  the  Eaft-lndies,  which  whatever  Mifcondu^t  may 
have  lately  arifen,  did,  for  a  Time,  caufe  an  Influx  of 
Riches,  to  the  Amount  of  near  Two  Millions  a  Year  more, 
much  of  which  being  laid  out  in  purchafing  Eftates  at  fuch 
Prices  as  the  Nabobs,  &cc.  could  get  them  at,  with  Wealdi 
eafily  acquired  In  hafte,  and  thus  as  haftily  laid  out  in 
Purchafes.  This  raifed  the  Value  of  Lands,  and  in  Con- 
fequencc the  Rents  of  Lands,  and,  in  Confequencc  of 
which  the  Farmer  neceffarily  raifing  the  Price  of  his  lean 
Cattle,  and  the  Price  of  Paflturage  advancing  with  the 
Lands  and  Rents  ,  the  Ox  or  Sheep,  &c.  muft  necellarily 
fell  for  more  than  before,  to  make  it  anfwer  to  rear  them  -, 
fo  is  it  all,  or  moftly,  through  a  Concatination  of  Caufes, 
found  to  be  arifing  from  the  Increafe  of  V/ealth^  real  and 
imaginary  j  other  more  minute  Caufes  may,  and  do,  co- 
coperate,  fuch  as  inclofmg  Commons,  engrofTing  Farms, 
linnecelTary  Salefmen,  and  Carcafe  Butchers,  &:c.    But  I 

B  b  affirm 
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affirm  the  principal  Caufe  is,  the  Increafe  of  red  or  ideal 
Wealthy  creating  a  Capacity  to  expend  larger  Sums,  and 
confequently  to  indulge  in  Luxury  more  than  before ;  and 
if  Public  Credit  was  to  fail  generally,  in  refpe(ft:  of  the 
Stocks,  (which  Heaven  avert,  and  I  think  will  fcarcc  hap- 
pen, but  from  the  v/oeful  Misfortune  of  an  unfuccefsful 
War,  and  which  I  would  willingly  hope  at  a  great  DiftanceJ 
it  would  do  much  more  towards  making  Provifions  cheap 
again  than  all  the  Efforts  now  making,  or  that  can  other- 
wife  be  made  ;  and  therefore  of  two  Evils  let  us  be  content 
to  acquiefce  in  the  leaft,  faving  always  the  neceflary  hud- 
able  Endeavours  to  relieve  the  indigent,  labouring,  or 
maufadburing  Fcor^  who,  I  prefume,  to  be  xh^jittejl  Ob- 
je5fs  for  the  Attention  and  Benevolence  of  the  praife-worthy 
Subfcribers  and  their  Committee. 

I  would  therefore  recommend^  in  lieu  of  an  ineffe(51ual  At- 
tempt to  lower  the  Price  of  Provifions  in  general,  which 
would  be  (if  effeftual)  of  Advantage  to  the  Rich  and 
Poor  indifcrimately,  that  the  Proviiions,  when  pur  chafed, 
may  be  given  away,  or  fold  at  Half  Price,  to  fuch  poor 
manufaduring,  or  labouring  People,  who  have  large  Fa- 
milieSt  and  who  are  the  People  who  fuffer  moft,  and  want 
moft  Relief  on  Account  of  the  Dearnefs  of  Frovijtons  -,  and  it 
ihould  be  given  in  Proportion  to  the  Numbers,  Infancy, 
and  other  Incapacity  of  fuch  Families,  of  which  the  Maf- 
ter,  Manufacturers  and  Workmen  will  probably  be  found 
competent  Judges,  on  proper  Enquiry,  and  thofe  Poor, 
v/ho,  being  in  Health,  and  having  work,  have  7io  Families, 
will  not  need  Help,  fmce  the  Price  of  Provifions  will  keep 
them  to  their  Work  another  Day  or  two  in  the  Week, 
which  they  might  otherwife  fpend  at  the  Alchoufe,  &c.  to

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the  Prejudice  of  the  Manufadures  and  theh*  Mafters,   of 
theu-  own  Health  and  Morals,

milts- 

I  am  not  Infenfible  that  the  Honour  of  the  Nation  is 
of  much  Importance,  nor  do  I  prefume  to  afcertain, 
how  far  it  may,  or  cannot  be  maintained  by  pacific 
Meafures.  That  I  prefume  is  only  the  proper  Province  of 
Minifters,  who  fee  and  know  the  Nature  of  the  feveral  re- 
lative Difpatches  and  Advices  ;  but  this  I  do  know,  how- 
ever warm  a  Military  Officer  may  wilh  for  War,  either 
for  his  own  and  his  Friends  Emolument,  it  is  a  Matter  of 
the  firft  Magniiudey  to  deliberately  confider  before  it  is  too 
late,  what  Allies  may,  with  any  Degree  of  Probability,  e- 
ilisrge  in  the  Caufe  of  Denmark ,  and  how  tremendous 

Bb  2  may 
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may  be  the  Cafe,  (never  before  efiayed  by  any  Nation  on 
the  Globe)  of  commercing  a  War  with  an  accumulated 
Public  Debt:  ot  upwards  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty  Millions, 
including  a  moderate  Computation  of  the  Life  Annuities, 
which  were  omitted  in  a  Calculation  lately  publifhed,  no 
human  Wifdom  can,  with  any  confiderable  Degree  of  Pro- 
bability, afcertain  how  dreadful  may  be  the  Gonfequences ; 
and  although  an  Officer  may  indulge  a  vain  Expe($\atIon  of 
Succefs,  and  the  Lucre  attending  it,  it  would  yet  be,  in 
my  Judgment,  a  much  better  Demonftration  of  his  Pene- 
tration and  Abilities,  to  only  confider  the  precarious  Situa- 
tion of  an  Army,  or  a  Navy,  whofe^^y  muft,  as  hath  been 
theCafe  during  the  Whole  of  this  Century,  depend  on  the  fu- 
ture Succefs  of.  horro\ving  Money,  which,  in  my  humble 
Judgment,  hath  been  already  carried  abundantly  too  far, 
and  may  greatly  endanger  not  only  the  Honour ^  but  the 
very  Being  of  this  Nation. 

Refpe6l  being  had  to  our  prefent  haff/j  Conjlitution,  the 
enormous  Size  of  the  Public  Debt  excepted,  pray.  Millions, 
be  pleafed  to  confider,  what  muft  be  the  Cafe  when  Public 
Credit  fails,  under  the  mighty  Load  of  a  vaft  accumulated 
Debt  ?  who  will  then  pay  the  Officers,  the  Navy,  or  the 
Army  ;  an  1  v/ho  will  Ught  iiithout  Pay  ?  It  has  long 
appeared  to  me  as  a  Matter  of  the  higheft  national  Concern 
(if  It  be  by  any  pacific  Means  poffible)  to  maintain  the 
Honour  of  the  Nation  zvithout  War,  and  fo  to  preferve 
Pf<:7i:d' until  the  vail  Public  Debt  be  fomewhat  leffened,  and 
from  thence  Government  may  find  it  pradlicable  to  borrow 
again  on  eafy  Terms  -,  but  for  want  of  whicli  timely  Pre- 
caution, it  our  moft  gracious  King,  and  his  Minifters, 
were  as  warm  and  fo  bent  on  War  as  this  Officer,  Millions, 
the  Nation  might  unhappily  become  invcloped  in  irre- 
trievable Rnin, 

1  ardently 
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1  ardently  hope,  therefore,  it  may  be  found  prafticable 
by  Wifdom  and  Patience,  with  lenient  Meafures,  to  pre- 
serve both  the  Honour  and  the  Peace  of  the  Nation. 

Vice  Is  ufually,  and  ought  to  be,  punlflied  by  the  Laws 
of  every  Country  where  the  Crime  is  committed  ;  but  wheri 
it  exceeds  the  Bounds  of  Jaftice  and  Reafon,  it  then  may 
become  Criminal  in  the  State,  or  in  the  Adminiftrators  of 
the  Laws  thereof;  how  far  it  may  be  the  Duty,  or  proper 
Concern  of  this  Government  to  confider  the  State  of  Den- 
mark, or  Laws,  or  Adminiftration,  in  this  laft  mentiontd 
Light,  I  do  not  prefume  to  judge,  not  having  the  necef- 
fary  IMaterials  by  which  to  form  a  Judgment  aright ;  but 
1  heartily  wilh  thofe,  whofe  proper  Province  it  is,  may 
be  rightly  direded,  *'  by  that  JVifdom  which  comes  from 
^bovcy"  *'  which  is  firft  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  and 
caly  to  be  intreated,  full  of  Mercy  and  good  Fruits,  with- 
out ParLiahty,  and  without  Hypocrify.

AT  this  very  critical  Seafon,  when  the  Reformation  of  the 
Church,  or  the  Pradices  andSyftem  of  Faith  thereunto 
appertaining,  is  under  fo  very  refpe(5lable  Confideration,  *  it 
may  be  well  for  any  one  fuitably  qualified,  to  propofe  any 
ufeful  Remarks,  refpefting  the  moft  remarkable  Abfur- 
dities,  which  having  unhappily  obtained  in  former  Ages  of 

Papiftlcal 
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Pfplilical  Darkiiefs  and  Superftition,  were  as  unhappily 
regained  by  the  reformed  Proteftant  eftablifned  Church, 
whofe  Votaries,  although  commendable  in  emerging  from, 
many  very  fuperftitous  Articles  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
have  neverthelefs  concurred  to  adopt  and  hand  down  to  Pof- 
csrity,  feme  Tenets,  not  reconcileable  tg  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
to  right  Reafon,  or  to  common  Senfe ;  and  as  fuch  may  be 
confidercd  difgraceful  to  the  Profeflbrs  of  the  Chrijiian  Re- 
ligion, of  which  they  are  not  really  any  Part,  as  not  having 
been  enjoined,  inforced,  or  recommended  by  any  Precept  of 
Chrift,  or  his  Apoftles.  I  do  not  in  this  Letter  propofe  to 
enter  into  all  the  Particulars  of  the  Thirty-nine  Articles, 
many  of  which  are  very  well,  and  fome  others  lefs  fa, 
but  fqr  the  prcfent  I  purpofe  to  confine  my  Remarks  tq 
four  Heads,  the  Impropriety  whereof  I  think  can  fcarcely 
have  efcaped  the  filent  Remarks  of  every  confiderate  Mem- 
ber of  the  eftaibliihed  Church. 

The  firil  is,  the  Aihana/tan  Creeds  unintelligible,  and 
i^Tational,  not  capable  of  Demonflration,  by  any  Principles 
of  Truth,  or  by  the  Holy  Scriptures ;  and  therefore  the 
Creed  appears  as  it  were  requiring  falfe  Pretences,  or  Un- 
truths, from  its  ProfefTors,  who  cannot  underftand  it, 
and  cannot  v;ith  Truth  and  Sincerity  be  properly  faid 
to  believe  wl^at  they  are  incapable  of  underftanding;  or  of 
reconciling  to  the  divine  Principle  of  righi  Reafon,  illumi- 
nated by  the  Grace  of  God,  or  to  the  Scriptures  of  'Truth-io 
may  it  be  laid,  putting  Untruths  into  the  Mouths  of  thofe 
who  are  catechifcd  therefrom. 

The  fecond  Head  is,  Sprinkling  of  Infants,  very  ungram- 
matioaily,  and  impropv.n*ly,  called  Baptifm,  for  which  Ad- 
miniHration  to  Infants  of  a  few  Days,  there  cannot  be 
found  either  Precept,  or  Praflice  in  all  the  Holy  Scriptures  \ 

nor 
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nor  cannot  be  rationally,  or  confillent  \vlth  common  Senfe, 
fuppokd  to  convey,  or  infule  any  intelli:£lual  Improvemcnn 
to   Infants,  newly  born  and  helplefs.      Abundance   more 
Materials,  for  fupponing  adult  Baptifm,  cr  plunging  into, 
or  dipping  in,  or  wafliing  wiih  fure  IVater^  is  found  in  the 
Scriptures,  as  in  the  River  Jordan,  &c.  but  I  do  not  re- 
member it  any  where  in  Holy  Writ,    enjoined   otherwife 
than  confequent  to  preceding  Faith  and  Belief,  which  is  noc 
applicable  to  Infants  of  a  few  Days  •,  and  what  ever  Ad- 
vantage may  arife  from  real  Water  i^Japtifm,  or  plunging 
into  Water,  as  did  the  Difciples  of  Chrift  in  the  River  Jor- 
dan,   &c.     I  will  not  hefitate  to  fuppofe,  that  confiilent 
with  Scripture  Records,  if  Chriftians,  finding  it  neceffary, 
and  having  Faith  therein,  do,    of  their  own  rational  Faith 
and  Motion,  baptize  themfelves,  it  may  be  of  as  much  Ser- 
vice as  if  done  by,  or  under  the  Diredion  of,    any  Parfon 
in  prieftly  Office,  and  much  more  by  an  Adult,  or  Youth, 
of  fuitable  Intelleifual  Advancement,  doing  it  for  himlelf-, 
when  neceffary,  and   in  Faith,  than  by  the  molt  eminent 
Officiate  to  a  New-born  Infant,  at  fuch  Time,  in  a  State  in- 
capable of  intelleftual  LPiprovemcnt. 

The  third  Head  I  mican  to  touch  on,  b,  the  pre- 
fumptuous  and  imprafticable  Promifes  required  to  be  made 
by  thofe  who  are  commonly  called  Godfathers  and  God- 
mothers, and  which  Names  might  be  very  proper  if  the  Perfor- 
mance of  fuch  high  Obligations  were  to  them  poffible  and  ef- 
fected 5  but  it  may  be  fairly  prefumcd  fuch  Performance 
cannot  be  effe6fed  for  others,  efpecially  by  human  Nature  ; 
and  therefore  are  fuch  Promifes  wholly  unfit  to  be  made  a 
Praflice  of,  in  the  promifcuous  Manner  they  ufually 
are  :  It  being  the  proper  Attribute  of  God  alone,  by  his 
Holy  Spirit,  to  convey  fuch  eflinnble  Graces,  Bleffings, 
and  godlike  Virtues,    to  the  Human  Species,  as  are  in  a 
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common  Rote- Way,  abl'urdly  promlfed  by  poor,  incap- 
able, finite,  and  linful  Fellow  Mortals,  to  poor  innocent 
Babes,  v/ho  are,  without  luch  inclLdliial  Security,  under 
the  Protedlion  of  an  omnifcient,  over-ruling,  bountiful 
Providence  ;  and  may  be  fafely  trufled  there,  until  capable 
of  Age  and  Capacity  to  receive  and  underftand  the  ne- 
ceflary  Tuition,  as  inftrumental  under  the  fame  Provi- 
dence, to  improve  and  exalt  their  intellectual  Powers  j  and 
then,  as  tar  as  fuch  Tuition,  &c.  is  found  to  be  pradli- 
cable,  it  is  the  proper  Province  of  the  Parents  of  the  Child, 
as  far  as  they  are  capble,  to  ufe  religious  and  rational  Means 
of  inftllling  into  their  little  Minds  the  Principles  of  Religion 
and  Virtue,  and  which  is  all  either  Parents,  or  other  Spon- 
forSj  can  with  Safety  engage  for. 

The  fourth  Head,  v/hich  I  call  an  Abfurdlty  is  Part  of 
the  matrimonial  Ceremony,  "  IVith  my  Body  I  thee  wcrJJjip;'** 
which  Term,  however  it  may  have  been  ufed  in  former 
Ages,  is  now,  as  1  conceive,  coniiantly  underftood  to  defcribe 
the  reverential  Effort  of  the  mental  Faculties,  or  that  Adora- 
tion which  arifeth  in  the  grateful  Soul  to  the  Divine  Author 
of  his  Being  and  Blifs,  and  by  no  Means  proper  to  be  ap- 
plyed  to  a  mere  Woman  as  an 'Object,  as  every  abfurd  De- 
viation from  Scripture  Precepts,  and  from  divinely  illu- 
minated, found  Reafon,  has  a  l^endency  to  invalidated,  the 
fyjlem,  of  which  fuc'i  deviating  Tenets  arc  a  Fart. 

There  may  be  many  other  ufeful  Remarks  made,  refpedl- 
ing  other  Parts  of  the  cftabliihed  Syflem,  but  thefe  being 
what  muft  be  obvious  to  every  rational  Reader,  I 
could  not  well  forbear  fubmitting  them  openly  to  the 
Animadverfion  of  thofe  vv'hofe  proper  Concern  it  may  be 

to 
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to  promote  2.  Refonnaticn:  And  I  will  even  prefume  to 
Willi,  thit  the  Head  of  the  Church,  would  gracioufly

**p  H  E  very  dangerous  Extenfion  of  Paper  Credit  to  that 
enormous  Size  of  late  experienced,  although  it  may 
not  be  fafe  to  fupprefs  it  too  haftily,  fhould  neverthelefs  be 
wifely  guarded  "^againft  in  future,  and  I  conceive  cannot 
eafily  be  accounted  for,  refpeding  the  Caufe,  but  from  the 
too  great  Prevalence  of  unjujiifiable  Ambiiion,  diftinguifhing 
between  that  which  is  fo  by  unfafe  Extenjion,  (not  duly  cir- 
cumfcribed  within  the  Bounds  of  the  excellent  Principle  of 
right  Reafon)  and  that  which  may  be  laudable^  by  having 
beneficial  Ends  in  View,  and  being  properly  regulated  by 
Prudence  j  the  former  has  been  unhappily  too  much  in- 
dulged, fo  as  to  become  one  of  the  moft  prevalent  and 
dangerous  Vices  of  the  prefent  Age.  Suffer  me,  therefore, 
through  the  Channel  of  your  difFufive  Paper,  to  expoftu- 
late  with  the  unhappy  and  cruel  PofTefTors  of  this  fof  late) 
enormous  Crime,  which  has  in  its  Confequences  involved  fo 
many  Families,  and  fo  great  a  Number  of  Vi«^ims  in  liUer 
Ruin» 
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If  the  Magnitude  of,  and  Punifliment  due  to,  any  Vice^ 
be  judged  of  by  its  Confequences,  furely  this  is  one  of  the 
greateft  :  Curfed  Amhition^  let  loofe  from  the  abfolutely  ne- 
celTary  Controul  of  Reafon^  Is  ever  big  with  Mifchief ;  and 
has  often  involved,  not  only  Perfons  and  Families,  but 
whole  Nations  in  irretrievable  Ruin.  How  dreadful, 
therefore,  ought  it  to  appear  to  the  View  of  every  benevo- 
lent  Man  !  Would  it  not  much  more  contribute  to  the 
Peace,  Confolaticn  and  true  Happinefs  o{  every  Individual,  to 
ftudy  to  be  content  in  an  humble,  or  moderate  Station  of 
Life,  than  fo  fooliihly  to  indulge  a  Vanity,  in  fo  unbound- 
edly grafping  after  Riches  and  Grandeur,  by  the  Means 
which  fo  manifeftly  endanger  Lofs  of  Peace,  Lofs  of  Re- 
putation, Lofs  of  Liberty,  and  perhaps  of  Life  to  themfel- 
ves,  and  to  Multitudes  of  others,  labouring  under  Difad- 
vantages,  entailed  on  them  thereby. 

Suffer  me,  therefore,  (taking  Occafion  from  thefe  cala- 
mitlous  Times)  to  perfuade  the  Ambitious  to  take  Warning, 
and  let  other  Men's  Harms  teach  them  to  beware,  fo  that 
it  may  become  a  ufeful  Study  to  learn  to  be  content  with 
Moderation  ;  fo  circumfcribing  their  Commerce  and  Con- 
cerns v.'ithin  reasonable  Bounds  :  Refpedt  being  had  to  the 
particular  Fortune  of  each  ;  and  alfo  to  confine  their  Me- 
thod of  Life  and  Expences  within  the  Bounds  of  their  In- 
come, and  referving  a  reafonable  Proportion  to  guard 
againft  Accidents,  and  to  provide  for  Incidents  ;  which  is 
no  more  than  a  reafonable  Duty,  which  every  one  ov>?es  to 
himfelf,  his  Family,  and  the  Public  Weal.  Thus  might 
Credit  and  Confidence  become  reftored,  and  the  Balm  of 
Content,  the  Portion  of  the  Good,  fucceed  to  the  Delu- 
fion  and  Defolatlon  of  violent  Ambition,  the  Plague  of 
Men  and  Ages.

TF  we  duely  coniider  the  Infufficiency  of  Fluman  Reafon, 
to  prcvioully  dilcover  the  many  Rocks  and  Quickfand'^, 
on  which  even  the  wifeft  and  belt  of  Men  may  become 
lliipwrecked,  if  they  fteer  without  recurring  to  the  Benefit 
of  that  Experience,  which  either  others,  or  themfelves,  may 
have  reaped  from  former  Precedents;  it  appears  but  a  rea- 
fonable  Duty  for  thofe  who  have  traverfcd  the  flippery 
Paths  of  Danger,  to  point  out  to  the  Young,  and  the  Un- 
experienced, of  how  much  Importance  it  is,  in  refpedl  of 
his  Duty  and  true  Interefl,  to  manage  his  Affairs  with  Dif- 
(reiiony  and  particularly  in  refped  ot  their  gaod  Government 

C  c  3  Qf 
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of  their  Families  and  Servants,  which  is  of  much  higher 
Importance  to  the  Safety  and  Welfare  of  a  London  Iradef- 
man  than  mofl  People  feem  to  think.  'Tis  an  old,  though 
vulgar  Adage,  "  When  the  Cat  is  out  of  the  Way  the 
Mice  will  play  :"  The  manifeftly  Difficulty  of  preferving 
two  Houfes  and  Families  in  good  Order,  compared  with 
that  of  keeping  one  fo,  is  fo  very  obvious  to  every 
thinking  Perfon,  (who  mull  be  confcious  that  he  can- 
not be  with  both  at  the  fame  TimeJ  that  little  need  be  faid 
more,  than  to  remind  a  Man,  of  even  common  Prudence, 
of  how  much  Importance  it  is  to  the  Plappinels  of  his  Fa- 
mily, in  the  beft  Senfe,  to  avoid  the  great  Evils  attending 
Country  -Houfes,  Unlefs  the  unavoidable  Part  in  Cafes 
where  bad  State  of  Health  makes  them  neceflary,  and 
where  really  neceffary  zu.d^f roper  to  preferve  Health,  I  know 
of  no  other  reafonable  Inducement  fufficient  to  counterpoife 
the  Multitude  of  Expences,  negledl  of  Bufinefs,  and  Im- 
moralities, which  are  (in  many  Families,  and  among  neg- 
leded  Servants)  the  ufual  Confequences  of  xhis  fafiionahie 
Luxury,  too  often  indulged,  at  the  Expcnce  of  Fortune, 
Reputation,  and  Virtue. 

I  therefore  recommend  'A\  young  L'radefmen  to  prudently 
confider,  in  due  Seafon,  the  probable  Confequences  of 
a  Cotrntry-Hoife,  before  they  engage  therein  :  An  Increafe 
of  Expences,  on  moderate  Computation,  from  One  to  Ihree 
Hundred  Pounds  per  Year,  negled  of  Shop,  Warehoufe, 
or  mercantile  Bufmefs,  perhaps  the  Inattention  to,  or  neg- 
led  of  the  necefTary  Overftght  and  Tuition  of  Children,  the 
Difilpation  and  Depravity  of  Servants,  inconfident  with  that 
Ov-erfight,  and  juft  Regard  which  every  Mafler  of  a  Fa- 
mily owes  towards  their  PVell-being,  and  therein,  in  great 
Meafurc,  his  own  and  Family's  Safety.  Multitudes  of  In- 
fl:ances  have  occurred  to  the  Experienced,  fufficient  to 
prove  how  unfafe  \i  is  to  leave  either  Children,  or  Servants 

without 
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without  proper  Supertntendance  and  Government,  and  to 
teach  alio  the  Difnculty  of  maintaining  it  properly,  where 
both  Town  and  Country  Houfes  are  kept  at  the  fame  Time. 
Many  are  the  Lellons  which  the  Experienc  ed  Obferver 
muft  necefTarily  have  learned  on  this  Head  ;  and  it  Is  but 
doing  good  to  the  Unexperienced  to  point  out  the  Danger. 

And  where  the  State  of  Health  makes  the  Country  real- 
ly necefiary  to  a  London  'Trade/man,  or  Family,  it  Is  of 
much  Importance  to  form  and  purfue  as  good  a  Check  on 
both  Families,  as  the  Nature  of  each  particular  Cafe  will

'T'HE   following  Article  appeared  in   a  Daily  Paper  on 
Monday  :  "  We  hear  from  the  Highlands,  that  with- 
"  in  thcle  three  Months  i6o  young  Men  have  been  enlift- 
*'  ed  in  the  Service  of  a  certain  Northern  Power." 

Having  taken  Occaiion,  from  the  above  Paragraph,  to 
conQder  the  dangerous  Confequence  of  Jjcpopulatlon  in  this 
Country,  and  how  much  the  Nation  fuffers  thereby,  in 
Point  of  real  Riches,  Strength,  and  Importance,  in  relpeft 
of  contending  Powers,  in  which  Light  we  have  at  all  Times 
too  much  Rcafon  to  have  a  jealous  Eye  on,  not  only  the 
afpiring  foreign  Powers  on  the  Continent,  but  alfo  at  pre- 
fent;  and  fo  far  our  very  dangerous,  unfettled,  unprinci- 
pled, and  unconftitutionilPart  of  thele  Dominions,  who,  in 
the  prefent  inconjijient.  unwife  Mode,  and  dangerous  Situa- 
tion of  partial  and  incoherent  Government  do  (without  fome 
efFeflual  Relief  be  foon  applied)  very  imminently  endanger 
the  whole  Fabrick  of  the  Britifh  Conflitution,  to  which  our 
Lives  and  Liberties  are  fo  elTentially  conneded. 

We  appear,  by  a  Multitude  of  Fafls  to  fuffer  Foreio-n- 
ers  to  recruit  their  Armies  with  Britifli  and  Irilh  Men  and 
Horfes,  the  former  of  which  we  can  by  no  Means  fpare ; 
and  the  latter  not  only  ftrengthens  our  Enemies,  and  weak- 
ens ourfelves,  but  alfo  too  much  encourages  the  Breed  of 
Horfes  here,  to  the  great  Damage  of  poor  Manufacturers, 
and  their  Manufadtures,  by  engroffing  a  vaft  Qiiantity  of 
Land  for  Grafs,  which  would  raife  Wheat,  and  make  Bread 
cheap.  We  alfo  appear  to  very  fupinely  overlook  the  very 
great  growing  Danger  of  fufferlng  Emigration  of  Manu- 
facturers 
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fadlurers  from  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  England  to  America ; 
fo  taking  out  of  the  Sca'e  of  taxable  Subjeiis,  and  putting 
into  the  oppoficc  Scale,  ib  making  hafty  Strides  towards  the 
Time  when  the  Numbers  of  Subjcfts  in  Great  Britain, 
compared  with  America  and  Ireland,  will  become  the  Mi- 
tioriiy^  who  may  have  (if  the  prefent  abfurdSyftem  be  con- 
tinued) to  defray  the  whole  Expcnces  of^he  Navy  and  Army, 
which  is  to  proted  both  taxable  and  other  Subjecfts  (the 
Regiments  on  the  Iriili  Eftablifhment  excepted)  without 
America,  or  Ireland  otherwife  paying  any  Part  thereof, 
but  what  they  may  pleafed  to  vouchl'afe  to  give,  or  let 
alone,  which  they  like  bell,  fo  far  as  regards  legal  confti- 
tutlonal  Meafurss. — A  dreadful  Impropriety  !  without  a 
Parallel  in  any  Part  of  the  Globe,  and  which  has  fhame- 
fully,  and  to  the  everlafting  Difgrace  of  Britilh  Minillers, 
been  too  long  neglecf^ed,  and  if  not  foon,  very  foon  confti- 
tutionally  remedied,  may,  in  all  human  Probability,  become 
the  utter  Ruin  of  both  Countries  -,  ib  it  fiiould  be  the  Con-^ 
cern  of  thofe  whofe  Province  it  is  properly,  to  prevent  fur- 
ther either  Military,  or  Commercial  Emigration,  from  this 
already  too  much  exhaufied  Country,  On  the  contrary.  It 
would  be  much  wifer  to  recruit  with  Supplies  from  other 
foreign  Proteftant  Countries,  and  from  Ireland,  and  to  ef- 
fe6lually  prevent  Manufacturers  going  from  Ireland,  Scot- 
land, or  from  hence,  until  a  more  fenfible  and  fafe  Con- 
nexion be  happily  formed  between  thefe  various  Parts  of 
the  fame  King's  Dominions,  too  unwifely  fas  yet)  difcon- 
ne6ied  in  Point'  of  Taxation,  and  propoitionably  bearing 
a  fuitable  Part  of  the  immenfe  Ex  pence  of  the  Navy  and 
Army,  which  protcih  the  whole  of  thefe  Pomlnions.

the  Produce  of  our  Funds,  operates  to  make  the  Ballance 
of  Trade  and  Calh  againfi  us,  relative  to  divers  Countries, 
fo  that  much  of  our  Coin  is  exported,  and  doth  not  return : 
h  appears  to  me,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  good  Policy 
to  make  as  little  neceflary  here  for  Currency,  Medium  of 
Value,  as  poffible ;  and  that  what  is  coined  fhould  as  much 
as  may  be  preferved  among  ourfelves :  To  accomplifh 
which  two  profitable  MeafureSy  1  do  not  know  better  Ex- 
pedients than  for  the  Bank  to  iffue  Six  Pounds,  and  Three 
Pounds  Notes,  Q^S.  to  make  fmall  Payments  eafy ;  and 
alfo  to  make  the  new  Coin  of  an  increafed  Alloy,  I  am 
clearly  of  the  Judgment  it  would  difcourage  the  Exporta- 
tion of  our  Coin,  and  would  in  Meafure  operate  to  caufe 
Foreigners  to  takeoflf  our  Manufactures  inftead  of  Calh,  to 
make  good  the  Ballance  between  this  and  other  Nations  • 
fo  would  it  be  producing  Employment  for  the  Poor,  and 
alfo  Riches  to  the  Nation. 

And  in  Regard  of  what  might  neverthelefs  be  afterwards 
exported,  and  remain,  it  would  be  a  judicious  faving  of 
Difference  between  a  fine  and  coarfe  Alloy,  and  alfo  in 
good  Meafure  prevent  Temptation  to  Coin,  by  leffening 
the  Profit  thereof.

^HE  very  important  Controverfy  between  Great  Britain 
and  her  numerous  American  Biitilh  Colonies,  refped- 
mg  xki^  Mode  ^TiA  Manner  whereby  they  are  to  raife,  or  co-- 
pcrate  in  raifmg.  Revenues^  for  the  reafonable  proportionate 
vShares  of  the  might  Expence  ^i  their  Froti^ion,  by  the  ne- 

ceiTary 
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ceiTary  Opperatlons  of  the  Fleet  of  Great  Britain  and  other 
Meafurcs  ot  good  Government,  after  many  Years  Difputc, 
is  now  apparently  drawing  towards  a  Crijis. 

It  is  much  to  be  defired  for  the  Good,  Peace  and  Safety 
of  mutual  Commerce,  as  well  as  the  Welfare  of  Poilerity 
on  both  Sides,  that  the  moft  falutary  Means  may  be  at 
laft  happily  adopted,  which  can  conduce  to  the  immortal 
Honour  of  our  prefent  Monarch,  and  his  Adminiftration. 

The  two  grand  Queftions  to  ,be  decided  in  Council,  or 
in  Parliament,  are  thefe, — *'  Whether  each  of  about  thirty 
"  AfTemblies  are  to  be  left  to  tax  themfelves,  judging  of 
«*  the  proportionate  Sums  each  for  themfelves,  without 
"  Stipulation  by  the  Britiih  Legiflature  ?  (which  they  un- 
wifely  contend  for  •,)  or  •'  Whether  they  are  to  co-operate, 
"  by  Reprefentation  in  the  Britifh  Parliament,  in  affeffing 
"  themfelves  ?"- — The  former  would  create  endlefs  and 
yearly  Difficulties  and  Difputes,  conftantly  endangering 
the  Peace  and  Welfare,  and  perhaps  ultimately  Center 
in  the  Ruin  of  both  Countries. 

On  the  other  Hand,  fay  the  Americans,  '*  a  Reprefen- 
*'  tation  in  the  Britifli  Parliament  is  unfafe  to  us,  becaufe 
"  of  the  apparent  Danger  of  being  overpowered  by  Num- 
*'  bers,  and  confequently  liable  to  too  partial  and  heavy 
"  Taxations."  It  is  therefore  much  to  be  wifhed,  for  the 
mutual  Prolperlty  of  the  Whole  on  both  Sides,  that  Go- 
vernment would  gracioufly  condefcend  to  grant  the  Ameri- 
cans a  falutary  fecure  Barrier,  in  the  Aft  granting  Repre- 
fentation, to  effedually,  and  for  ever  prevent  them  from 
ht'mg  fepar at ely  taxed  by  Parliament,  or  otherwife  than  in 
the  fame  Aft,  in  the  fame  Mode,  and  in  the  fame 
Proportion,  wherein  the  Britifn  Subjefts  reading  in  Bri- 
tain are   alfo   taxed.

tion and  Defence,  whereby  they  have  been  in  the  late  two 
Wars  effec^lually  made  fecure  from  their  Indian,  French, 
and  European  Enemies,  in  filch  a  Manner  as  to  demand 
their  great  Gratitude  to  their  Protestors  and  Prefervers  ;  and 
which  noble  Principle  would  probably  have  appeared  con- 
fpicuous  to  this  Day,  had  not  the  unexperienced  and  un- 
conftitutional  Miniftry,  in  the  Years  1764,  1765,  &c.  un- 
happily fell  on  a  Mode  of  taxing  them  feparately,  without 
their  Aflemblies  Co-operation,  or  Conlent.

S  I  R, 

TN  every  wife  Government  a  -Tupreme  leglflatlve  and  ex- 
ecutive Power  is  manifeftly,  aufolutely  needful,  to  the 
Safety  and  well-being  of  every  Nation.  In  fome  Govern- 
ments this  fupreme  Power  is  lodged  in  one  Perfon  in  Coun- 
fel,  at  his  Pleafure;  fuch  is  juftly  called  an  arbitrary  Go- 
vernment ;  In  others,  fuch  fupreme  Power,  in  both  legifla- 
tive  and  executive  Capacity,  is  lodged  in  the  People  only  at 
large,  by  Reprefentation ;  this  is  called  a  Democracy,  or 
by  fome  a  Commonwealth  ;  in  others  it  is  lodged  in  the 
Nobles,  called  an  Ariftocracy ;  but  in  our  hap^y  Confiitu^ 
iioHj  thefe  fupreme  Powers  of  Legifiation  and  the  executive 
Proteciion  and  Defence,  are  wifely  lodged  in  King,  Lords 
and  Commons,  in  Parliament  aflembled,  and  would  be  nu- 
gatory and  impra6licable  without  being  accompanied  with 
the  united  Powers  of  Taxation,  on  the  Whole,  to  fupport 
their  own  Determinations  and  Meafures,  needful  for  theiiT 
Safety  and  well-being. 

If  any  Part  of  fuch  Dominions  claim,  or  have  the  Bene-a 
fit  of,  fdch  Prote(5iion  and  Defence,  and  at  the  fame  Time 
do  claim  Exemption  from  Taxation  from  fuch  fupreme 
Power,  towards  raifing  the  abfolutely  neceffary  Supplies, 
unavoidably  attending  fuch  Prote6iion  and  Defence,  it  mud, 
to  the  Candid  and  Impartial,  appear  a  violent  Solecifm 
in  Politics,  not  to  be  accounted  for,  but  from  a  covetous* 
felfifh,  diiloyal  Principle. — Ergo,  the  American  Parts  of 
thefe  Dominions  are  inexcufable  in  demanding  fuch  un- 
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juft,  abfurd,  nnreafonable  Exemption;  and  there  is  anab- 
Iblate  Necciruy,  for  the  Safety  of  the  Whole,  that  the 
fame  united  Sovereign  Power,  who  protefls  and  defends 
the  Whole,  fii mid  alfo  tax  the  Whole  :  The  legillative  and 
executive  Pov/crs  mull  be  united,  elfe  Confufion  would  in- 
evitably enfue  ;  therefore  the  American  Claim,  of  every 
one  of  their  AlTcmblies  being  left  at  Liberty  (exclufive  of  the 
real  fupreme  RightJ  to  confine  Taxation  towards  Protedion 
and  Defence  to  their  own  Aft  and  Judgment,  relative  to  the 
Mode  and  Froportion,  is  repugnant  to  Reafon,  Jultice,  or 
common  Senfe,  and  is  alfo  repugnant  to  the  Experience,  or 
Praftice  of  eveyy  Nation  under  the  Sun. — What  then  muft 
be  the  Cafe,  to  conflitute  a  conititutlonal  Lcgijlation,  Pro- 
te£iion^  and  Taxation,  in  Regard  of  Great  Britain  and 
America  ?  The  Solution  is  manifeft :  Not  that  the  Ameri- 
cans fhould  fefilhly  make  an  Excufe  of  not  paying  towards 
their  own,  or  the  common  Proteftion  of  the  Whole,  by- 
equitable  joint  Taxation,  in  common  with  the  Whole  ; 
but  that  they  lliould  either  Petition  for  a  Right  of  Repre- 
fentation,  and  rcqiiefl:  that,  for  their  Safety,  they  may  not 
be  liable  tofeparate  Taxations,  or  to  be  only  taxed  in  com- 
mon with  the  Britifh,  refiding  in  Britain.  This  would  be 
wife  and  juil,  and,  I  would  willingly  hope,  effeftual ;  but 
till  that  has  been  affayed,  diwd.  denied  ihcn\  (wbicb,  I  hope 
and  believe,  will  not  be  the  Cafe  J  I  will  maintain,  no  Part 
of  the  Britiih,  or  Britllh  American  Dominions  have  anv 
conltitutional  Right  to  be  exempt  from  being  taxed  in  com- 
mon with  the  reft,  (m  Cafes  which  will,  with  Propriety, 
admit  fuch  common  Mode,  and  which  will  be  quite  fuf- 
ficlent  for  their  Quota  )  by  the  fupreme  Sovereign  Fewer,  in. 
Parliament  ajjerablcd.  So  we  fhould  hear  no  more  of  Ameri- 
ca being  conftitutionally  exempt  from  Taxation  by  fuch 
Sovereign  Power,  (i.  e.  King^  LordSy  and  Commons,  in  Par- 
liament ajjemhiedj)  bccaufe^  of  their  own  Ciioice,  of  not  being 

reprefenled. 
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ri'prefenied,  but  rarher  fHould  all  join  In  pleading  for  a  con-^ 
ftitutional  Right  of  Reprefentation  being  granted  them,  by 
the  fame  Sovereign  Power  who  Taxes,  and  by  thaf  Means 
proteds  and  defends  them  from  all  Enemies,  whether  Eu- 
ropean, or  American. 

We  know  they  (or  fome  of  them  not  willing  to  be  with- 
out  excufe  from  Parliamentary  Taxation)  plead  Reprefen- 
tation  impraftical,  but  let  us  confider,  that  a  Voyage  from 
America  hath  been  very  often  performed  in  twenty  Days, 
and  at  lefs  Expence  than  a  Journey  from  Scotland  by  Land 
in  a  Coach  would  coft ;  fo  would  their  mighty  Mountain 
of  Objection,  which  has  avarice  for  a  Foundation,  dwindle  to 
a  Mole-hill;  and  it  may  be  found,  nor  only  very  pra6ticable, 
but  very  honourable  and  fecure,  fo  pleading  for  their  own 
reafonablc  Intereft  in  Parliament,  by  their  own  pro- 
per Members,  in  lieu  of  oui-door  Agents,  who  prove 
ineffedual  r  But  if  the  Colonits  lliould  be  fo  deaf  to 
Honour,  and  their  own  reafonable  Intereft,  as  to  decline 
Reprefentation,  it  is  unjuft  and  unpardonable  under  fucli 
Circumftances  to  plead  Exemption  from  Taxation  by  Par- 
liament ;  all  they  can  with  Honour  and  Allegiance  in  fucli 
Cafe  defire,  or  expe(5l,  is  to  be  excufed  from  partial,  fe- 
parate  Taxations  by  Parliament,  wherein  the  Britiih  Sub- 
je6l  refiding  in  Britain  is  not  in  equal  Proportion  included, 
or  taxed  alfo.

taxed  J  or  in  other  Words,  we  will  not  be  taxed  at  ail,  but 
by  ourfelves  j  and  every  one  judging  of  our  Proportion  for 
ourfelves,  independent  of  the  Power  of  King,  Lords,  and 
Commons  of  Great  Britain,  who  prote<51  and  defend  us  by 
their  Fleet,  &c.  from  all  our  Enemies.  I  would  earneftly 
recommend  them  to  vary  their  Tone,  fo  as  to  adjuft  it  to 
their  real  conftitunional  Right ;  that  is  of  requiring  a  Right 
of  Reprefentation,  becaufe  the  Parliament  have  taxed  them ;

very  neceffary  Meafure  both  in  refped  of  Increafe  and  of 
Happinefs.  Proftitute  Females  are  known  to  bear  very 
few  Children,  to  abufe,  or  do  no  Good,  but  great  Evil  to 
themfelves,  and  to  a  great  Multitude  of  Mankind,  both 
in  refpeft  of  their  Bodies  and  Souls ;  and  loofe  fingle  Men 
arc  a  Difgrace  to  themfelves  and  to  their  Country,  and  in 
refpeil  of  the  very  apparent  Will  of  all-wife  Providence, 
are  Enemies  to  their  Country,  and  to  the  Honeft  of  the 
Fair  Sex,  by  refufing,  or  declining,  or  negledling  (by  not 
joining  in  Wedlock)  to  rear  up  Families  for  the  Public 
Good,  and  their  own  Happinefs,  by  Participation  thereof, 
and  thereby  tranfmitting  a  Tranfcript  of  themfelves  to  Fu- 
turity. However  cold  the  Debauchee,  orthe  Voluptuous  may 
look  on  thefe  Sentiments,  thofe  who  know  their  Duty,  and 
happily  perform  the  fame,  feel  a  Satisfaction  in  not  only  en- 
joying, but  communicating  Happinefs  to  Pofterity,  agree- 
able to  the  Laws  of  Society,  in  the  beft  Senfe  ;  which  true 
Satisfaction  and  benevolent  Blifs  far  exceeds  all  the  Grati- 
fications of  Senfe,  or*  the  PoiTeirion  of  all  the  Riches  In 
the  World ;  fo  would  I  have  all  confult  and  purfup  the 
true  Objed  of  their  own  permanent  Felicity,  which  will  be 
found  by  all  who  are  not  deficient  in  their  Duty,  to  be  a 
true  Source  of  Blifs  both  here  and  hereafter. 

H  h  Another 
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Another  Means  of  encouraging  Population  might  be 
purfued  to  great  Advantage,  (unciifcerning  Prejudice  firft 
removed)  to  pafs  a  general  Naturalization  Bill,  fubje6l  to 
fuch  Exceptions,  as  to  make  it  accord  with  the  Good  and 
Happinefs  and  Peace  of  the  Public  ;  and  certainly  it  would 
be  of  great  national  Service,  if  inftead  of  fuftering  Manufac- 
turers to  emigrate  from  hence,  an  A6^  was  to  be  paffed  to 
encourage  all  ufeful  and  laborious,  manufa61:uring  and 
working  People,  to  come  and  fettle  amongft  us,  as  well  as 
the  Rich  with  their  Fortunes  j  and  all,  except  Paupers, 
unable,  or  unwilling  to  work,  of  which  we  have  too  many 
already  of  our  own  without  Importation  :  Some  Guard 
iliould  therefore  be  adapted  to  prevent  ufelefs  People  get- 
ting here  under  Shelter  of  fuch  Ad:,  to  be  a  Charge  with- 
out Profit.  And  if  the  unmerchantile  Prejudices  of  the  com- 
mon People  did  not  militate  againft  it,  it  would  be  a  great 
national  Benefit  to  permit  Jews  as  well  as  others  of  Fortune, 
and  fuch  as  demonflrate  their  Utility,  feme  Checks  for 
which  might  be  devifed  ;  as  alio  to  prevent  Parifiies  fuffer- 
ing  by  necefiitous  Poor  creeping  in  upon  them,  under 
Cover  of  fuch  Aft.  Some  Difficulties  will  attend  all  grand 
national  Meafures,  which  the  Weak  are  too  apt  to  raife 
from  Mole-hills  to  Mountains,  but  the  true  Charader  of  the 
able  Politician  is  rather  to  level  the  Mountains,  and  reduce 
them  to  plain  Ground,  eafy  of  Accefs.  Thofe  who  Hum- 
ble at  fmall  Difficulties  which  fall  in  the  Way,  and  fo  fuf- 
fer  them  to  obflrud  great  Points  of  public  Benefit  from 
being  carried  into  Execution,  inftead  of  purfuing  with  un- 
deviating  Wifdom  and  Refolution  until  the  End  is  happily 
obtained,  are  but  flialiow  Minifters,  and  not  well  adapted 
to  the  Public  Weal. 

Let  us  therefore,  my  Countrymen,    the  Inhabitants  of 
this  once  happy  Ifland,  as  with  one  Voice  join  in  our  hum- 
ble 
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bk  and  frequent  Prayer  to  the  Majefty  of  Heaven,  that  he 
may  infpire  the  Heart  of  the  King  with  Wifdom,  in  the 
Choice  of  his  Minifters,  that  their  Councils  may  be  wife 
and'good,  and  that  the  jull  and  necelTary  Adminiftration  of 
J^c wards  and  Punifhments,  wifely  calculated  for  the  fole 
Parpofe  of  the  Peoples  Good,  and  the  Safety  of  the  State, 
arifing  there  from,  m,ay  be  purfued  with  an  honeft  and  fteady 
Refolution.  So  may  the  Good  of  the  Whole  in  future  be 
found  to  rife  out  of  Evil,  by  making  a  wife  and  proper 
Ufe  of  every  Event.

A  Differtatlon     07i    Difputes    between    Great 
Biiiaia  a?id  her    Colonies. 

'T'HE  DIfpute  with  the  Americans  is  now  become,  as 
was  long  ago  forefeen,  a  Matter  of  very  great  Impor- 
tance— As  a  great  Number  of  ill-informed,  weak  judging 
People  have  been  very  unhappily  MISLED,  partly  by  the 
difgufted  Out  of  Place-politicians,  and  partly  through  the 
Influence  of  their  own  prefent  fhort-fighted,  felf-interefted 
Views ;  and  looking  too  full  on  that  Side  the  Qiieftion, 
feem  to  have  overlooked,  or  forgotten,  that  it  is  the  Duty 
of  every  Member  of  the  Government,  honeftiy  to  aim  at 
being  impartial  (regarding  the  Good  of  the  Whole)  in  their 
Condu(5l,  Speeches,  and  Writings,  on  a  Matter  of  fuch 
M.ignicude,  as  confcqncntly  involves  the  Whole  of  both 

H  h  a  Great 
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Great  Britain  and  America,    in  very  imminent  Danger 
of  dreadful  Scenes, 

It  is  Self-evident  to  the  Intelligent,  that  there  mud  necef- 
farily  be  in  every  Country  a  fupreme  Legiflacive  and  execu- 
tive Power,  to  which  Subjefts,  ought  in  Reafon,  Duty, 
and  good  Confcience  to  fubmit  This  fupreme  Power^  in 
the  Britilh  Dominions,  is,  and  hath  been  for  Ages,  in  King, 
Lords,  and  Reprcfentatives  of  the  Commons,  in  Parliament 
aflembled  -,  and  it  evidently  appears,  that  if  any  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain's  Subjefts  (live  where  they  will)  are 
not  fubjed  to  fuch  fupreme  Sovereign  Power,  they  can 
have  no  other,  as  Britilh  Subje6ls,  and  would,  if  exempt 
from  her  Laws,  have  no  fupreme  Sovereign  Power  at  all 
over  them  on  Earth. 

If  any  Part  of  the  Empire  is  aggrieved,  they  have  a  Right 

to  petition  for  Relief,  but  in  no  Cafe  whatever  have  they  a 

;kight  to  rebel  againfl  the  folemn  Ads  of  the  only  fupreme 

Sovereign  Power  over  the  Britilh,  Iriih,  and  Britilh  Ameri- 

'can   Dominions— The  Americans  alledge   that  they  have 

been  unconftiturional  taxed  •,    be  it  fo ;   but  mutual  Juftice 

ought  to  be  the  ruling  Motive  with  Government  in  all 

Cafes,  and  has  every  Subject  of  Property  on  Earth,  ought 

injuflice,  proportionate  to  his  Abilities,  to  contribute  legally 

his  rcafonable  Quota  towards  the  Expence  incurred.  In 

ufing  the  necefiary  Means  of  proteding  and  defending  their 

Perfcns  and  Eflates,  it  may  be  juftly  conlidered  it  would 

be  partial   and  unjull  to  confine  the  Expence  to  one  Part 

only,  for  proteding  and  defending  the  WHOLE  :  And  if, 

the  prefent,  or  late  State  of  America,  would  not  admit  of 

being  fo  taxed  by  (he  faid  fupreme  Power  in  Parliament, 

aiTembled,  without  deviating  from  the  acknov/ledged  gen- 

ncral  Principle  of  Reprefentation  and  Taxation  going  to- 

gcther> 
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gether  they  fliould  have  duly  confidered,  that  Prote6^Ion  and 
Taxation  ought  likewife  mod  certainly  to  go  together  ;  and 
any  Government  without,  would  be  extremely  abfurd,  iii- 
confiitent,  and  liable  to  DifTjlution, 

Should  not  therefore  the  Americans,  Inflead  of  felfiflily 
and  vainly  contending  for  Exemption  from  the  latter,  fay- 
Taxation,  have  properly  petitioned  for  the  former,  fay 
Reprefentation,  under  proper  Limitations  to  prevent  in 
future  any  dangerous  feparate  Taxations,  and  that  they 
might  be  taxed  only  in  the  fame  A6t  and  Mode,  and  only 
in  fuitable  Proportion,  comparing  Circumftances  and  Abili- 
ties with  thofe  of  Great  Britain  ;  or  otherwife,  to  be  allow- 
ed to  propofe  to  the  fupreme  Power  in  Parliament,  aflem- 
bled,  fome  proportionate  adequate  Sums  mutually  agreed 
on  by  the  Provinces,  or  Congrefs  In  America,  for  and  as, 
the  annual  legal  (or  to  be  made  legal)  Proportion,  to  be 
furniihed  by  each  Province,  feverally  to  be  raifed  by  their 
cwn  feparate  Affemblies,  and  to  rife  and  fall  in  fome  fixed 
Proportion  \  or,  as  does  the  Land-Tax  in  Great  Britain,  in 
Regard  to  Occafions,  In  War,  and  in  Peace.  If  the  Con- 
tinental Congnefs  v/hen  met,  (though  lUegalj  had  concerted 
fomething  of  this  Kind,  and  had  alfo  concerted  how  they 
Ihould  do  Juftice  to  the  Eaft-lndia  Company,  to  compen- 
fate  the  Lofs  fuftained  by  the  violent.  Illegal,  unexampled 
Condudof  the  Boftonian?,  then  might  they  have  had  fome 
Claim  to  the  further  benevolent  Regard  of  Government,  or 
of  the  fupreme  Sovereign  Power,  as  alfo  to  Juftifttation 
among  their  Fellow  Subje(?ts  on  this  Side  :  But  while  their 
Language  and  Condu6i  plainly  import,  that  they  will  not 
be  taxed  becaufe  not  reprelented,  nor  will  be  reprefented  left 
they  Ihould  be  taxed,  or  have  no  excufe  for  Exemption, 
Juftice  feems  to  point  out  how  neceflary  it  is,   in  order  to 

inveftigate 
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inveftigate  the  Merits  and  Demerits  of  the  Cafe,  to  look 
back  and  confiJer  the  Occafioiis,  and  the  Expences  of  the 
two  laft  Wars-,  that  of  1739  ^^  well-known  to  have  beea 
occafioned  b_y  prote^iing  the  Americans  at  their  own  Re- 
queft,  from  the  Depredations  (as  then  termed)  of  the 
Spi^nifli  Guardacoaftas  detedling,  or  pretending  to  detecfl: 
their  VelTels  in  an  illicit  Trade,  on  or  near  theCoafts  of  the 
Spanifh  Arnerican  Dominions :  This  War  continued  until 
the  Year  1748,  Spain  being  joined  by  France  about  the 
four  lail  Years  thereof. 

The  lall  War,  which  took  rife  from  prote(5^Ing  the 
x\mericans  at  their  Requeft  alfo  from  the  Hoililities  of  the 
French  and  Indians  in  the  Back  Settlements  of  Virginia  and 
Fennfylvania,  in  the  Years  1754  and  1755,  which  being 
confequentiy  attended  w  ith  further  Hoililities,  produced  a 
Declaration  in  1756,  this  War  continued  until  near  the 
End  of  1762,  Spain  joining  France  the  laft  Year  thereof. 
Now  in  order  to  form  an  impartial  Judgment  of  the  De- 
merits of  the  contending  Parties,  it  will  be  neceffary  jo 
confider,  that  the  two  Wars  fo  incurred  by  protecting  the 
Americans,  coft  this  Nation  more  than  One  Hundred  Mil- 
lions of  Money,  the  Intereft  whereof  amounting  to  between 
Three  and  Four  Millions  annually  ;  and  alfo  may  it  be 
needful  to  confider,  whether  the  Americans  purchallng  of 
the  i^vlerchants  of  Great  Britain,  Merchandize  which  they 
annually  vant,  or  ftand  in  need  of,  to  about  the  fame  an- 
nual Amount,  gro.s  Value  (and  the  Profits  only  a  very 
fmall  Proportion  thereof)  as  the  Intereft  of  Money  fo  bor- 
rowed, and  applied  by  the  fupreme  Government,  benevo- 
lently and  gracioufly  raifed  for  fuch  Purpofe  by  Loans  from 
the  Public,  fhould,  or  Ihould  not,  be  deemed  an  adequate 
Reafan  why  they  fhould  be  exempt  from  conflant  annuaJ 
Taxes,  or  fkipulated  Sums,  or  Qi^'O^^s  to  Governm.ent,  to-s 

yards 
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wards  paying  the  enonncus  annvnl  Expence,  for  the  Interell 
of  Money,  which  faid  fupreme  Government  have  fo  bene- 
volently and  gracioufly  borrowed  and  applied,  and  where- 
by they,  the  Americans,  wctre  very  fuccelsftilly  delivered 
from  their  Enemies  both  Indian  and  European  ?  And 
whether  their  Duty  and  Gratitude,  fhould  not  have 
made  them  heartily  willing  to  furnilh  their  feveral 
Quotas,  during  the  thirteen  Years  Peace  fince,  to- 
wards paying  fuch  Intereft  and  other  Exigencies  of  State, 
in  lieu  of  objeding  to  every  Mode  calculated  by  Goven- 
ment,  to  adminifter  Juftice  on  that  Elead;  and  propofing 
nothing  rational  themfelves  in  lieu  ?  Their  Fropofition  of 
reverting  back  to  the  abfurd  Cuftom  before  1762,  adapted 
to  their  infant  States,  and  weakly  continued  too  long;  of 
only  furnilhing  a  fmall  Share  towards  their  own  Military, 
for  their  own  Defence,  in  Time  of  War  only,  on  minif- 
terial  requifitory  Letters,  is  very  manifeftly  to  the  impartial, 
difcerning  Obferver,  extremely  unreafonable.  What  King, 
or  Minifter  on  Earth,  would  undertake  to  procure  a  Ma- 
jority in  each  of  about  thirty  wrangling  Afiemblies,  an- 
nually and  every  Year  to  grant  and  furnilh  each,  a  due 
Proportion  towards  the  general  Expences,  attending  Pro- 
tection and  Defence,  or  Exigencies  of  State  ?  It  certainly 
would  be  an  extreme,  irkfome,  or  impradicable  Ta/k,  and 
by  no  Means  fit  to  be  propofcd  by  well-meaning  Subjects. 
Should  not  the  Americans,  on  the  other  Side  of  the  Qucf- 
tion,  prudently  and  impartially  confider  ?  that  the  Settlers 
in  America  were  originally  moflly  Subje6\3  here  before 
Emigration,  and  paid  Taxes,  and  were  clothed  liere,  fo 
contributing  their  Proportion  towards  the  Support  of  both 
the  Government  and  Manufacturer,  and  that  they  generally 
going  over  in  a  State  of  either  Penury,  or  Mediocrity, 
have  become  wealthy,   opulent,   and  powerful,  by  Means 

of

of  the  generous,  benevolenf,  and  exfenfive  Credit,  they 
have  conftanily  obtained  and  enjoyed,  from  the  Merchants 
of  Great  Britain  ;  and  without  which  they  could  not  have 
acquired  one  Half  of  their  prefent  Wealth,  Power,  or  Impor- 
tance: Nor  without  the  generous  Proteftion  of  the  Britifli 
Government,  could  they  probably  have  exifted  as  Britifh 
Colonies  ?  And  further  let  it  be  confidered,  that  the  united 
Congrefs,  have  both  put  a  Negative  on  Reprefentation,  by 
declaring  it  impradticable  (though  the  contrary  is  very 
manifeft),  and  have  alfo  put  a  Negative  on  the  benevolent 
gracious  Propolals  of  Government  laft  SeiTions  of  Parlia- 
ment, viz.  that  each  Colony  might  be  excufed  from  Tax- 
ation by  Parliament,  for  the  Purpofe  of  Revenue,  or  to 
that  Erfed,  in  Cafe  of  each  Colony  furnidiing  a  reafonable 
Proportion  annually,  to  be  railed  by  eacli  Affembly  in 
their  own/Way,  and  to  be  applied  by  Parhament  to  the 
Exigences  of"  State,  (or  to  that  EfFedJ  This  ungrateful 
Refufal  of  the  uniting  Colonies,  very  evidently  leaves  them 
wuhout  any  juft  Excufe,  and  very  much  tends  to  juftify 
the  necelTary  Meafures  of  Government,  in  endeavouring  to 
reduce  them  to  their  Duty  and  Allegiance,  to  this,  the  beft 
Form  of  fitpreme  Government^  or  Sovereign  Tower,  on  this 
terraqiieous  Globe. 

If  the  uniting  Colonies  would  Vvifely  take  up  thefe  Con- 
Fiderations,  and  properly  make  fome  rational  Propofals  by 
Way  of  Petition  to  Government,  all  might  yet  End  well, 
and  a  terrible  Effufion  of  Blood  be  prevent ;  but  if  they 
oflinately  go  on  in  Rebellion,  and  do  not  make  any  fuch 
like  Propofals,  or  fome  adequate,  it  will  be  very  manifeft, 
they  are  governed,  or  actuated  by  their  own  felfifh  Paf- 
fions,  Covetoufnefs,  and  the  Love  of  Power  and  Dominion, 
(and  not  by   the  true  Love  oi   their   Country,  )    and 

whoever 
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whoever  abets,  or  encourageth  them  therein,  or  in  ftriving 
for  Independence,  will  be  confequently  an  utter  Enemy 
TO  BOTH  Countries.

(2|ONSCIOUS  of  the  bed  of  Motives  I  am  emboldened  to 

humbly  reprefent  my  dutiful  Sentiments,   of  Loyalty  to 

the  beji  of  Kings  ^  and  of  tht  gmuine  free  Love  of  my  Country  i 

From  a  two-fold  Impulfe  of  this  Kind  I  do  humbly 
prefume,  as  an  old  experienced  late  American  Merchant, 
(in  a  particular  Branch  thereof j  but  who  hath  left  off 
Trade,  entirely  in  favour  of  his  eldeft  Son,  to  humbly  re- 
prefent to  your  Majefty,  that  the  Americans  being,  from  a 
Jealoufy  of  Temper,  arifing  from  their  prevalent  Paffions, 
generally  led  to  imagine  themfelves  under  an  arbitrary 
Power,  fo  long  as  the  Declaratory  LaWy  eftablilhed  by  Par- 
liament, Anno.  1766,  remains  in  full  Force^  fubjeding  (as 
they  conceive)  their  all  to  the  Will  of  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain,  unconftitutionally,  without  their  Co-opera* 
Hon,  or  previous  Confent ;  which  latter,  fay  Co-operation,  or 
previous  Confent,  is  moll  certainly  the  peculiar  fpecific  Pri- 
viledge,  or  Immunity  of  an  Englilhman,  as  fuch.  fo  enjoying 
a  fatlsfai^ory  Benefit,  peculiarly  efteem'd  as  a  very  valuable 

I  i  Munition 
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Munition  In  this  Land  oi  Conjiitutional  Liberty :  So  are  the 
Americans  generally  fpeaking  of  the  Judgment,  that  while 
laid  Declaratory  Aft  doth  remain  unamended,  afferting  and 
enabling  a  Right  (if  equitable,  yet  not  coinciding  with  the 
conftitutional  Friviledge  aforefaidj  to  Tax  America  in  all 
Cafes  without  any  Limitation ;  they  fhall,  in  every  Cafe  of 
Jeparate  Taxation  for  Purpofe  of  Revenue  without  their  Co- 
operation, or  Confent,  be  fas  the  A6t  now  Hands)  as  much 
tinder  an  arbitrary  Power^  in  refpecl  of  Taxation,  as  are 
the  Subjefts  of  any  defpotic  Prince  whatever,  and  there- 
fore will  they  not  fubmit.  And  although  it  may  appear  evi-

A  Friend  of  a  certain  Society,  which  'tis  unneceflary  to 
mention,  having  fuggefted  a  pleafing  Method  of  pre- 
venting the  new  regulated,  and  very  advantageous  Pave- 
ments of  London,  Weftniinfter  and  South wark,  from  being 
fo  often  torn  up,  and  laid  down  worfe,  by  the  Servants  of 
the  two  principal  Water  Companies. 

I  am  thence,  and  from  confidering  the  aimiable  Confe- 
quences  which  may  enfue,  led  to  lay  before yo«,  and  thePub- 
lie.

'^■yHEREAS  the  uniting  Colonies  have  deputed  eight 
Members  as  Deputies  to  manage  for  the  Whole,  I 
propofe  that  Government  may  depute  the  fame  Number  as 
Plenipotentiaries,  and  that  thefe  fixteen  may  meet  as  foon 
as  convenient  in  the  Ifland  of  Bermudas,  a  very  healthful 
Place,  and  there  dilpaflionatcly  concert  a  happy  and 
durable  Plan  of  Union,  and  juft  proportionate  limited  Tax- 
ation ;  with  a  Clauic  to  grant  to  any  Colony  a  Reprefeur 
tation,    on  their  petitioning  for  the  fame,  agreeable  to  a
